Extract of Letter from the Secret Committee of the Court of 
Directors, to the Governor General in Council of Bengal ; dated 
1 8th June lygi* 

We take the earlieft Opportunity of acquainting you, that we have received In- 
formation from His Majefiy's Minifters, that a very large Armament of Ships, Troop39 
Military Stores, &c« &c. has been lately fitted out at Toulon, and that it failed from 
thence on the 19th Ult. Although the ultimate Objed of this Armament has not 
been afcertained, it is not improbable, from many circumfiances that have tranfpired^ 
and from the Spirit of daring Adventure, by which the French have been aduated 
during the prefent War, that its Deftination may be for India, either (having fifft 
taken Pofleffion of Egypt) by way of the Red Sea ; down the Coaft of that Sea ; . or 
even perhaps by the Black Sea, or by Buflbra ; His Majefty's Mintfters have there- 
fore informed us^ that immediate Meafures will be taken for a confiderable Augmen- 
tation of^the European Force in the Eaft-Indies : You may therefore exped that not 
lefs than Four Thoufand feafoned and difciplined Troops, and perhaps a larger Num- 
ber, may be fent to the Company's Settlements with all poffible Expedition, Part of 
which will, we tiuft, reach India not many months after the Receipt of this Difpatch. 

Should the Expedition, notwithftanding the Meafures taken by his Majefty's 
Government to intercept and defeat it in the Mediterranean, reach Egypt, and be de- 
ftined for India, by either of the Routes we have mentioned^ a Part of His Majefty's 
Fleet, confifting of Two Men of War, and probably a Sloop now under Difpatch for 
India, will be ordered to be {Rationed in the Straits of Babelmandel, and in the 
Gulph of Perfia, foe the Purpofe of intercepting any Force that may be proceeding 
to India that Way. 

A Copy of a Proclamation iflued at the Mauritius in the Month of March laft, 
has been already tranfmitted to our (everal Prefidencies by Mr. Fringle, the Com- 
pany's Agent at the Cape of Good Hope. We are unable to judge whether this 

B Proclamation 
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Proclamation be in Reality what its Import declares it to be, and Tippoo has really 
conceived any hoftile Deligas agaiaft the Briti(h Empire in India, or intended merely 
as a Feint, with a View to embroil us with that Prince Our refpedive Governments 
will of courfe have taken fuch precautionary Meafures in confequence as ap- 
peared to them neceffary, and applicable to exifting Circumftances. 

Our Empire in the Eaft has ever been an Objcd of Jealoufy to the French, and 
we know tbat their former Government entertained fanguine Hopes of being able 
to reach India by a Ihorter PafTagc than round the Cape of Goo^ Hope, and we 
have no doubt that the prefent Government would rifk a great deal, and even adopt 
Meafures of amoft enterprizing and uncommon Nature, for the Chance of reducing, 
if not annihilating, the Britifh Power and Confequence in that Quarter of the 
World. To cfFeft this, without the Aid and previous Concert of one of the Indian 
Powers, feems almoft impoflible, and would fcarcely be attempted. In the prefent 
Situation of India, Tippoo appears the fitteft Inftrument to be employed in the Fur- 
therance of fuch ambitious ProjeQ:s. 

It is highly improbable, that Tippoo ihould have entered into any League with 
the French, without fome apparent Preparation on his Part of an hoftite Natore in 
Furtherance of their defign. If fuch thcrcfi>re, ihall have been the Cafe, it would 
be neither prudent nor politic to wait for adual hoftilities on his Part. We there-* 
fore recommend, that if you (hall not have adopted the neceflary Meafurea (or 
bringing Tippoo to a fatisfaiftory Explanation before the Receipt of this Difpatcb,. 
that you ihould immediately take the proper Steps for fo doing, accompanying this 
Enquiry with fuch a Difpofition of your Force as may give efFeft to it ; and ihould 
you judge, either from his Anfwers, or from the Steps he is taking, that his Dcfigns 
are fuch as the French Proclamation reprefcnts, and that he is making Preparations 
to aft hoftilely againft us ; we think it will be mgre advifable not to wait for fuch 
an Attack, but to take the moft immediate and moft decifive Meafures to carry our 
Arms into our Enemy's Country, not failing, at the fame Time, to make known to 
the Pov^ers in Alliance with us, the Neceffity of luch Meafures, and that we have not 
in View a wanton Attack upon our inveterate Enemy, with a Dcfign to augment our 
own Power, but a neceflary and jufiifiable Defence of our own Poflfeffions, and calling 
upon them for the Affiftance they are under Engagements to furniflb us. 

But although we have thus recommended Energy, Firmnefs, and Decifion, in 
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jroor ConduA towards Tippoo^ we rely upon your ufiog tli^ Latitude allowed you 
in the preceding Parargraph with the utmoft Difcretion^ that we may not be involved 
in a War in India, without the moft inevitable Neceffity, of which Neceffity we 
leave you to be the fole Judges. And as it is impofliblc for us to conjefture, fiiould 
cither the Proclamation circulated at the Mauritius be founded, or the Force now 
in the Mediterranean be really deftined for India, what Meafures the implacable 
/Revenge and ra(h Enterprize of the French, may induce them to undertake againft 
the Bricilh Power in India; we can only exhort our fevcral Governments to b^ 
conftantly upon their Guard, and watchful againft Surprife, by not only keeping thfe 
Troops in perfect Order for Aftion, and our Forts and Garrifons in conftant Prepa- 
ration of Defence, but if it Ihall appear neccflary, by encouraging Military Aflbchi- 
tion^ amoiigft bur Civil Servants and others, as in this Country, which maybe 
prepared to a6k on any Emergency ; and in carefully keeping in view every Channd 
through which it may Be polTible for France to get an European Force out to Tndia^ 
and taking precautionary Meafures to prevent it.

Copy of a Letter from the Secret Committee of the Court of Di- 
rectors to the Governments in India ; dated the 26th November, 
1798. 

Our Letter to yoa of the i8th June laft, incloled a Copy of our Orders to the 
GoTernor General in Council of the fame Date, relative to the Expedition from 
Toulon under General Buonaparte, and direding your Obedience thereto, fo far as 
Ihould refped your Preftdency« 

Our fubfequent Advices of July and Auguft, will have informed you of the 
Appointment of Mr. Jones to refide at the Court of the Pacha of Bagdat^ as well as of 
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the Ol]jcAs of his MiflioDj and of the Reinforcements already fent and now fending 
out to India. 

Since the Date of our Letter of June laft, aboTe alluded to, the landing of Buo- 
naparte in Egypt has been fully confirmed i and although, by the glorious viftory of 
Admiral Nelfon over the Fi ench Fleet near Alexandria, and the Oppofition made to 
tbeir Progrefs through Egypt by the Arabs under the Authority of the Porte, the 
I>efigns of the French have been confiderably impeded, yet if contrary to our Hopes 
and ExpeAations, he Ihould be able to eftablifh himfelf in Egypt, we cannot but ftill 
be under Apprehenfions for the Safety of our Indian Pofleflions. Thefe Apprehenfions 
are confiderably increafed in confequence of fome Hints lately fuggefted by the 
Bight Honorable Henry Dundas, that^ if the French Ihould be able to fubdue Egypt, 
and to eftablilh their Authority in that Country, it is likely their next progreffive 
Meafare would be to fecure the Q>mmunication of the Red Sea with the Gulph of 
^^ambay, at the narrow Straits of Babelmandel ; and, if in their Power, to detach a 
fufiicient Force to take Pofleffion of the Ifland of Perim, ficuate between the Two 
Pbibta 'Which include tbofc Strauts. 

The Pofleflion of this Station will be of the greateft Importance to the French^ 
19 fecuring the Advantages they propofc to themfelves in the C>nqueft of Egypt, 
and confequently it is well deferving of the utmoft Vigilance and Exertion on the 
Part of Great Britain, to defeat any Plan they may entertain to get it into their 
Hands. If we (hould fuccced in making ourfelves Mailers of that Ifland, it would 
be impoffible, in the firft Inftance, for any Ships to pafs the Straits ^igainft a fuperior 
JNfaval Force flationed there. It may then be fecured and fortified, by the Applica* 
tlon of fuch Materials as its Situation may afford, for completing its permanent De- 
fence, and for effcftually commanding the Channels through which Ships mull pa& 
to the Indian Ocean. 

We underftand that the Ifland of Perim is a low rocky Subftance, about Five 
Miles in Length and Two in Breadth i that it poflefles a good Harbour \ that the 
Channel which divides it from the African Coail, though Fourteen or Fifteen Miles 
acrofs, is but little frequented, on account of the numerous Rocks and Shoals which 
obftruft it, infomuch as to render it neceflary for Veflels that do attempt it, to fleer 
dofe under the wefiem Point of the Ifland, and that the extreme Breadth of the other 
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Channel is lefs than two Leagues^ and that this Space cannot be navigable^ (lor 
the deep Water every where at fo great a Difiance from the Ifland as to be out of 
the Reach of its Batteries, whether ere£led on the Shore, or on artificial Projediions 
within the Sea, if fuch (hould be found neceffary to the entire Command of the 
Paffage. ' ' 

We have entered thus fully into Detail, to ihew the Iniportance of taking 
PoiTeilion of the Jfland of Perlm without Delay ; nor is Difpatch alone neceflary, but 
Secrecy is equally indifpenfable, as it is not improbable that provifional Meafures 
have been taken by the French to aflembie fome Vefiels of Burthen at the Port of 
Suez, to co-operate, in whatever Way their Services may be wanted, with the pri- 
mary Expedition, and if the Defigo were known, they would detach a force, at all 
Hsnuirds,. to fecure the firft Pofleffion of it. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas has further informed us, that although the Commanders 
of His Majefiy's Fleets in Ipdia have already been direfted to ufe every Effort in 
their Power to fruftrate the Defigns of the French in the Expedition under Buona- 
parte, yet fpecial Orders will be fent out to the Commander in Chief of His Majefty's 
Naval Force in the Indian Seas, as foon as poifible to detach to the Straits of 
Babelmandel fuch a Force, as according to the Information he fhall have received, 
he may judge fufficient for the Service, in the Inftruftions to take Pofleffion of the 
Ifland of Perim, by whatever Power it may be occupied at the Time. 

The Impottance of the Meafure we have thus pointed out, will enfure your 
moft cordial Endeavours in promoting the lame by every Means within your Power. 
'The Security of our moft valuable Poffeffions in India, if not our very Exiftencc 
there, depends upon defeating the prefcnt formidable and inveterate Defign of the 
French againft thofe Poffeffions.

Extract of a Letter from the Right Honorable the GoveA^kor 
General to the Court of Directors ; dated Fort William, the 
2 1 ft November, 1798. 

Par. I, By my Letter difpatched overland from Fort St. George, I bad the 
Honor to inform you of my Arrival at that Prefidency on the z6th of April. 

12. While I was ragaged in confidering the Means tf improving the internal 

■ 

Order and Management of your Finances, I received Intelligence which led me to 
apprehend the Approach cf a War with Tippoo Sultaun^ aided by a French Force. 
Your Secret Committee is in Pofleflion of this Intelligence, of which the Refult on 
my Mind was a firm Conviftion, that the Safety of your PoflTeflions in the Penin- 
fula of India demanded that your Armies Ihould be phced in an a£tive~ and early 
State of Preparation for War, Accordingly, having apprized the Governor of Fort 
St. George, as earfy as the 8th of June, of my Apprehenfions of the Defigns of the 
Saemy, and having direfted his Attention to the Probability of our being involved 
in Hoftilities, on the 20th of June I ifiued my final Orders to the Governments of 
Fort St. George and Bombay, for calling your Armies into the Field on the Coafts 
of Coromandei and Malabar. Thefe Orders have been executed ; and I truft that 
the fubfequent Difclofure of the Projeds entertained by France againlt the Britiih 
Empire in India, and the adventurous and daring Spirit with which thofe Projedls 
have been profecuted, will fufEciently juftify to your Honorable Court the Meafures 
of Precaution, which I deemed it my Duty to adopt for the Defence of your Ter- 
ritories, although the immediate EffeA of thofe Meafures Has neceflarily occafioned 
a large Increafe of your Expenfes, a Diminution of your commercial Inveftmenr^ 
and a Sufpenfion of the Improvements which I had hoped to have accomplifhed in 
tho State of your pecuniary Affatrs. 

13. It would have been a nooft improvident and miftaken Economy, to have 
hazarded, the permanent Safety of the Britifh Empire in India, and to have aban* 
doned the Sources of your commercial Profperity, without Defence, to the Attack 
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of the Enemy J for the Purpofe of pfeferving a fpeciout and delufive Appearance of 
Security iii.a Conjundure of real Danger. 

14. I am perfuaded that the Wifdom and Juflice of your Honorable 
Court, will readily approve the Policy of facrificing a Degree of temporary Advan* 
tage^ to the important Objed: of providing an cffedual Protection for the Foundations 
of your Trade and Revenue^ and for the lading tranqoilltty of- your PofleflSons in 
India. 

i^. Under the expectation of an approaching War with Tippoo Sultaun, aided 
by the French, the State of our Alliances with the Country Powtrs became an anxious 
Objcdk of my Confideration. 

. |6» I have fubmitted a full Detail of my Opinions and Proceedings upoD 
thh Suhjfi&, to your Secret Committee, but it is my Duty in this Place to requefl: 
tile Anention of your Honorable Court, to the Condition in which I found our 
Alliance with his Higknefs the Nizam, and to the happy Improventcnt which 
Ciirumfiances have enabled me to €&& in the Nature of our Connc&ion with that 

17. The Corps commanded by French Officers in the Service of the Nlzam^ 
which, during the laft War with Myfore, amounted to no more than 1500 Men, and 
was lat that Period of Time fo defective in point of Difcipline, as to bt rather an 
Objeft of Contempt than ^ Jealoofy to your Govermiients in India, had gradually 
augmented its Numbers, and improved its Difciplity, under the Command of the 
late Mofifieur Raymond^ until at the Period of my Arrival in India it had nearly 
reached the Number of 14,000 Men^ and had obtained a Degree of Difcipline 
foperior, in every Refped^ to that of any native Infantry in lodiaj excepting the 
Sepoys entertained 1:0. your Service. 

ti. This Corps formed the largeft and moft efficient Brahch of the Military 
£ftal>liihment of his Hsghnefs ; and the French Officers had acquired a conQderable 
Afccndency in bis Dominions, and bad manifefted on feveral Occafions the Symptoms 
of a Difpofitron fo arrc^ant, overbearing, and adventurous, as to excite Alarm in 
the Minds of His Highnefs and of hit Minifters. r Although. His Highnefs had entered 
into no Engagement or Obligation vrhich in any Degree bound him to retain this 
Party in his Service, and although their fudden Difmiffion would at any Time have 
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been warranted by every Principle of Jufticc, and their Conttoutnce at Hyderabad 
threateoed the Independence, if not the Exifteoce of His Highnela'i Throne; yet 
the Nizam and his Minifters confeSed their Inability to check the Growth of a 
Power of which they acknowledged the dangerous Influence, and dreaded the 
deftruaive Eifcft." 

19. The Principles of the French OfHcen commanding thb Army, were 
avowedly the fame with thofe of the Perfons who, for fome Time paft, have exerciTed 
the Powers of Government in France, and their Enmity to the BritiOi Interefts was 
declared on all Occalions. While this Army, commanded hy Frenchmen of fuch 
Principles and Views, and of fuch uncontrouled Power, remained in the Service of 
the Nizam, his Highnefs's Alliance muft have proved a Source rather of Danger than 
of Advantage to the Company in the Event of a War i^ith Tippoo Sultaun, and 
that Danger would have been greatly aggravated by any co-operation which 
might have been afforded to Tippoo from France. Various other Confideratioas will 
occur to the Wifdom and Experience of your Honorable Court, to prove the direA ' 
and collateral £ffe£ts which the Exiften^e of a numerous armed French Party, in the 
Center of the Decan, muft have produced, whether in Time of War or of Peace 
u^on the whole Frame of your Political interefts in India. 

xa Under thefe Circumftances the Expulfion of the French Party from-the 
Court of Hyderabad, appeared to ipe to be a neceflary Part of that SyAem of Pn- 
caution and Defence by which I hoped to be enabled either to encounter the Freffiin 
of War, or to fecure the Advantages of Peace. 

21. With thefe Views, on the 8th of July, I inftniAed the afting Refident at 
Hyderabad to open a Negotiation with his Highnefs the Nizam, propofing an Addi- 
tion to the Britilh Detachment ftrving at I^derabad, and Hipulating for the Difmif- 
fion of the Corps commai>ded by French Officers in' His Highnefs's Service. 

^ 11. A new SubGdiapy Tieaty, founded on this Balis, and embracing other col- 
lateral Arrangements (particularly fuch Conditiona as appeared neceffary for the 
Kemoval of all Caufes of Jejloufy, and for the ReftoratitM of Union and Concord 
between our two Allies, the Pclhwa and the Nizam) was figned by His Highnefs 
at Hyderabad on the ift September, and ratified by me in Council on the 18th of 
the fame month. 

.23. By. 
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23. By this Treaty an Increafe h made in the Brttifh fubffdiary Forccferving 
whh His Highneft of 4,400 Men, and an Increafe in the annual Sublidy paid by Hi^ 
Highnefs, of about Nineteen Lacks of Rupees; the former Sub(kly having bcea 
53,713 Arcot Rupees per Mcnfem, and the Subfidy uader the new Treaty bring 
2,01,425 Arcot Rupees per Menfem, or ^4,17,100 Atccfc Rupees per Annum. 

24- The Subftance of this Treaty was communicated to thp Pcfliwa, bptlt 
prcvioufly and-fubfccjuently to its Concluiion^ and at both Periods he expreffed his- 
entire Approbation of the Nature and Tendency of the new Engagements, as well 
in their Operation upon the Interefts of the Mahratta Empire^ as upon thofe of the 
Nizam. 

25. On the 13th July I ordered the Government of Fort St. George to afiem^ 
ble fuch a Force in the Guntoor Circar, as might enable me to fulfil the Subfidiary 
EogagemeDCs of the Company undei: the new Treaty^ at the earlieft poffible Period 
ftibiequenc to its Conclufion. This Meafure was executed wicb the utmofl Degree of 
Promptitude and* Alacrity by Lieutenant General Harris (at that Time uniting ia 
his Peribn the Offices of Governor of Fort St. George^ and Commander in Chief , 
on" the Coaft of Coromandel); to whofe Zeal and public Spirit,. and prompt Obe- 
dience on all Occafions wherein I have entruffed him with* the Execution of mf 
Orders, I am happy to be able to bear this public Teftimony.

36. The Britiih Detachment under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Roberts 
reached Hyderabad on the loth of October; and on the 22d 0£fcober, under the 
Orders 'of His Highnels the Nizam, and with the Co-operation of a Body of his 
Cavalry, furrounded the Camp of the French Army, difarmed all the Sepoys, and 
fecured the Pcrfons of all the French Officers then in the Camp. 

27. This Operation was happily efie&ed without Bloodlhed and without Contefti> 
- A Mutiny havhig broken out in the French Camp on* the 'preceding Day^ and tbioi 

Sepoys haying imprifoned tbek Officers;' the Resident at Hyderabad and Lieutenantf 
Colonel Roberts, wkh the Confent of the Nizam, judicioufly availed themselves of 
this favourable Opportunity to execute eliis important Meafure wiihout/ Difficulty: 
or Danger. * . i 

28. The Amount of the French Force difarmed on ttus.OccaiioQ, Was; about 
X 1,000 Men, from which Circumftance your Honour^le Court will ^bferve that ^ 
Fart of the Corps was abfent on Detachment, as will appear by Reference to the Re- 
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tiini, N? a, of the French Officers arrefted oir the izd ofOftober ; M^fures have 
beeo taken for the Arreft of thbfe who commanded the detached Force. The Freai^ 
OBkcrs, by my particular Orders, were treated with every pradlicablc Degree of 
AttMtion and Humaoity. At the Period of their Arrcft by our Troops^ their Perfona 
were in Condnemenl, and dieir Lives in Danger, from the Mutiny prevailing in their 
Camp i and the greatcft Difficulty which Colonel Roberts encountered was, that of 
refcuiog the imprifoned Officers from the Violence of their own Sepoys. Particular 
Care was taken to fave the Property of the Officers for their Ufe, as well as to obtain 
for them fuch Arrears of Pay and Allowances as were due to then) from His Highnefs, 
Captain Kirkpatrick informs me, that he has been completely fuccefsful in cflfcfting 
both thcfe defirable Objefts. The French Officers are now on their Paflage to this 
Preiidency on board the Bombay Frigate, which I had previoufly fiationed at {4afuli- 
patam for their Accommodation : On their Arrival at Calcutta, ie is my Inteotipn to 
receive them with the Confideratioo due to their refpef^ive Ranks, and to allow them 
every Indulgence compatible with the Security of their Peribns. I propofe to fend 
them to Europe by the earliell Opportunity ; uling the Precaution of difperfiag cbeA 
in diffirrent Ships. 

29* On their Arrival in England, I have engaged that they (hall not be treated as 
Prifoners of War, but (hall be immediately tranfported to France, without fuffering 
any Detention for an Exchange of Prifoners. The Treaty under which this Meafure 
was executed, has been already forwarded overland to your Secret Committee, and 
It now forma a Number of the Secret Difpatch by the Enrydice« 

30. The EflTeft of the Meafure will, I truft, be highly favourable to your Poll* 
tical Interefts in the Peninfula of India. The Briti(h Subfidiary Force now Rationed 
in the Dominions of His Highnefs the Nizam, while it muft tend to cement the Con- 
neAioA between the Company and that Prince, and to render him a moi^e ufeful and 
efficient Ally in the event of War, will operate at all Times as an tfTcftual Proteftion 
to your PodTefTions in the Northern Circars ; and the total Subverfion of the French 
influence in the Decan, under all the Circumftances of the prefent Moment, is an 
Event from which I expedt to derive, not only additional Security for your Territo- 
ries, but for the general Tranquillity of India. 

ji. Aniong your Servants who have t>ecfn concerned in the Execution. of my 
Orders 00 thit Occafion, I have already recommended Lieutc94nt {/entral Harris to 
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yottr favourable Notice ; to his Name it it my Duty to add thofe of Captain Ktfk« 
patrlck^ and of Lieuteaant-Colonel Roberts. I found the former in the Situation of 
A)ftiog Rxfident at Hyderabad ; and to his Zeal, Addrcfs, Difcretion and Firmnefs^ I 
attribute the early Succefs of the Negotiation entrufied to his Nfanagemenc 

32. Upon the Rcfignation of Colonel Kirkpatrick, I took Occafion to manifeft 
my Senfe of iCaptain Kirkpatrtck's Merits, by appointing him ReHdent at the Court 
of the Nizam. 

33. To the Abiliry and Temper of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, a£bing ^under. 
the judicious Inftrudions of the Refident, I attribute the complete and fatisfa£kory 
Ejcecution of the Articles of the Treaty relating to the Difmiflicm of thr French Army ^ 
and his conciliatory and humane ConduA towards the OfEcers deferves the higheft 
Commendation* 

34. The Rumours which have prevailed of the intended Approach of Setnan 
Shah to the Frontier of Hindoftan, although of a vague and contradiftory Nature, 
appeared to me not wholly undeferving of Attention ; and I have the Satisfa£kion to 
inform you, that every poflible Precaution has been taken for the efiedual Defence 
of the Frontier of Oude. I am happy to be able to inform you, that althpugh I 
found the Subfidy of the Nabob Vizier confiderably in Arrear, I have fucceeded in 
perfuading his Excellency to difcharge a large Part of it; and, in Juftice to his Ex«> 
cellency, I am bound to declare, that I have found him fincerely difpofed to fulfil 
bis Engagements under the Treaty, concluded by L.ord Tcignmouth, and to manifeft 
on every Occafion a cordial Attachment to the Interefts of the Company. The Situ- 
ation of Affairs on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the Neceflity of providing againft 
the poflible Event of War with Tippoo Sultaun, have hitherto prevented me from 
vifiting the upper Provinces. But I have not been unmindful of the Affairs of Oudei 
and I truft that I (hall foon be able to turn my undivided Attention to the Improfe* 
ment of the Civil and Military Effablifhments of the Nabob Vizier. 

, 35. Although I have deemed it my Duty to call your Armies into the Field 
in every Part of India, my Views and Expedations are all direfted to the Preferva* 
tion of Peace, which, in the prefent Crifis, cannot otherwife be fecured than by a 
State of forward Preparation for War. In the mean while, you may rely on my 
unremitting Efforts to confine your Expenfes within the mod narrow Limits, and 
to rife your commercial tnveftment to the higheft Scale^ compatible with the indif- 
7 penfable 
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penfable Neccffity of providing for the Security of yottr Poflcffibns. In the Execu- 
tion of my Orders fey the Prote&ioo of your Territories on the Coaft of Malabar, 
I am much indebted lo the Zeal and Diligence of Mr, Duncan and General Stuart i 
and the Vigilance and Firmnefs manifefted by the Government of Bombay, on the 
firft Intelligence of the Progrefs of the French Arms in Egypt^ have obtained my 
public and cordial Approbation. It is alfo a peculiar Satisfaction to me to inform 
your Honorable Courts that I have received from Lord Clive the moft ready and 
honorable Support in the Preparations for the Defence of the Carnatic ; and that^ 
repofing the moft implicit Confidence in his Lordihip's anxious Solicitude for the 
Profperity of the general Adminiftration of your Affairs entruiled to my Hands, ar 
well as in his affiduous Attention to the peculiar Duties of his own Station, 1 expefi: 
to derive confiderable Benefit to your. Service from a fincere Union with him, in the 
important Talk of preferving and improving the Interefts committed to our joint 
Charge. 

36. Notwitbftarvding the great ftrength of the military force now in India, I 
have deemed it my Duty, for the further Security of this Prcfidency, to embody 
the Militia, compofed of the European and Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, and 
my Orders for this Purpofe have been obeyed with an Alacrity and Zeal which 
ftrongly indicate the Rcfolution of your Civil Servants, and of all the European and 
Armenian Inhabitants of Calcutta, to devote their perfonal Services to the Defence 
of the Seat of yobr Supreme Government, in any Exigency which may arife. 'My 
Intention is to eftablifli this ufeful Corps upon a perti^anent Foundation, as an In(li- 
tiition from which great Advantage may hereafter be derived^

The Governor General. 

The critical ftatc of our aftual fituatton with Tippoo, xnuft ncce(far!ly require 
frequent rcfttchct^ to thd Grovernor Geoerai in Council, on a fariety of imponaot 
points, which wiU demand a prompt and immediate decifion* My continuance in 
Bengal during fuch a crifis, might have been attended with great inconvenience to 
the public fervice^ and the feafon for adlive operations might have been confumedj 
before my opinion could have been obtained on the fereral emergencies which ma; 
be expeded to arife. The confideration of this inconvenience is the principal mo- 
tive, which has induced me to proceed to this Prefidency ; and I am happy to take 
this opportunity of declaring, that I ihould not have felt my prefence to have been 
at all reqitifire fof the porpoie of adding energy or vigour to fuch branches of the 
publk fervice, as fiall within the particular duty of this Government* I am per- 
ftAly fatisfied with the condo^fc of this Government, in the refpcdable hands to 
which it has been committed'; und I am perfnaded that I Aould always have found 
the fame cordial, manly, and honorable fupport from your Lordflrip in Council, 
which has already obtained the public teftimony of my unqualified approbation. 
My objed, therefore, in taking my feat at this Board, is no other than to deprive 
0iir enemies (^ the advantages which they might derive, under the prefent circum- 
fiances, from the remote fituadon of the power entrufied to me from the probable 
fcene of adion« Tlie provifions of the law require, that the authority of the Gou 
vernor in Council at Fort St. George, (hould be veiled in my hands during my refi- 
dence at this Prefidency : the public aAs and proceedings of this Government moft 
accordingly pafs in my name } but J, anxious as well from motives of perfonal re« 
fpeft, as firOiti coaTiderations conneded with the public fervice, that my refidence ac 
this Prefidency ihould in no degree impair the prefent or future dignity and influ- 
ence of Lord Clive ; I therefore am defirous of abftaining from all unneceflary inter* 
ference in the details of this Governcnent, nor do I with to difturb the fyftem efta* 
bliihed under his Lordfhip^ immediate diredion by the interpofition of my power 
of fiiperintendance on the fpot, beyond the limiu of the ordinary exercife of that 
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pcmer ac the leat of tlic Supreme Gorernment in Bengal ; I therefore requeft that 
Lord Cllve^ and the members of this Council, will take the trouble of condu&ing 
the derails of this Govern medr, efpecially cbofe which relate to the patronage of the 
Governor in Council* according to tbie principles which have been obfenred by bta 
Lordflitp fince his arrival in India ; and I am fatisfied that I fliall derive the utmoft 
degree of advantage from the united zeal^ talents, experience, and affiduityof thofe 
whom I have the honor to addrefs, while my principal attention muft be devoted 
to the fuperintendance of the general intereils of all the Company's pofleflSons, and 
of the iecurity and defence of the Briciih empire in India^ agatnil the various dan- 
gers by which it has recently been menaced.

%. The meafures which have been taken fov deieatiii^ the defigns of the 
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enemy, and for the prote^ion 'of your poffeffions, will doubtlefs have betn fully 
communicated to your Honorable Court by the Supreme Government ; it is there- 
fore fufficicnt for us at prefent to inform you, that, for the effeaual execution of 
thofe meafures, the Ri<yht Honorable the Governor General has deemed his prefence 
neceflary at this Prefidcncy. 

3. In conformity to this rcfolution, his LordDiip arrived at this place on the 
31ft ultin^o, upon his Majcfly's Ihip La Sybelle. 

4. On the 2d inftant a proclamation was accordingly made of his Lordihip's 

arrival, for the purpofc of exercifing the powers and authorities vcftcd in him, by 

the Aft of the 33d of His prefent Majcfty, as Governor General in Council at Fort 

St* George.

To the Secret Committee of the Honorable Court of Dircdtors. ^ 

Honorable Sirs, 

I have the honor to inform you, that the army under the command of Genefal 
, Harris entered the territory of My fore on the 5th inftant* 

The General commenced his operations by the capture of fcveral forts upon the 
frontier of Myfore, which it became neceflary for our troops to occupy, in order that 
the different convoys from the Baramahal might fuffer no interruption. Thefe forts 
were all furrendered without rel'iftance. ' 
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The lateft accounts from the army are of the lotb iiifiant, wbeo it had ad- 
vanced to Aricul ; at which time General Harris expected to reach Seringapatam by 
the 24th at fartheft. 

On the day General Harris paflcd the frontier^ he forwarded, by my dircAion, 
a letter from me to Tippoo Sultaun, of which a copy is inclofcd. No anfwer had 
been received to that letter on the loth inftant. 

No fatisfaftory account of the ftate of the Fpench army in Egypt has yet reached 
iRf, nor any intelligence of Commodore Blanket's arrival ac his ftation. Since I 
had the honor of addrefling my lad letter to you, I have received the fulled: and 
noft authentic information pf the circumftances dated in the poftfcript of my letter 
of the 13th February, relative to the miffion of Monf, Dubuc with native Vakeels 
from Tippoo Sultaun to the Executive Diredory of France, They embarked on 
the 7th ultimo from Tranquebar^ and are to touch at the Ifle of France. 

I have the honor to inclofe a Copy of a Declaration publifhed by Lieutenant 
General Harrisj^ in the name of the Allies, on entering the territory of Myfore. 
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Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor General 
' to the Court of Directors; dated 20th March, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court of Dire£tors« 

Honorable Sirs, 

I. In my feparate difpatch of the 21ft of November^ by the Eurydice, I in- 
formed your Honorable Courts that although I had deemed it my duty to call your 
armies into the field in every part of your pofleflions, my riews and expeAations* 
were all direfted to the prefer vation of peace in India. 

2* In the letter of the 13th of January, from the Governor General in Council 
at Fort St. George, I apprized your Honorable Court of my arrival at this Prefi- 
dency, to which I thought it my duty to proceed from Bengal, in the hope of 
opening a negotiation with Tippoo Sultaun^ for the amicable adjuftment of the 
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differences which had arlfen between that Prince and the Honorable Company's 
Government. 

3. In my difpatchcs to the Secret Committee of your Honorable Court, I hav^ 
regularly tranfmitted advices of* the (late of political affairs in India, and 1 have 
fully explained the principles which have governed my conduA, not only towards 
Tippoo Sultaun, but towards all the Native Powers, fmce 1 have taken charge of 
the Government General. 

4. Having ultimately been compelled to commence hoftilities againft Tippoo 
Suitaun, it is now become my duty to lay before your Honorable Court an accurate 
detail of the caufes of the wdr, in which we are engaged. 

5. For this purpofe, it will be neceffary to draw your attention to a period of 
time as remote as the month of June, 1798^ and to trace from that date the progrefs 
of thofc events, which have finally produced the neccflfty of reforting to arms for 
the fecurity of your incerefts committed to my charge* 

6. A proclamation iffued by the Governor General of the Ifle of France, in 
the month of February, 1798, made its firft appearance at Calcutta on the 8th June 
of the fame Year. 

7. This proclamation dates, that an embafTy had arrived at the Ifle of France 
with letters from Tippoo Suitaun, addrefled not only to the Government of that 
Ifland, but to the Executive Diredlory of France ; propofing to conclude an ofTen* 
five and defenfive alliance with the French^ to fubfidize and to fupply whatever troops 
the French might furnifli to the Suitaun, and to commence againft the Britifh power 
in India, a war of aggreffion, for which the Suitaun is declared to be fully prepared, 
waiting with anxiety the moment when the fuccour of France fliall enable him to 
fatisfy his ardent defire of expelling the Britifti Nation from India. The procla- 
mation concludes by offering encouragement to the fubjcfts of France, to enter into 

'the fervice of Tippoo Suitaun, on terms to be fixed with his Ambaffadors then oa 
the fpot. 

8. Although I was inclined, in the firft inftance, to doubt the authenticity 
of this extraordinary publication, I thought it advifable to. tranfmit a copy of it, 
on the 9th of June, to Lieut. General Harris (then Governor of Fort St. George, 
and Commander in Chief on the Coaft of Coromandel; informing him, that if the 
proclamation Ihould prove authentic, it muft lead to a fcrious difcuflaon with Tippoo 
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Sultaun ; and direfting Lieut. General Harris to confider, without delay, the meant 
of aflenllbliDg the arnny on the Coaft of Coromandel, if neceffity (hould unfortunately 
require fuch a precaution. 

9, On the i8ch June, 1798, I received a regular authentication of the procla- 
rnation, in a letter from his Excellency the Earl of Macartney, dated the 28th of 
^arch ; and, at the fame time, feveral perfons arrived at Calcutta, who had been 
prefent in the lile of France at the time of the publication of the proclamation. 

10. By a firift examination of the mo(i reipeflable of thefe perfons, I was 
enabled to obtain an authentic and accurate ftatement of all the material circum- 
stances attending the publication of the proclamation at the Ifle of France ; the. 
fubftance of which ftatement I have already forwarded to your Secret Committee, 
and now have the honor to fubmit to your Honorable Court. 

!!• Tippoo Sultauii difpatched two Ambaflfadors, who embarked at Mangalore 
for the Ifle of France, and arrived at Port Nord-ouefi in that ifland, towards the 
clofe of the month of January 1798. The Ambafladors were received publicly and 
formally by the French Government, with every circum(]tancc of diftindion and 
refpedb, and they were entertained at the public expenfe during their continuance 
on the Ifland. 

1 2. Previous to the arrival of the Ambafladors on the Ifland, no idea or 
rumour exifted there of any aid to be furniflied to Tippoo Sultaun by the French, 
or of any profpeft of a war between that Prince and the Company-, but within two 
days after the arrival of the AmbaflTadors, the proclamation in queftion was fixed up 
in the moft public places, and circulated through the town of Port Nord-oueft. 

13. The Ambafladors, far from protefl:ing againft the matter or ftyle of the 
proclamation, held without referve, in the moft public manner, the fame language 
which it contains with refpcft to a war of aggrcfiion to be commenced by Tippoo 
Sultaun againft the Britifl^ poflfeflions in India, and they even fuffered the procla- 
mation to be publicly diftributed by their agents at the place of their refidcnce. 

14. The Ambafliadors were prefent when the French Government proceeded to 
a£b under the proclamation in queftion ; and the Ambafl^adors aided and aflifted the 
execution of the proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, 
for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in his fcrviee, 
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15. The Ambafladors ^ropoTod to levy men to any prft^kicibte ektent;, ftftttii|(* 
thesr powers to be unlimited with refpeft to the force Co be raifed in the ntroe. of 
Tippoo Sultaun. They entered into certain ftipulations aod engagements in (he^ 
name of the Sukaun (according to the tenor of the. laft paragraph of the pro- 
clamation) with fevcral Frenchmen, and others, particularly with Mr. Dubud 
whom the Ambaffabors engaged in the fervtce of thei.r Sovereign, for the exprefs 
purpofe of allifting in the war to be immediately commenced againft the Britiflx 
power in India. 

16. The proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of Tippoo's^ 
Ambafladors at the Ifle of France ; ic was diftributed by their agents, it was 
avowed in every part by their own public declarations, and finally it was executed^ 
according to its tenor, by their perfonal al&ftance and co-operation. 

• 17, Oa the 7th of March, 1798, the Ambafladors embarked, at PortNord- 
oueft, on board the French frigate La Preneufe, together with the force thus raifed 
in the name of Tippoo Sultauo, amounting to about two hundred men, irfcludve 
of feveral officers, the chiefs of whom were M. Dubuc and Chapuifi. ^ 

18. Such is the fubftance of the evidence obtained from the perfons who 
were prefent in the Ifle of France during the refidence of Tippoo*s Ambafladors ; from 
6ther authentic fources I learnt the fequel of the tranfadion. 

19. The French frigate La Preneufe, with the Sultauo's Ambafladors, and 
the French troops levied for his (ervice, arrived at Mangalore on the 26th April, 
1798. 

20. An opportunity now occurred of afcertaining, beyond the poffibility of 
doubt, whether the ads of the Sultaun's AmbaflTadors in the Ifle of France were 
conformable to the inftruftions of their Sovereign. For although the prefumption 
W9S already fufficiently powerful, that the Ambafladors would not have ventured .to 
tranfgrefs the limit of their commiflion in a matter of fuch momentous importance^ 
as the conclufion of offenfive engagements with the French againft the Englifli 
Eaft-India Company, it yet remained a queftion, whether Tippoo Sultaun would 
venture openly to avow proceedings, which could not fail toexpofe him to thcjuft- 
refentment of your Government. 

21. This queftion was immediately folved; for the Sultaun, without hefitation, 
permitted the French force to land publicly at Mangalore ; and, far from manifcfting 
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the Icaft fymptom of difapprobation of the conduft of the embaffy in any part of the 
iicgotiation/he formally received his Ambaffadors, and the French Officers, and 
principal perfons in their fuitc, with public and extraordinary marks of honor and 
diftinaion ; and finally, he admitted the greater part of the French force raifed for 
the purpofe of making war upon the Honorable Company, into his fervice, in which 
it is ftill entertained. 

22. By this public and unequivocal fan&ion, he muft be confidered not only 
to have perfonally ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation of the 
Governor General of the Ifle of France, but to have taken the preliminary meafures 
for accomplifliing the defign which the Ambafladors had avowed in his name, 

^3- Tippoo Sukaun therefore, having aSually concluded ofFcnfive and defert- 
five engagements with the French againft the Honorable Company ; having colledled, 
by the aid of the French, a force openly deftined to carry thofe engagement? into 
effcft ; having applied to the Executive Dircdtory of France for a more powerful 
force deflined to the fame end ; having fignified, through his public Ambaffadors, to the 
enemy, that his preparations for war (as far as they depended upon himfelf) were 
a£lually complete ; having avowed the objeA of thofe preparations to be the fub- 
verfion of the Britiih Empire in India •, and finally, having declared the delay of the 
meditated blow to proceed from no other caufe^ than his expectation of receiving 
further aid from the enemy ; I could not hefitate to pronounce, that he had flagrantly 
violated the treaties of peace fubfifting between him and the Honorable Company ; 
and that be had committed ao a£k of dired hoftility and aggreflion againft the Britiih 
Government in India, 

24. To confirm the conciufions neceflarily refulting froni the £a£ts already 
dated, I itceived undoubted information, that Tippoo Sultaun had, for lome time 
paft, been employed in military preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of his 
engagements with the enemy ; that the greater pare of his arhiy was actually in a ftate 
of equipment for iht field; and that a large portion of it was then encamped under 
bis petfonal command. 

23. To your Honorable Court it would be (uperfluous to obferve, that no pro- 
vocation had been offered by any of your Governments in India, to juftify or to pal- 
liate any a£t of hoftility, or even any emotion of jealoufy or fufpicion, on the part of 
lappoo Sultaun } but I think it neceflary to reipark in this place, that at the very 
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moment of receiving the authentic copy oi the proclamation iflbed in the Me of 
France, I had ordered the difputed diftridl of Wynaad to be delivered to the Sultaun, 
aftpr a public acknowledgment of the jufticc of his claim to that poffeffion, and I 
bad propofcd to open an amicable negotiation for the purpofc of adjufting his recent 
claims to a pare of the diftrift of Coorga; on (imilar principles of equity, according to 
the fciior of the feventh artiple of the treaty of Scringapatam. 

26. The Sultaun himfelf had not attempted to allege even the pretext of a 
grievance againft the Britilh Government. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a 
(hort time before the return of the Myforean Ambafladors from the Ifle of France, 
and received at Fort William on the 26th April, 1798, the day on which the French 
force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, ** That his friendly heart is difpofed to 
•• pay every regard to truth and juftice, and to ftrengthen the foundation of harmony 
** and concord between the two nations;'* and he lignifies his defire, that " Sir John 

Shore would imprefs Lord Mornington with a fcnfeof the friendfhip and unanimity 
fo firmly fubUfting between the two States.'* 

« 

27. This is not the language of hoftiljty, nor even of difcontent. From what 
difpofition in tke friendly heart of the Sultaun thefc amicable profefTions have pro- 
ceeded, how they arc conncded with a regard to truth and juftice, or calculated to 
ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord, and to imprefs me with a fcnfc 
of the firmnefs of the Suhaun's friendfhip, your Honorable Court can now determine 
without difficulty, fince it is now proved, that thefe letters were written at the very 
crifis when he was in anxious expedation^of the hourly arrival of that military fuc- 
cour which he had earneftly foliciied from the enemy, for the exprcfs pufpofe of 
commencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company's pofieffions. 

28. That Tippoo Sultaun had not yet received the effeftual fuccour which he 
had folicited from the French, might have been afcribed either to the difhaded flate 
of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs 
and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither the meafure of his hoflillty, nor of our 
right to reftrain it, nor of our danger from it, were to be eflitxmted by thp magnitude 
of the force which he had adually obtained ; for I knew that his demands of military 
afBftance were unlimited ; I knew that they were addrefTed not merely to the Govern- 
ment of the Mauritius, but to the Executive Directory of France, and I could not 
«icertain how foon, either by fome revolution in the Government of the Mauritius,

or by dire<5t intercourfe with Prance^ thofe demands might be fatisfied to the full ci- 
tent of his acknowledged expeAations* 

29. Under all thcfe circumftanccs an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultaun, 
for the purpofe of fruftracing the execution of his unprovoked and unwarrantable 
projefts of ambition and revenge, appeared to me to be demanded by the foundeft 
maxims, both of juftice and policy. 

30. The aft of Tippoo Sulraun'sAmbafladors, ratified by himfelf, and fol- 
lowed by the admiffion of a French force into his army, was equivalent to a public, 
unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war. But while his hoftile purpofe bad 
been clearly manifefted, the immediate means of accompliftiing it had happily dff- 
appointed the ardour of his hopes. 

31. The inconfiderable amount of the aid which he had already received froni 
the French, while it could not be confirued as a limitation of my juft right to viiH 
dicate the public iafety, afforded a ftrong argument of policy in favour of attacking 
this defperate, implacable, and treacherous enemy, before he could either complete 
the improvement of his own army, under the French officers whom he had alreadf 
'admitted into his fcrvice, or could receive a further acceffion of ftrengtb, under the 
progreffive operation of his alliance with France. 

32. In the moment of his comparative weaknefs, of his difappointment, and 
probable dejedion, the principles of juftifiable felf*defcnce, and of prudential pre* 
caution^ required that we ihould ftrike fuch an inftantaneous blow againft his power 
and refources, as (hould preclude the poflibility of his deriving any fubftantial advan- 
tage from the aid of France, whenever it might reach his dominions. 

33. Such was the tenor of my opinions- as early as the 20th of June, 1798. 
Although at that early period I. could not afcertain from what quarter the French 
would attempt to aflSft the Sultaun, I recorded my convidlion that forne atteitipt to 
alfift him would be among the earlieft of their operations. The conclufion of peace 
upon the Continent of Europe, the weak flate of our allies in India (particularly of the 
Nizam, whofe councils and army Were at that period fubjeded to throverbearing influ* 
ence of a powerful French fadlion) might appear both to Tippoo and to France to offer 
a favourable crifis for the attack of the Britifti Poffcffions in India. The difpofition 
of the French Government to attempt fuch an enterprize has never been difguifed, 
and although I had not obtained pofitive proof that any formal ami regular corre- 
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fpondence between Tippoo Sulcaun and the Executive Diredory of France, had 
exifted previous ta the embafly and letters which arrived at the Mauritius in January 
17^8, y^t the nature of that tranfaftion afforded a ftrong prcfumption that a previous 
intercourfe of the fame hoftile charaSer had taken place. This prefumpriqn was 
further corroborated by my certain knowledge, that for fomc time paft various 
cmiflaries of France had reached the councils of Tippoo Sultaun, and that through 
their reprefentations he had been taught to entertain a confident ezpedation of fpeedy 
and effectual fupport. 

34, Even admitting that this cxpcftation was likely to be fruftrated, either by 
a failure of faith on the part of France, or by the vigilance and fuperior power of 
His Majefty's fleets, J was apprized that Tippoo had alfo difpatched an embaffy to 
Zemaun Shah, the objcft of which cobld be no other than to encourage that Prince 
in the profecution of his long threatened invalion of Hindoftan. The whole tenor of 
my advices from the northrwcflcrn countries of Hindoftan, led me to believe that 
2emaun Shah would crofs the Attock, and would endeavour to purfue his avowed 
projedt of invafion in the courfe of the enfuing feafon ; and it appeared probable chat 
his approach, which muft neceflarily engage the attention of the army in Bengal, 
tnight be the iignal to Tippoo Sultaun for an irruption into the Carnatic* 

35« In addition to thefe confiderations, it appeared by no means improbable 
that the impetuofny of Tippoo Sultaun's temper, exafperated by the affiduous and un- 
remitting inftigations of the emiiTaries of France, might break forth into hoftilities 
without waiting for the adual movement of any Indian or European Ally. His lace 
embafly to the Ifle of France, fufliciently manifefted a difpofition capable of purfuiag 
^ its favourite objeft of vengeance againft the Britifh Nation with more zeal than difcre- 
tion. It is my duty further to remark, that in the month of June 1798, the diftri- 
bution and conditbn of the army on the Coaft of Coromandel, to which I (hall advert 
more fully in a fubfequent part of this difpatch, offered but too ftrong a temptation 
CO the enterpize of a faithlefs and aflive enemy. Under fuch circumftances it would 
have been an unmanly and weak policy to have confided the fafety of the Camacic 
to the precarious forbearance of Tippoo Sultaun, or to have left him any longer in 
the undifturbed pofleJfion of the powerful advantage of being able to chufe, accord- 
ing to his -covcnicnce, the time and mode of the attack which he had openly 
menaced* 

26. I therefore recorded my decided judgment, that it was ncceftary to aflcmblc 
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the armies on the Coaft of Coromandel and Malabar without delay, and I iflued my 
final orders for this purpofe on the aoth June 1798. 

37. To aflemble the army on both coafts was an indifpenfabie precaution^ 
which I could not have been juftified in omitting, from the moment that I was ap- 
prized of Tippoo Sultaun's offenfive engagements with the French^ and of the landing 
of a French force at Mangalore. But being refolved on all occafions to fubmit to your 
Honorable Court a full and diftiaft view of the whole fcope of my motives and in- 
tentions^ I have no hefitation in declaring, that my original refolution was (ifcircum- 
ftances would have admitted) to have attacked the Sultaun inftantly, and on both 
(ides of his dominions, for the purpofe of defeating his hoftile preparations^ and of 
anticipating their declared objeA ; I was concerned -however to learn, from perfons 
moft converfant in military details at Fort St. George (notwithftandtng the diftin- 
gui&ed difcipline of your army on the Coaft of Coromandel, and the eminent valour, 
adivity, and fkill of its Officers) its difperfed ftate, and certain radical defeds in its 
eftabliihment, would render the aflembling a force, equal to offenfive movements 
againft Tippoo, a much more tedious and difficult operation than J bad appre- 
hended. 

38. Some Officers of approved military talents, experience, and integrity, at 

Fort St. George, declared that your army in the Carnatic could not be aflembled for 

offenfive purpofes before the commencement of the year 1800, and that a period of 

fix months would be required for its equipment, even for the purpofe of defending 

the Carnatic againft any fudden attack. The difficulty of affembling and moving 

your army on the Coalt of Coromandel, furniflied indeed an alarming proof of the 

defencelefs and perilous ftate of the Carnatic in that arduous conjuncture* But in 

proportion to the preffure of that difficulty, the neceQlty of an inftantaneous and adive 

exertion became more urgent; for whether the army, when affembled, wastoanti* 

<:ipate or to await the attack of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared an equally indifpenfabie 

oieafure of precaution to refume, without delay,, the power of meeting that vindii£live 

and reftlefs Prince in the field. I was not therefore difcouraged, cither by the fug- 

^ftions to which I have referred, or by fubfequent reprefentations of a fimiiar cha* 

rader and tendency, from infifting on the immediate execution of my orders for 

-aflembling the army ; and adverting to the fatal confequences which have formerly 

been experienced in the Carnatic, by negleding to keep pace with the forwardnefs of 

faoftile equipments at Myfore, I resolved to entruft the protedtion of your poffeffions 
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OD the Coaft of Coromaodcl, to no other fecurity than a complete and early ftate of 
preparation for war. 

39. At Bombayt my orders for affembling the army were executed with great 
promptitude and alacrity, unaccompanied by any fymptoms of indiipofition tothofe 
united and zealous efforts, which the exigency of the crifis demanded from every 
branch of your civil and military fervice. 

40 The unavoidable delay which obftrufted the aflembling your army in the 
Carnatic, having compelled me to rcHnquilh my firft intention of ftriking an imme* 
diate blow againft the power and refources of Tippoo Suitaun, I applied myfelf to the 
formation of fuch a permanent fyftcm of preparation and defence, as while it tended 
to reftorc to the Government of Fort St, George, with all prafticable difpatch, the 
power of repelling any aft of aggreffion on the part of Tippoo Suitaun, might ulti- 
mately enable me to demand both a juft indemnification for the expenfe which the 
Sultaun's violation of .treaty had occafioncd to your Government, and a feafonable 
fecurity againft the confequcnces of his recent alliance with the enemy. 

41. With this view, while the army was aflemblingon the Coafls of Coroman* 
del and Malabar, my early attention was direfted to ftrengthen and improve the de- 
fenfive alliance concluded between the Honorable Company, and their Highnefles the 
Nizam and the Pefhwa, under the treaties of Paangul, Poonah, and Seringapatam> 
for the purpofe of eftablifliing a barrier againft the ambition and revenge of Tippoa 
Suitaun. 

42. The ftate of this alliance afforded abundant matter of painful anxiety ; I 
found both the Pefliwa and the Nizam (whofe refpec^ive power it was the object 
of the treaty of Seringapatam to maintain in fuch a ftate of efficiency as might 
render them ufeful allies in the event of a war with Myfore) reduced to the loweft 
condition of depreffion and wcakncfs, the former by the intruGon of Doulat Row 
Scindie, and the latter by the threatened hoftilities of the fame Chieftain, and by the 
cftabliftimcnt of a numerous and aftive French fadlion in the centre of the Decan ; and 
while the internal convuIHons of each State had diminiOied th^ refources of both, 
their co-operating againft Tippoo Suitaun had become imprafticable by the progrefs 
of their mutual animofities and difientions. 

43. In' this fcene of general confufion^ the power of Tippoo Suitaun alpne 
(which it bad been the policy of all our alliances and treaties to reduce) had 
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remained undifturbed and unimpaired^ if it had not been augmented and im- 
proved* 

44. The final refnlt to the britiih Government appeared to me to be, firft, 
the entire lofs of the benefit of the treaty of triple alliance againfl: Tippoo Sultaun, 
by the utter inability of our allies to fulfil their defenfive engagements with the 

•Company; and fecondly, the efiabliihment of a French army of 14,000 men, in 
the dominions of one of our allies, in the vicinity of the territories of our irrecon- 
..dleableencmy, and on the. confines of the Carnacic and of the Northern Circars. 

45. In this ftate of our political relations, the Company was expofed, without 
the aid of a fingle ally, to the hazard of a conteft with the united force of Tippoo 
. SultauD and of the French. 

46. My feparate difpatch, under date the 21ft of November, forwarded by the 
Eurydice^ will have apprized your Honorable Court of the mcafures Which! took * 
for the purpofe of reftoring to His Highnef$ the Nizam^ the power of . fulfilling his 
defenfive engagements with the Company. 

47. At the fame time my endeavours were employed, with equal afliduity, 
to give vigour and efFcft to the treaties fubfifting with His High nefs the.Peftiwa. 
The return of Nana Furnaveefs to the adminiltration, afforded, for fome time, a juft 
'expeftation that our alliance with the Mahrattas would fpeedily be rcftored with 
additional vigour and advantage ; but the increafing diflra&ions of the Mahratta 
Empire, unfortunately fruftratcd the wife counfels of that experienced and able ftatef- 
man, and difappointed my views at the Court of Poonah ; I had however the fatis- 
fadion to afcertain, that the difpofition of that Court, under the adminiftration of 
Nana, continued perfectly favourable to the Britiih interefts ; and that want of power 
would be the fole caufe of its inaftion, in the event of a war with Tippoo Sultaun. 

48. Towards the commencement of the mpnthof Augud 179.8, 1 learnt the pre- 
parations making by the French in the Mediterranean. Various circumflances attend- 
mg the equipment of that armament, inclined me to apprehend, that at leaft a part' 
of it might be dedined for an expedition to India, although I could not believe that 
the attempt would be made through Egypt. Under thcfe impreffions, 1 took the 
carlieft opportunity of diredling the attention of Rear Admiral Rainier to the Coaft 
of Malabar, and at the fame time I propofcd to ftrengthcn His Majcfty's fquadron 
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in thefe fcas, accordtng to any arrangement which his Excellency might fuggeft, 
and I iflued orders to the Governments of Fort St. George and Bombay, to attend to 
His Excellency's fuggeftions on this important fubjeft. 1 am happy to mfofm your 
Honorable Coutt, that His Exceliencyt with the utmoft readinefs* acceded to the 
propofition which I had fuggefted to him, with refpe& to the defence of the Coaft 
of Malabar, although his original intention had been to proceed, in the firft inftancc, 
to the Straits of Maifacca* 

49. On the iSch of September I ratified the new (ubfidiary treaty with the 
Nizam, 'of which I have ftated the fubftance in my fepfrate dilpatch of the ;iift of 
November, by the Eurydice^ 

jo. On the i8th of Odober, I received the firft authentic information of the 
invafion of Egypt by the French, and of the progrefs of their arms in that country. 

51. It is unneceflary to call the attention of your Honorable Court, to the 
evident connexion of the invafion of Egypt with the joint defigns of the French 
and of Tippoo Sultaun, againft the BrittCh Power in India 1 and I truft it is now 
equally fuperfluous to enter into any detailed reafoning for the purpofe of iatisfying 
you of the fecurity which, at that period of time, would have refulted to your inter^- 
efts in India, if my original intention of anticipating the hoftile projeAs of Tippoo 
Sultaun could have been carried into immediate effe£(, according to my anxious 
wiih. The neceflity, however, of either compelling Tippoo Sultaun to detach him- 
felf from the intcrefts of France, or of depriving him of the power of co-operadng 
with the French, if they fhould be enabled to reach India, now became too evident 
to admit of any doubt* My opinion had long been decided, that no negotiation 
with Tippoo Sultaun could be fuccefsful, unlefs accompanied by fuch a difpofition 
of bur force as fliould alarm him for the fafety of his Capital, and that no military 
operation could efifeft an adequate or fpeedy reduction of his power, unlefs diredt d 
immediately to the fiege of that city. 

52. On the 20th of Odober, therefore, I gave peremptory orders to the Go- 
vernment of Fort St. George, for compleating the equipment of their battering train, 
and for advancing it with all praAicable difpatch to the moft eligible ftation on the 
frontier of the Carnatic, with a view of proceeding towards Seringapatam at the ear- 
lieft poffible period, if fuch a movement into Myfore Ihould become neceflary. At 
(he fame time, I fignificd to the Government of Fort St« George, my intention of 
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reinforcing their army with 3,000 Volunteers from the native infantry^ on the 
cftablilhment of Bengal, wlio had offered their fervices with the utmoft alacrity and 
zeal. 

53. To the Government of Bombay I iffued further orders, for the colleftion, 
not only of their troops, but of the largell poflible fupplies on the Coaft of Malabar. 

54. On the 2 2d of October (as I have already informed yout Honorable Court) 
the difmiflion of the French faftion in the Nizam's army was happily accompliflied 
at Hyderabad. 

5 J. Onthe3tftof Oftobcr, I received the intelligence of the glorious vic- 
tory gained by His Majefty's fquadron under the command of Sir Horatio Nelfon ; 
but being flill uncertain of the fate cf the French army in Egypt, and ignorant 
whether an additional force might not have been intended to co-operate with it jn 
India,* by the ordinary paflage round the Cape of Good Hope, I did not relax any 
part of the naval or military preparations which had been commenced under my 
orders. The opportunity now appeared favourable for opening a negotiation with 
Tippoo Sultaun. I had already communicated to the Allies, the Nizam and the 
Pelhwa, a circumftantial detail of the condud of that Prince, and had received 
from both the moft unequivocal aflurances of their entire concurrence in my fenti- 
meats and views, as well as of their determination to fupport myjuft claims of fatif- 
fadlion for the infraftioji of the treaty of Seringapatam. 



56. On the 8ih of November, therefore, I addreffcd to Tippoo Sultaun the Endofure

Letter, of which a copy (Nr z. A. and B.) accompanies this difpatch. 

57; Your Honorable Court will perceive, that in this Letter I have carefully 
avoided every hoftile ezpreffion, merely apprizing the Sultaun of my knowledge of 
the nature of his intercourfe with the French Nation, and propofing to him to receive 
Major Doveton on the part of the Allies, for the purpofc of proceeding to an ami- 
cable arrangement of all fubfifling differences. 

58. My expectation was, that the neceffary impreffion of the fuccefs of His 
Majefty's fleet againft the French in Egypt, the revival of our defenfive alliance with 
the Nizam, the deflru&ion of the French influence in the Decan, the declared difpofi- 
tion of the Pefliwa to fulfil his defenfive engagements to the utmofl: extent of his 
power, the prefencc of His Majefty's' fquadron on the Coaft of Malabar reinforced 
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by fuch of the Honorable Company's (hips, as had been equipped for ihe purpofe, 
and finally, the progrefs of our military preparations oA both Coafts, might have 
induced the Sultaun to accede to my propofals for opening the channels of pacific 
negotiation ; and under thefe circumftances I trufted that the terror of the Bricilh 
arms might have rendered their adtual employment unneccffary. 

59^ With fuch expectations I rcfolvcd to proceed to Fort St. George, for the 
purpofe of conducing the expefted negotiation with the Sultaun, which I flattered 
myfelf my prefencc on the Coaft of Coromandel might enable me to bring to an 
iflue, before the fcafon fliould be fo far advanced as to relieve Tippoo Sultaun froni 
thofe alarms for the fafety of his Capital, on which I founded my folc hope of 
obtaining any fatisfadory adjuftment with him. 

N?*/^ 6o. On the loth December, I addrefled ^he Letter, marked N? 3, to the 

Sultaun informing him of my intention to proceed to Fort St« George, and again 
urging him to receive Major Doveton. On the 25th of December, I embarked oh 
board HisMajefty's fhip the Sybille, Captain £. Cooke, and arrived at this Pre& 
deocy on the 3 1 ft of the £une month. 

61; A few days previous to my arrival, the corps of Native Volunteers from* 
Bengal had landed in perfed fafety^ and in the higheft fpirits ; and foon after a 
corps of Artillery arrived from Fort William under the command of Colonel Montague 

N? 4. 62. The Letter, marked N? 4. was delivered to me on my arrival at Fort St; 

George. 

63. In this Letter your Honorable Court will obferve the prevarication and 
falfehood which mark the Sultaun's (latement of his late intercourfe with rh^ French, 
and you will peix:eive the evafion by which he eludes the moderate and amicable 
proportion of the Allies for opening a negotiation* 

64. To this letter from the Sultaun, I returned the anfwer, dated the 9th of 
Nf 5. January, and marked N? 5, in which I renewed the propofition of opening a 

negotiation, and urged the Sultaun not to delay his reply beyond the period of one 
day after my letter fliould reach him^ intioiating that dangerous conlcqueaces might 
refult from a longer delay* 

65. The advanced period of the fcafon abfolutely required that I fliould after- 
tain the Sultaun's views .within a fliorttime i my propofition contained nothing den>« 
gatory to the honor or dignity of the Sultaun. It was now urged for the third tinie 
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wtthouC variation, and it related (imply and diftin£tly to the admiflioQ of an Ambaf- 
fador, for the purpofe of opening a negotiation. To demand an immediate anfwer 
to a propofition of fuch a nature, could not therefore be deemed either ofFenfivc or 

unrcafonable. 

» 

66. Subfequently to the difpatch of my letter (N? 5) I received from the 
Sultaun the letter (N? 6.) in reply to my letter (N? 3.) difpatched from Fort 
William. The SuUaun^s filence in his letter (N? 6.) with refpcft to the admiffion ^^^f^^^ 
of Major Doveton, afForded an additional proof of his difpofition to evade the pacific 
advances of the Allies. 

67. I now employed every effort to advance the military preparations in the 
Carnatic^ which had already made a confiderable progrefs during the months of 
November and December. From the moment of my arrival at Fort St. George, all 

.the inhabitants of this fettlement, and every officer, civil and military, appeared 
to be animated by an unanimous determination to difcharge their refpeft?ve duties 
with a degree of checrfulnefs and ardour, corrcfpondcnt to the exigency and Im- 
portance of the occafion ; and I was foon fatis6ed that the difpofuion, of which 
I lamented the appearance in the months of July and Auguft, had either been fub* 
dued by the juft cxercife of authority, or correfted by refiedion, and by the more 

. full difclofure of the views of the enemy. The zeal, alacrity, and public fpirit of 
the bankers and commercial agents at Madras, as well as the mod relpeAable of 
your Civil Servants at this Prcfidency, enabled me, within a few weeks, to raifc a 
large fum of money, by loan, for the public fervice. Previous to my departure 
from Bengal, I had remitted zo lacks of rupees in fpecie for the ufc of this Prcfi- 
dency j I now difpatched the Sybille to Calcutta for a further fupply ; and the 
extraordinary exertion of his Excellency the Vice Prefident in Council, affifted by 
the diligence and ability of Mr. Thomas Myers, the Accountant General of Bengal,, 
furnilhed me with an additional aid of twenty lacks, within fo ihort a time, that 
the movement of the army was not delayed for an inftant, on account of a deficiency 
of treafure, and Lieut. Greneral Harris was provided with a fufiictent fupply of fpecie 
to maimsMi bis army in the field until the month of May. 

68. Tippoo Sultaun, remaining filent for a confiderable time after the receipt 

of my Letter, of the oth of January, I concluded that this.obiefi: mu(t be to delay 

his anfwer until the feafon ihould be fo far advanced, as to render the capture of Se«, 

xingapatam impracticable during the prefent year.. 

< 69. In 
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69. In the meanwhile the advices from Bufforab, Bagdad, Conftantinople, 
and Bombay, were of fo uncertain a nature, as .to leave me ftill in dbubt with 
refpeft to the condition of the French army in Egypt, The only fafc conclufion 
which could be drawn from thofe advices being, that the French ftill maintained the 
poffcffion of that country with a large army. 

70. No intelligence had been received from the Red Sea rcfpefting the arrival 
of any of His Majefty's (hips on that ftation, nor had I been able to afcertain with 
any degree of accuracy, what means the French might either have provided, or 
might find on the fpot, to enable them to reach the Sultaun's dominions. 

71. In addition to thefc circumftances, I knew that while Tippoo Sultaun had 
declined to. receive an AmbaflTador fr©m the Honorable Company, and bad omitted to 
anfwer my late Letters, he had difpatched native Vakeels from Scringapatam, who, 
together with Mr. Dubuc (one of the leaders of the French force raifed in the Ifle 
of France, under Mr- Malartic's proclamation) were on the point of embarking ar 
Tranqucbar, with an avowed miffion from the Sultaun to the Executive Diredory of. 
France. 

72. On the 3d of February, I had received no anfwer from the Sultaun to^my 
Letter of the 9th of January, although the communication between Seringapatam 
and Fort St. George does not require, at the moft, a longer time than eight, and is 
fomctimes effeded in four days. 

73. In order therefore to defeat the objeAof the Sultaun's filence, and to avail 
myfelf of the adtual fuperiority of our force, and of the advantages of the prefent 
feafon, before the French could effcdt any jundion with him, I determined to com- 
mence hoftilities without delay, and to fufpend all negotiation, lintil the united 
forces of the Company and of their Allies (hould have made fuch an impreflion on 
the Territories of Myfore, as might give full effedt to our juft reprefentations. 

74. With thcfe views, on the 3d of February, I directed Lieutenant General 

Harris to enter the territory of Myfore with the army aflembled under his connnand ; 

on the fame day I iffucd orders to Lieutenant General Stuart to be prepared to co-op^- 

rate from Malabar, and I (ignified to Rear Admiral Rainier, and to the feveral Allies 

of the Company, that I now confidered the Britiih Government in India to be at war 

with Tippoo Sultaun* 

75. At 
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At length, on the 13th February, I received from Tippoo Sultaun the 

Letter marked N? 7, informing me, that being frequently difpofed *' to make ex- N? 7. a &b. 

" curfipns and hunt/' he was " accordingly proceeding upon a hunting cxcurfion," 

and defiring " that I would difpatch Major Dovecon flightly attended/' ' ♦ 

« 

76. But (he feafon for negotiation through the pacific channels^ fo often offered 

by me, was now elapfed. After mature deliberation .on the grounds already dated, I 
bad direded the advance of the army into the territory of the Sultaun, and I had 
ii:gnified to the Allies my determination to proceed to hoftilities. To have delayed the 
advancf of the army, would at once have thrown the advantages which I then pof- ^ 
fefled into the hands of Tippoo Sultaun, and have rendered the, fiege of his Capital 
impradicable during the prefent feafon. On the other hand an embafly, combined 
with the hoftile irruption of our army into Myfore, w^uld* have been liable to the 
imputation of infincerity towards Tippoo Sultaun, and while it bore the appearance 
of indiciGon in the eyes of the Allies, would have promoted, and perhaps warranted, 
a (imiiar degree of inftability in their councils and operations. 

77. The defign of this tardy, reludbant, and inidtous aflcnt to the admiffion 
of an embafly from the Britifh Government, could be confidered in no other light 
than that of a new artifice for the purpofe of gaining time, until a change of circum- 
fiances and of feafon might enable the Sultaun to avail himielf of the afllflance of 
France. This concJufion was now confirmed by my knowledge of the adual em- 
barkation of Mr. Dubuc and two native Vakeels, on an embafly from ^Tippoo to the 
Executive Direftory of France; an event which took place at Tranquebar on the 7th. 
February. " . 

78. I therefore replied to the Letter of Tippoo Sultaun in the terms of the 
eivclofure, N? 8; in which I have declared Lieutenant General Harris to be the only 
perfon now authorized by me to receive and to^anfwer whatever communications the N? 8. 
Sultaun may think fit to make^ with a view to the reftoration of peace, on fuch con- 
ditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably neceflary to their common fecurity. 

This Letter I direded General Harris to forward to the Sultaun on the day on which 
the army under his command fliould pafs the Frontier, and, ac the lame time, I in- ^ 

firu^d him to iffue, in the name of the Allies, the accompanying declaration, ^^ 9* 
marked N? 9. 

79. The Nizam's Contingent confifts of above 6,000 of the Honorable Compa- 
ny's troops, fubfidized by His Highacfs, of about the fame numbcf of his own Infantry, 
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(incIuJInga poftton of Mr. Pcron's Sepoys, now commanded by Britifh Officers) and 
of a large body of Cavalry, 

80. This force, under the General Command of Meer AUum, formed a juodlioa 
with the Briti(h Army on the 19th of February j and it is with the grcateft fatisfaftion 
that I remark to^yonr Honorable Court, the beneficial efFefts which the Company has 
already derived from the recent improvement of our alliance with the Court of Hydera- 
bad. The Nizam's Contingent adually arrived in ihc vicinity of Chittoor, in a 
(late of preparation for thc^^dd, before General Harris was ready to proceed on his 
march from Vcllore. 

N? 10. %u I have annexed to this dlfpatcb, N? 10, the lall return of Lieutenant 

General Harris's army, previous to his paffing the Frontier ; an army more completely 
appointed,, more amply and liberally fupplied in every department, or more pcrkQ: 
in its difcipline, and in the acknowledged experience, atnlity, and zeal of its Officers^ 
never took the field in Ipdia. The army on the Coaft of Malabar (of which 1 alio 

N? II. inclofe a return> No. 11) is in an equally efficient and refpeAable condition ; and the 
extraordinary efforts which have been made by Lieutenant General Stuart and Major 
General Hartley, feconded by the cordial attachment and. unremitting affiduity of 
the Rajah of Coorga, have collefted, within a very (hort period of time, a fupply fo- 
abundant, that I am induced to tranfnnit the particulars of it to your Honorable 

N? 12. Court, as a teftimony of the diftinguilhed merits of thofe valuable Officers, and 
of the loyalty and a£live exertions of that faithful tributary of the Honorable Com- 
pany. 

82. A confiderable force, under the command of Lieut. Colonels Read and 
Brown, will co operate with Lieut. General Harris in the fouthern diftri^ of the 
Carnatic and Myfore. 

83. Under thefe circumflances General Harris entered the territory of Myfore 
on the 5th March, with orders to proceed dire&ly to Seringapatam. 

84. Having thus fubmitted to your Honorable Court, according to the orcijpr 
of dates, a detailed relation of the events which have led to the war in which wc-^re 
a^hially engaged, and having declared to you 'the motives and objcfts of my conduA 
in every ftage of this important tranfaftion, I muft requeft your ^ermiffion to conclude 
this difpatch with fuch refleftions as arifc in my mind from the review of my paft 
meafures, and from the profpeft of their ultimate coofequences and pennaaeBt 
cfie6L 
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tg. From the firft difclofure of the nature and obje& of Tippoo Sultaun's 
cmbafly to the Iflc of France, every principle of juftice and policy demanded from 
your Government in India, that an inftancaneous effort (hould be made to reduce his 
power and refourccs, before he could avail himfelf of the advantages of the alliance 
which he had concluded. The defedt of means is the fole confideration which can 
jufiify me> for not having made the effort at the early period when its fuccefs would 
have placed the fecuriy of your pofleffions on a foundation, which the invafion of In- 
dia by a French force could not have impaired. 

86. For without the aid of foroe Native Power, it is fcarcely poffible that the 
French ihould ever make any permanent impreflion on your Empire in India i and 
no Nacive Power (excepting Tippoo Sultaun) is fo infatuated as to be difpofed to af<* 
fift or receive a French army» 

87. The progreft of events fince the date of my orders of the 10th June I798> 
has not only conikmed the principles of juftice and policy, by which an attack iiport' 
the Sultaun was at that time demanded, but has manifcftcd that the deCgns of France^^ 
as well as of the Sultaun, were of a much more extcnfive and formidable nature, tbatt 
any which have ever been attempted againft the Bvitifh Empire in lodta fince tha 
hour of its firft foundation. 

88. While the magnitude and danger. of thefc deOgns were gradually difcloferf, 
I had the fatisfaftioiv to feel that the means of averting them were angmentmg m a 
proportion nearly equal, by the fuccefs^of the negotiations at Hyderabad, and by the 
advance of the military preparations which I had ordered throughout your poffeffions.. 

89. Ac the commencement of the month of February, the crifis arrived in 
which I was called upon to form my ultimate decifion on the important queftion 
at ifTue with Tippoo Sultaun^ and to dcteraxine the final refult of the whole fyftem o£ 
my meafuies. 

90. On th€ one hand, thf apparent dlablifliment of the French army in Egypt, 
and the uncertainty of the ftate of our naval power in the Red Sea, rendered the 
danger ftill urgent from rhat quarter; while Tippoo Sultaon's repeated evafions of 
my propofals for negotiation, combiMd with his embafTy to the Exe(^utive DireAory 
•f France, under the conduft of Mr. Dubuc, appeared to preclude all hope of 
detaching the Sultaun from his recent atltante wirh the eAertiy. On the other 
handt I now poflefled ample means^ of fruftrating the moft dangerom effefts of tJiac 
alliance, by a feafonable applicaiion of the powerful force^ which the treachery 
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96. The continuance of Tippoo's power on its aftual fcale, and under fuch 
trircumftanccs, muft have proved to the Company a perpetual fource of folicitude^ 
«xpcnfe, and hazard. But the engagements which he has contrafted with the French, 
the public proofs which he has given of bis cagcrnefs to jeceive in Myforc as large 
a force as they can furnilh, combined with the prodigious magnitude of their pre- 
parations, and the jn^credible progrefs of , their arms, evidently direfled to the de- 
ilrudtion of the Britifh power in India, form new and prominent features in our po- 
litical iituation in this quarter of the world. v 

97. Admitting the wifdom of that policy which didlated the prefervation of 
Tippoo Sultaun's power, at the clofe of the laft war with Myfore, the fpirit of our 
prefent councils muft be accommodated to the variation of circumftances, and to 
the adual pofition, charafter, and views of our enemies. 

' 98. In fuch a conjundure of affairs, I am perfuaded that your Honorable Court 
will be of opinion, that no objeA can be deemed fo urgent, or fo neceflfary to the 
faf^ty of your pofTeffibns, as the effe£tual redu&ion of the only declared ally of France 
now exifting among the Native Powers of India. 

99* If Tippoo Sultaun had been difpofed to content himfelf with the quiet 
pofleffion of his prefent dominions; if he could have been brought to a fenfe of his 
own peril in forming a connexion with the French, the ^reprefentations which I 
addrefled to him would have produced an early and falutary impreffion. Whatever 
ipeculative opinions might have been entertained with refpe^ to his interefts, view's, 
and power, the juftice and moderation of the Britifli Government would never have 
difturbed his tranquillity. But he refolved to ^attempt the recovery of his loft do- 
minions, at the hazard of thofe which he ftfll retains, and in the ardour of his 
paffionate purfuit, he overlooked not only the certain deftrudtion of his own inde- 
pendence, the inevitable confequcnce even of the moft profperous fuccefs of any 
alliance with France, but alfo the predominant influence of the Englifti Eaft-India 
Company, which would dete£t his treachery, and turn againft his own Empire the 
ruin which he had meditated againft theirs. 

ICO. The fecrecy of his councils, the promptitude of his refburces, his conftant 
at)d a£tive fiate of equipment for war, added to the facility of bis intercourfe with 
che French, through bis remaining lerritories on the Coaft of Malabar, form the moft 
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dangermis circumftances in the afbual condition of his power and dominion^ and 
conflitute his principal means of offence. 

loi. If fucccfs (bould attend your arms in this war, I entertain a firm confi. 
dence that thofc dangers will either be wholly averted, or fo confiderably diminiflied, 
as to afford to your Government in India the profpcft of durable fecurity and genuine 
peace, 

lOft. I cannot clofe this letter without repeating to your Honorable Court the 
cordial expreffions of nay entire fatisfaftion in the zealous and honorable co-opera-> 
tion of Lord Clive, as well as of all the members of this Government. The bene- 
ficial effeft of their cheerful and ready concurrence in forwarding all my views, is 
manifeft in the rapid progrefs and perfcft completion of the equipments of the army 
in the field, and furnifhes a ftriking and falutary example of the ineflimable advan-- 
tages of utiaaitBity and concord among your fervants in India. '

AnnK Joseph Hippolite Malartic, Commander in Chief and Governor General 
of the Ifles of France and Re-union, and of ail the FrcBch Eftabliihments to the 
Eaft ward of the Cape of Good Hope. 

Citizens, 

Having, for feveral years, known your zeal and your attachment to the interefts 
. and to the glory of our Republic, we are very anxious, and we feel it a duty, to 
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make you acquainted with all the propofitions which have been made to us by Tip- Enclofure ia 
poo Sultaun, through two ambaffadors whom he has difpatched to us. ^ ^* VlIU 

This Prince has written particular letters to the Colonial Affembly, to all the 
Generals employed under this Government ; and has addrefled to us a packet for the 
Executive Direftory. 

1. He defires to form an offenfivc and dcfenfive alliance with the French, and 
propofes to maintain, at his charge^ as long as the war fhall laft in India, the troops 
which may be fent to him. 

2. He promifes to furnifii every necelTary for carrying on the war^ wine and 
brandy excepted, with which he is wholly unprovided, 

3. He declares, that he has made every preparation to receive the fuccours 
which may be fent to him; and thafon the arrival of the troops, the Commanders 
and OfEcers will find every thing neceflary for making a war, to which Europeans 
are but little accuftomed. 

4* In a word, he only watts the moment when the French (hall come to his af- 
fiflance, to declare war againft the Englifh, whom he ardently defires to expel from 
India. 

As it is impofiible for us to recluce the number of foldiers of the 107th and 
108th Regiments, and of the regular Guard of Port Fraternitc, on account of the 
iuccours which we have furniihed to our allies the Dutch, we invite the Citizens, 
who may be difpofed to enter as Volunteers, to enroll themfelves in their refpeAive 
municipalities, and to ferve under the banners of Tippoo. 

This Prince defires alfo to be affifted by the Free Citizens of Colour ; we there- 
fore invite all fuch who are willing to ferve under his flag to enroll themfelves* 

We can afllire all the Citizens who fliall enroll themfelves, that Tippoo will 
allow them an advantageous rate oJf pay, the term8.of which will be fixed with hh 
ambaffadors, who will further engage, ia the name of their Sovereign, chat all French- 
men who (hall enter into his armies, fliall never be detained after they fliall have ex* 
prefled a wifli to return to their own country. 

Done at Port North- Weft, the 30th January, 1 798*

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It affords me finc^re fatisfaftion to learn, that you have nominated two perfons 
of integrity and honor to meet and confer with the deputies appointed, un(!er niy 
orders, by Mr, Duncan (ihe Governor of Bombay) for the purpofe of inveftigating 
the queftion regarding the Talooks of. Ameera and Soulia. It is only by means of 
tegular enquiry and amicable difcuflion, that fuch queftiops c^n be adjpfted amoi^g 
independant Powers. My determination in the cafe of Wynaadt was didate^ by thofa 
principles ofjuftice and moderation which always dired: the Company's. Govern*- 
ments nor fhall my fcrupulous adherence to the fame principles be lefs nianifeft in 
my deciiion on your claim to the diftridts at prefent in queftion ; the pofleffion of 
which (hall not be with-holden from you for an inftant, if, after full inveftigatiQn, I 
Ihall be fatisfied with the juftice of your title to them. 

It is a well known truth, that they are always the moft ready to refpeft the juft 
rights of others, who are the moft vigilant and- refolute to maintain their own. 

I have underftood your fentiments concerning the *^ turbulent difpofition Of 
^< interefted men, who by nature are ever feeking opportunities of fowiog the feeds of 
^* diflenfion." ' For the happinefs of mankind it is to be lamented, that thefe authors 
of confufion are too numerous, afllduous, and fuccefsful, in all parts of the world. 
in no age or country were the baneful and infidious arts of intrigue ever cultivated 
with fuch fuccefs, as they are at prefent by the French Nation. I (incerely wiih that 
no impreilion had been produced on your difcerning mind by that dangerous People ; 
but my iituation enables me to know that they have reached your prefence, and have 
endeavoured to pervert the wifdom of your councils, and to inftigate you to war 
againft thofe who have given you no provocation. 

It is impoQlble that you Ihould fuppofe me to be ignorant of the intercourfe 
which Xub&fts between you and the French, whom you know to be the inveterate 
enemies of the Company, and to be now engaged in an unjuft war with the Brittfli 
Nation. You cannot imagine me to be indifferent to the tranfadions which have 
paffed between you and the enemies of my country s nor dqes it appear neceflary or 
proper, that I fiiould any longer conceal from you the furprize and concern with 
which I perceived you difpofed to involve yourfelf in all the ruinous confequ.ences 
of a connexion, w4iich threatens not only to fubvert the foundations of friendfliip be- 
tween you and the Company, but to introduce into the heart of your kingdom the 
principles of aiiarchy and confufion, to (hake your own authority, to weaken the 
obedience of your lubjc£ts, and to deftroy the religion which you revere. *

Combining tliefe profeffions of amity on your part, with the proofs which the 
Company's Government hav« given of their finctn difpofitioii to maintain the rela- 
tions of friendniip and peace with yeil ; and advertiog, .at the fame time, to yout 
reputation for wifdom and difcemment, it was natural for m^, to he extremely flow 
to believe the various accounts tranfmitted to me, of yOur negotiations with the 
French, and of your military preparations j but whatever oiy reludaace to credit 
fuch reports might be, prudence required, both of me and of the Company's Allies, 
that we fliould adopt certain meafiires of precaution atid fclf-defence; and thef* 
ftave accordingly been taken, as you will no doubt have obfervcd. The Brltilh 
Government and the Allies, wifhing neverthelefs to live in peace and friendfliip with 
all their neighbours ; entertained no projc£ba of ambition ; nor any views in the 
feaft incompatible with their refpeAive engagements, and looking to no other objeifts, 
than the permanent fecuriiy and tranquillity of thetr own dominions and fubjefts, 
will always be ready, as they now are, to afford you every demanftraticfn of their pa- 
cific difpofition. 

The Pefhwa and His Highntffs the Nizam concur with me in the cMinrations 
Which I have offered to you in this Letter, and which, in the name ttf ibe Company 
atd the Allies, I recommend to your molt feiious confideration } but as I am alfo dc- 
firous of comnranicaciog to you, on the behalf ol the Company and their AUira, 
a plan calculated to promote the mutual ftcurity and welfare of aU parties, I propofe 
lo depute to you, for this purpofe. Major Doveton, who is well knowa to you, and 
who will explain to you tnore fully and particularly, the iblc meaoa which appear to 
myjelf and |o the Allies of the Company, to be etfe^ual for the falutary purpofe 
of removing all exiding diftruft and fufptcion, aiK3 of eAabliihtog peace and good 
uoderflanding on the raoft durable foundations.

I exped to have the pleafui^ of finding your anfwer to that Letter on my arrival 
at Madras, for which place I am on the point of fetting out from Calcutta ; I hope 
to arrive at Madras about the fame time chat this Letter reaches you, and fiiould any 
^ircumftances hitherto have prevented your anfwering my laft Letter of the 8ch 
November, I afifure myfelf that you will immediately, on your receipt of thisi dif** 
patch a facisfaftory reply to ir^ addrefled to me at Madras.

From Tippoo Sultaun : received at Fort St. George 25th December 1 798, 

I have been made happy by the receipt of your Lordfhip's two friendly Letters, 
the contents of which I clearly comprehend (vide thofe written the 4th and 8th No« 
vember.) The particulars which your Lordlhip has communicated to me, relative Co 
the vidlory obtained by the Engliih Fleet over that of the French near the Ihores of 
Egypt, nine of their Ihtps having been captured and two burned, on one of which 
of the latter was their Admiral, have given me more pleafure than can poffibly be 
conveyed by writing. Indeed I poflefs the firmeft hope that the Leaders of the 
Englifh and the Company Bahauder, who ever adhere to the paths of fincericf, 
friendlhip, and good faith, and are the well-wi(hers of mankind, will. at all times be 
fuccefsful and victorious ; and that the French, who are of a crooked difpofittoo, 
faithlefs, and the enemies of mankind, may be ever deprefled and ruined. Your 
L.ordfhip has written to me with the pen of friend(hip, '^ that in no age or country 
** were the baneful and inGdious arts of intrigue ever cultivated with fuch fuccefs as 
they are at prefent.by the French Nation. Would to God that no impreffion had 
been produced on my mind by that dangerous people; but that your Lordfliip's 
^* fituaiion enables you to know that they have reached my prcfcnce, and have cn- 
'* deavourcd to pervert the wifdom of my councils, to inftigate me to war againft 
^* thofe who have given me no provocation. That it is impoffible that I (hould fup- 
•* pofe your Lordihip ignorant of the intercourfe which fubfifts between me and the 
" French, who I know to be the inveterate enemies of the Company, and to be 
*^ now engaged in an unjuft war with the Bi itifh ; and that I cannot itYiagine your 
** Lordfkhp indifferent to the tranfadions which havepaffed between me and the 
'• enemies of the Englifli/' 

In this Sircar (the Gift of God) there is a mercantile tribe, who employ them- 
felves in grading by fea and land. Their agents purchafed a two-maftcd vcffel, and 
iaving loaded her with rice, departed with a view to traffic. It happened that fhe* 

went 
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went to the Mauritius, from whence forty perfons, French^ and of a dark colour, of 
whom ten or twelve were artificers/and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the Ihip, 
came here in fcarch of employment. Such as chofe to take fervice wefe entertained, 
and the remainder departed beyond the confines of this Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and 
the French, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken the advantage of the 
departure of the (hip, to put about reports with the view to ruifle the minds of both 
Sircars. 

It is the wiih of my heart, and my conftant endeavour, to obferve and maintain 
the articles of the agteement of peace, and to perpetuate and Itrengthen the bafis of 
friendfhip and union with the Sircar of the Company Bahauder, and with the Sircars 
of the Maha Rajah Saheb, Sure Munt Pefhwa Bahauder, and His Highnefs the Nabob 
Afoph Jah Bahauder. And I am refident at home, at times taking the air, and at 
others amufing myfclf with hunting at a fpot which is ufed as z pleafure ground. In 
this cafe, the allufion to war in your friendly Letter,: and the following paflage, 
namely, ** that prudence required that both the Company and. their Allies (hould 
'^ adopt certain meafures of precaution and felf-defence,*' have given me the greateft 

furprize.

It was further written by your friendly pen, that as your Lordfhip is delirous 
of communicating to me, on the behalf of the Company and their Allies, a plan cal* 
culated to promote the mutual fecurity and welfare of all parties ; your Lordfhip 
propofes to depute to me for this purpofe Major Doveton/who formerly waited upon 
me, and who will explain to me more fully and particularly the fole meang which 
appear to your Lordfliip and the Allies to be efTcdual for the falutary purpofe of 
removing all exifting diftruft and fufpicion, and of eflabJiihing peace and good 
underftanding on the mofl durable foundations *, and that therefore your Lordfliip 
trufts I will let you know, at what time and place it will be convenient to me to receive 

r 

Major Doveton. It has been underftood by the bleffingof the Almighty, at the 
conclufion of the peace, the treaties and engagements entered into among the four 
Sircars Were fo firmly eftablifhed and confirmed as ever to remain fixed and durable, 
and be an example to the rulers of the age ; nor ar^ they, nor will they ever be liable 
to interruption. I cannot imagine that means more efTedtual than theie can be 
adopted, for giving flability to the foundations of friendlhtp and harmony, pramot« 
• ing I he fecurity of States, or the welfare and advantage of all parties. 

" In the view of thofe who infped narrowly into the nature of fritndfhip, peace 
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and amity are the firft of all objeds, As indeed your Lordihip has 70urff If written to 
me that the allied Sircars look to no other ofa^edt than the fecurity and tranquillity of 
their own dominions^ ^nd the eafe and comfort of their fubjeAs. Praife be to God, 
that the fum of my views and the wifli of my heart are limked to thefe fame points. 
On fuch grounds then a juft and permanent obfervance of exifting treaties is necei^ 
fary ; and thefe^ undtr the favour of God» daily acquire new ftrengtb and im- 
provement^ by means of amicable correfpondence. Your Lordfhip b a great Sirdar, 
a firm friend^ and the reftifier of all things^ and you pofTefs an enlightened judg- 
ment. I have the ftrongeft hope chat the minds of the wife ai^d intelligent, but 
particularly of the four States^ will not be fullied by doubts and jealoufies^ but will 
confider me from my heart defirous of harmony and frieadlhip.

Continue to allow me the pleafure of your correfpondence, making loe happy 
by accounts of your health. What more fliall be written ?

To Tippoo Sultaun : written 9th January, 1 799. 

In purfuance of the intention which I had the honour of communicating to 
you in my Letter of the loth December^ I embarked at Calcutta on the 25th of the 
fame month, and on the 31ft following arrived at this place. 

Previpully to my departure from Calcutta, I had the honour to receive your 
Highne&'s Letter of the nth Jamaudy-oofTaunee (20th November.) 

(Recapitulate.) 

My Letter to your Highnefs of the 8th November, will have explained to your 
Highnefs the objcft of the military preparations which have been advancing in every 
part of the dominions of the Allies, ever fincc the beginning of the month of July.

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- On my arrival at Madras, I had the honor to receive your Letter of the dth Endofttrem 

Nf VIII 
Rejeb (or i8ch of December) in anfwcr to my two Letters addrefled to your High« 

nefs on the 4tb and 8tb of November. 
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I am happy to find that in this Letter your Hi^hnefs has been pleafed to admit 

^ f' 

That the EngliOi Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths 
of iincerity, friendship, and good faith; and that ^hey are the well-wifliers of 
*' mankind/' This declaration is peculiarly fatisfadtory to me in the prefent mon 
ment^ becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince of your fiighner3'$ difcernmenc would 
not exprefs fuch fentiments without full deliberation; \ therefore accept with plea* 
fure this declaration, as affording not ooiy an unequivocal teftimony^ on the part of 
your Highnefs, to the juflice of that caufe in which the Englilh Natiop and the 
Company are engaged, but an unquali^ed admiQion that you have no ground of 
complaint againft the Englilh Government. 

Ivi anfwer to that part of my Letter of the 8th of November, in which I la- 
mented the unhappy connexion which you have formed with the French Nation^ 
your Highnefs is pleafed to mention, ^^ that in the Sircar (^the Gift of God) there 
*' is a mercantile tribe, who etnploy themfelves in trading by fea and Jand : that their 
^* agents purchafed a two-mafted vefiel, and having loaded her with rice, departed 
^ witK.the view to t;raffic : that it happened that (he went to the Mauritius, from 
<' whence forty perfons, French and of a dark colour, of whom ten or twelve were 
'* artificers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the Ihip, came to jrour country 
^< in fearcb of employment : that fuch as chofe to take fervice were entertained, and 
** the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sircar (the Gift of God) ; and 
'* that the French, who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken advantage 
'* of the departure of the fliip, to put about reports with the view to rufile the minds 
** of both Sircars.** ^ . 

I had no knowledge of the tranfa6Hon which your Highnefs has thus defcribed, 
until I had the honour ta receive your Highnefs's Letter. Nor was it to this tranf* * 
action I adverted, when I exprefled my concerh at the intercourfe which your High- 
nefs had eftabliihed with the French. The fafls to which I referred, were of a na-' 
turc entirely different from thofe which your Highnefs has related* If the tranfac- 
tion of which I complained had not indifputably proved the exiftence of a conneo* 
tion between your Highnefs and the French, entirely incomp.atible with « your en- 
gagements to the Honorable Company, and to its AlUcs, neither (he Allies nor I 

would 
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would have reforted to thofe meafures of precaution and defence which have attrafted 

your Highnels's attention. 

» 

I will now fully and explicitly ftate to your Highnefs^ the circumftances to 
which I ^referred in my Letter of the 8th of November^ wherein I remonftrated againft 
the tendency of your intercourfe with the French* 

Although I had been, for fome time paft, apprized that your Highnefs had 
engaged with feveral Powers of AQa, in various negotiations of the moft hoflile ten- 
dency towards the interefts of the Company and of its Allies ; and although your con- 
tinued military preparations correfponded with the fpirit of your negotiations ; I fttU 
hoped that a fenfe of your own interefts, and a regard to thp acknowledged maxims 
of prudence and good faith, would have induced you to relinquifli projeds of ag- 
greffion fo inconfiftent with your own prbfeffions, with your real interefts, and with 
the charafler of your wifdom and difcretion. But I had fcarcely formed that decifionr 
on your Highnefs's claim to Wynaad (by which I had afforded an unqueftionable 
teftimony of my difpofition to render impartial and ample juftice to your rights, and 
to cultivate and improve the relations of amity and peace with your Highnefs) when 
I received from the Ifle of France, an authentic copy of the proclamation, a Perfian 
tranQation of which accompanies this letter. 

In addition to this proclamation, I poiTcfs full and accurate informatioi^ of all 
the prpceedings of your Hignefs's AmbafTadors during their reiidence in the Ifle of 
France; of the whole of their condufl: in excrcifing the powers delegated to them by 
your Highnefs; and of your Highnefs 's condu^ fince the return of your Am. 
baftkdors. 

From the whole evidence in my poiTcffion, the following fa£ts are inconteftibly 
ptoved. 

Your Highnefs difparched two Ambafladors from your prefcnce, who embarked 
at Mangalore for the Ifle of France, and arrived there at the clofe of the month of 
January, 1798:. The fliip on which the Ambaffadors were embarked, hoifted yaut 
Highnefs's coloijrs upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oucft in the Ifle of France. 
Your AmbafTadors were received publicly and formally by the French Government 
under a falutc of :<:annon, and with every circumftance of diftinftion ^ and refpedt ; 
i ' ' and 
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and they wctc entertained, during their continuance on the Ifland by the French Enclofure in 
Government, at- the public expenfe, 

Previouily to the arrival of your Ambafladors on the liland, no idea or rumour 
exifted there of any aid to be fumilhed to your Highnefs by the French ; or of any 
profpeft of a war between your Highnefs and the Company. But within two days 
after the arrival of your Ambafladors, the. Proclamation, of which I now forward to 
you a rranflation, was fixed up in the moft public places, and circulated through the 
Town of ^on Nord Oueft. 

* * 

Your Ambafladors, far from protefting againft the manner or ftyle of the Pro- 
clamation, held without referve, in the moll pubKc manner, the fame language which 
it contains with refpeft to the ofTenfive war to be commenced by your Highnefs 
againft the Britiih pofleflions in India ; and they even fufTered the Proclamation to 
be publicly diftributed at their own houfes. 

In confequence of thefe circumfiances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
* that your Highnefs would make an immediate attack upon the Britifli poileffions 
in Indjsl« 

Your Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland, when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to aft under the Proclamation in queftion ; ^nd your Ambafladors aided and 
affifted the execution of the Proclamation, by making promifes, in the name of your 
> Highnefs^ for the purpofe of inducing recruits to enlift in your fervice. Your Am« 
baflfadors propofed to levy men to any pradicable extent, ftating their powers to be 
unlimited with refped to the numbers of the forces to be raifed in your Highnefa's 
name, for the purpofe of making war on the Company. 

The Ambafladors etitered into certain ftipulations and engagements^ in the 
name of your Highnefs, according to the tenor of the Proclamation (fee the margin)"*^ 
with fcveral Frenchmen, and others who entered into your fervice, particularly with 
Monfieur Dubuc, whom the Ambafladors engaged in your Highnefs's name, for 



* We can allure all the Citizens who ihall enroll themfelres, that Tippoo will allow them an ad- 
vantageous rate of pay, the terms of which will be fixed with his ArobaiTadors'; who will further en- 
gagty in the name of their Sovereign, that all Frenchmen who ftiall enter into his armies, ihall never he 
docained, after they fliall have ezprcifcd a wifli to return to their own country. 

O the 
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Fourthly, That your Highncfs approved the conduct of your Ambafladors, Enclofurein 
AifFercd the French force, raifed for the purpofe of making war upon the Conopany , * 

and the Allies, to be landed in your country, and finally admitted the faid force into 
your army. 

I 

Fifthly, That ybur Highnefs, by tbcfe feveral perfonal and unequivocal adtr, 
has ratified the engagements contained to the Proclamation publifhed in the Ifle of 
France; and has taken the preliminary fteps for fulfilling thofe engagenkent^ 
accd|rding to the tenor of that Proclamation ; and that you have thereby precluded 
whatever hope might otherwife have been entertained, that the proceedings of your 
Highnefs's Ambafladors were unauthorized by your orders. 

Sixthly, That your Highnefs has for fome time paft been employed in military 
preparations, conformably to the hoftile fpirit of your engagements, contraded with 
the enemy of the Company and of the Allies. 

Seventhly, That your Highnefs was prepared to make an unprovoked attack 
upon the Company's poffeflions, if you had obtained from the French the cffedual 
fuccour which you had folicited through your AmbafTadors, 

Eighthly, That your Highnels, by thefe feveral afts, has violated the treaties 
of peace and friendfhip fubfifting between your Highnefs and the Allies; 

* 

Such are the grounds^^ on which I founded my complaiiLt, in my ktter of %he ^ 
8th of November ; and fuch are the motives which now compel the Allies to feek 
relief from that ambiguous and anxious ilate in which they have been placed,, 
for fome years pafl, by the conduft of your Highnefs*. The Allies complain that 
your frequent preparations for war, together with your hoftile negotiations and* 
offenfive alliances with the enemy^ continually expofe^ the Allies, during a period 
of fuppofed peace, to all the folicitude and hazard^nd nxuch of the expenfc 
of war. 

Even under all thefe circumftances of provocation, the Allies entertain the 
molt earneft defire to eftablifh with your Highnefs a real and fubftantial peace,, 
accompanied by the intercourfe and good offices ufual among friendly and conti- 
guous dates We are, therefore, ready to renew and con^rm the bonds of amity 
with your Highnefs, on fuch conditions as Ihall preclude the continuance of thofe 
jcaloufies, which muft fubfift fo long as a final and fatisfa^ory adjuftment of all^ 

caufes of fufpicion (hall be delayed. 

* Your 
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Youjr Highncfs is plcafed tp fay, '* That you cannot imagine how means, more 
'' eflfedual than the exifting treaties, can be adopted for giving (lability to the foun- 
** daticns of friendfliip and harmony, or for promoting the fecurity of the States, 
** and the welfare and advantage of all panics/' 

In this fentiment I entirely concur with your Highncfs -, and if your Highncfs's 
wifdom had not been perverted, by evil councils, from a due obfervance of your 
engagements with the Allies, no new or more effe<5lual means would now be neceflary 
*^* for giving (lability to the foundations of friendlhip and barmonjr, or for promot- 
ing the fecurity of the States, and the welfare and advantage of all parties/' But 
a new arrangement is become indifpen fable, in confequence of your Highnefs's new 
engagements with the common enemy of the Allies^ and I again entreat your High- 
ncfs to meet with cordiality the friendly and moderate advance of the Allies towards 
an amicable fettlement of every ground of jealoufy and danger. 

Had your Highncfs received Major Doveton, that gentleman would have ex- 
plained to your Highncfs^ on the part of the Company and of the Allies, how this 
advantageous arrangement is to be obtained. 

The Allies, being always anxious to enter into the friendly explanation with 
your Highncfs, I once more call upon your Highncfs, in the moft ferious and folemn 
manner, to a(rent to the admiflion of Major Doveton, as a meafure which I am con- 
fident would be produftive of the moft la(ting advantages to all parties. 

I truft that your Highncfs will favour me with a friendly letter in reply to this ; 
and I moft earneftly requeft that your reply may not be deferred for more than one 
day after this letter (hall reach your Prefence ; dangerous confequences refult from 
the delay of arduous affairs.

I have been much gratified by the agreeable receipt of your Lordfhip'5. two 
friendly Letters; the firft, brought by a Camelman, the laft by Hircarrabs; and 
underftood their contents. The Letter of the Prince in ftation, like Tumlheid with 
angels as his guards, with troops numerous as the ftars, the Sun illuminating the 
world, the Heaven of empire and dominion, the luminary giving fplendour to the 
Univerfe, the firmamentof glory and power, the Sultaun of the Tea and the land, the 
King of Room (i. e,. the Grand Seignor) be his empire and his power perpetual, ad- 
drcflcd to me, which reached you through the Britifh Envoy, and which you tranf- 
mitted, has arrived. Being frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, I am 
accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfiop. You will be pleafed to difpatch 
Major Doveton (about whofc coming your friendly pen has repeatedly written) (lightly 
attended.

sSordcd by each of the Allies. Whatever differences have arifen >yitb regard to the 
limits, of the. territory, of My fore, have been amicably adjuftcd without difficulty, 
and with the moft exad attention to the principles of equity, and to the ftipulations 
of treaty. Such has been the folicitude of the Allies for the prefervation of tran-r 
quillity, that they have viewed with forbearance, for fonre years paft, various em^ 
baffles and military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sukawn, of a tendency fa 
evidently hoffile to the intcrefts of the AlHes^ ars wmifd' have juftified rhem, riot only 

» in the moft feriouj remonftrances, but even id art appeal to Arms. Oft the part of 
the Bricifii) Government every endeavour has beea employed to oonciliate the confix 
df nee of the Sukauo, and to mttigaie his vindi£kive fpirit, by the moft unequivocal 
acknowledf^eiK andccmfirmBatioa of his juft rights^ and by the removal of every 
caAife of JealOufy^ which might tend* to interropc the coAtiRuaiice of peace. Tbefe 
pacific fentiments have been moft particularly manifefted in tbe Governor Gienerars 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun's claim to the diftridt of Wynaad, and in the 
negotiation opened by his Lordfliip with regard to the diftfifts of Ameera and Sou- 
la. In every inffancc the conduft of the Britifti Governnfient in India towards 
Tippoo Siiltaun, has been' the natural refult of thofc principles, of moderatfon, juf- 
tice,. and good faith, which the Legiffature of Great Britain, and the Honorable the 
£aft-India Company, have firmly eftabliftied as the UnaltCMblc rule of their imer- 
courfe with the Native Princes and States of India. 

The exemplary good faith and the pacific difpdfiiion cjf the Allies; flncethecon* 
cl\ifioD of the treaty of Seringapatam, has never been diijputed even by Tippoo Sul- 

tauo« 
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taun. Far from having attempted to allege even the pretext of a comirfaint againft 
their conduft, he has conftantly acknowledged their juftice, fincerity, and good 
faith; and has preferred, in the moft cordial terms, his' deGre' to maintain and 
ftrengthcn the foundations of harmony and concord with them. 

In the midft of thefc amicable profeffions on the part of Tlppoo Sultiun, and 
at the momcxit when the Britifli Govcrnmcnc had iffucd orders for the confirmation 
of his claim to Wynaad, it was with aftonifhment and indignation that the Allies 
difcovcred the engagements which he had contraftcd with the French Nation,, in- 
difcd violation <rf the Treaty of Seringapatam, as well as of his^wn moft fokmn- 
and recent protcftations of fricndftiip towards the Allies. 

Under the maflc of thefc fpecious profeffions, and of a pretended veneration for 
the obligations of treaty, Tippoo. Sultaun difpatched Ambafladors to the Ifle of 
France who, in a period of profound peace in India, propofcd and concluded, in 
his name, an ofFenfive alliance with the French, for the avowed purpofe of com- 
licencing a war of aggreffion againft the Company, and confcqucntly againft the 
Pcfhwa and the Nizam, the Allies of the Company. 

The Ambafladors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, demanded military fuccpurs 
from the French, and aiStuaUy levied a military force in the Iflc of France, with the 
declared view of profecuting the injcndcd war^ • 

When the Ambafladors returned, in a French (hip of war, from the Ifle of 
France, Tippoo Sultaun fuffcrcd the military force, which they had levied for the 
avowed purpofe of making war upon the Allies, to land in his country; and finally, 
he admitted it into his army: By thcfe ^perfonalafts raiifying and -confirming the 
proceedings of his Ambafladors* 

This military force, however, was not fufficiently powerful to enable him im- 
niediatcly to attempt his declared purpofe of attacking the Company's poflcffions; 
. but in the meanwhilc'he advanced his hoftile preparaiions conformably to his engage- 
ments with the French; and he was ready to move bis army into the Company's 
territories, whenever he might obtain from France the cfFcftual fuccours, which iie had 
afliduoufly folicited from that nation. 

But the providence of God, and the viSorious arms of the Britifli Nation, fruf- 
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trarcd his vain hopes, and checked the prefumpcuous career of the French in Egypt, Snclofttrein 
at the moment when he anxioufly cxpefted their arrival on the Coaft of Malabar. ^* ^^*^' 

The Briti(h Government, the Nizam, and the Pcfliwa, had not omitted the 
neccflary precaution of aflembling their forces for the joint proteftion of their refpec- 
tive dominions. The ftrift principles of felf-defence would have juftified the Allies 
at that period of time in making an immediate attack upon the territories of Tippoo 
Sultaun ; but even the happy intelligence of the glorious fucccfs of the Briti(h fleet ac 
the Mouth lof the Nile, did not abate the anxious defire of the Allies to maintain the 
celarions of amity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun. They attempted, by a moderate 
reprefentation, to recall him to a fenfeof his obligations, and of the genuine principles 
of prudence and policy ; and they employed every effort to open the channels of 
negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable accommodation. With thefe 
lalutary views the Governor General, on the 8th November 1798, in the name of 
the Allies, propofed to difpatch an Ambaflador to Tippoo Sultaun, for the purpofe. 
of renewing the bonds of friendihip, and of concluding fuch an arrangement as might 
afford effectual fecurity againft any future interruption of the public tranquillity ; and 
his Lordfllip repeated the fame propofal on the loth December 1798, Tippoo Sultaun . 
declined, by various evafions and fubterfuges, this friendly and moderate advance 
on the part of the Allies, and he»4ianifefted an evident difpofition (o rejed: the means 
Cf pacific accommodation, by fuddenly breaking up, in the month of December^ 
the conferences which had commenced with rcfped to the diftriAs of Ameej a and 
Soula, and by interrupting the intercourfe between his fubjeds and thofc of the 
Company on their refpcftive frontiers. On the 9th of Januaray 1799, the Governor 
General being arrived at Fort St. George (notwithftanding thefe difcouragingcircum- 
ftances in the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun) renewed, with incrcafed earneftoefs, the ex- 
preffion of his Lord(hip's anxious defire to difpatcli an Ambaflador to the Sultaun. 

The Governor General exprefsly folicited the Sultaun to return an anfwer within 
ene day to this Letter ; and as it involved no propofition either injurious to the rights^ 
dignity or honour of the Sultaun, in any degree novel or complicated either iii form or 
fubftance, it could not require a longer conlideration. The Governor General waited 
with the utmoft folicitude for an anfwer to the reafpnable and difiindt propofition 
contained in the Letter of the 9th January 1799. Tippoo Sultaun, however, who 
muft have received this Letter before the 15th of January, remained filent, although 
the Governor General had plainly apprized that Prince, that dangerous confequencea

". would refult from delay. In the mqjn-while the fealbn for mifitary operations had 
already advanced to fo late a period, as to render a fpeedy decifion indifpenfable to the 
fccuriiy of the Allies : Under thefe crrcuni (lances, on the yi February (eight days 
having elapfed from the period when an anfvver might have been received from Se- 
ringapatam to the Governor Generars Letter of the 9th January) his Lordfhip 
declared to the Allies, that the neceflary , meafures muft now be adopted, without 
delay, for fcCuring fuch advantages as fhould place the common fafety of th^ Allies 
beyond the reach of the infincerity of Tippoo Sultaun, and of the violence of the 
French. With thi^ view, the GoverAor General on the ^d of February iflued 
orders to the Britifh armies to march, and fignified to the^Commander of His Ma* 
jelly's fquadron, that the obftinate filence of the S\dcaun muft be cofidered as a rejec-* 
tion of the prop(^ed amicable negotiation. 

Atjength, on the 13th of February, a Letter from Tippoo Sultaun, reached 
the Governor General : in which the Sultaun fignifics to his Lordftiip " That being 
" frequently difpofed to make excurfions and hunt, he was accordingly proceedings 
•* upon* a hunting excurfion ;*' adding •* That the Governor General would be pleafecf 
*' to difpatch Major Doveton to him, unattended.'* 

The Ailiesi will not dwell on the peculiar phrafes in this letter; but it muft be 
evident, to all the States of India, that the anfwer of the Sultaun has been deferred 
to this late period of the feafon, with no other view than to preclude the Allies, by 
infidious delays.'from the benefit of thofe advantages which their combined military* 
operations would enable them to fecure. On thofe advantages alone (under the re-*^ 
cent experience of Tippoo Sultaun^s violation of the Treaty of Seringapatam, and 
Hfider the peculiar circuniftances of that Princess oflfenfive alliance with the French) 
can the Allies now venture to rely for the faithfuls execution of any treaty of peace 
concluded with Tippoo Sultaun. 

The Allies cannot fuffer Tippoo Sultaun to profit by his own fhidied and fyiSie^ 
matic delay, nor impede fuch a difpoiition of their military and naval force, as fhall 
appear beft calculated to give efFeft to their joft views^ 

Bound by the facred obligation of public faith, profeffing the moft amicable 
difpoflcion, and undifturbed in the pofTeflion of thofe dominions fecurcd to him by 
treaty, Tippoo Sultaun wantonly violaied the relations of amity and peace, and 
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compelled the AUies to arm in defence of their rights, their happinefs, and their Enclofiirc in 
honor. 

*For a period of three months, he obftinately rejefted every pacific overture, in 
the hourly expedation of receiving that fuccour, which he has eagerly folicited for 
fhe profecution of his favorite purpofes of ambition and revenge. Difappointed in 
his hopes of immediate vengeance and conqueft, he now reforts to fubterfuge and 
procraftioation, and by a cardy^ reluftanr, and infidious acquiefcence, in a propo* 
fition which he had fo long and repeatedly declined, he endeavors to fruftrate the 
precautions of the Allies, and co protra(£l every efFeftual operation, until fonie change 
of circumftances and of fcafon ihall revive his expedations of diflurbing the cran* 
quiliity of India^ by favoring the irruption of a French army. 

The Allies are equally prepared to repel bis violence^ and to counierad bis 
artifices and delays. 

The Allies are therefore refolved, to place thchr army in fuch a pofition as fliall 
afford adequate protedtion againft any artifice or infincerity^ and (hall preclude the 
return of that danger^ which has fo lately menaced their pdfPrffions. The AllieSt 
4iowever, retaining an anxious defire to effe^ an adjuftment with Tippoo Sultaun^ 
Lieutenant General Harris^ Commander in Chief of His Majefty^s and the Honor- 
able Company's forces on the Coafts of Coromandel and Malabar, is authorized ta 
receive any Embafly which Tippoo Sultaun may dilpatch t6 the Head Quarters of 
the Britiih Army, and to concert a treaty on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies 
to.be indifpenfably necefTary for the eftablilhment of a fecure and permanent peace»

Extract of a Letter from Lord Mornington to the Secret Com- 
mittee; dated Fort St. George, 2 2d April 1799- 

Since my arrival at this Prefidency, I have addrefled three feparate Letters to 
your Honorable Committee, under date the * 13th January, 13th February, and 
15th March 1799^ (By feparate Letters of the 20th of March, and of this date, to 

the 



* The fubftance of thefe Letters have been detailed in Lord Mornington's Letter of the aoth 
March 1799. 7 
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the Court of Dircdors, and the Letter to your Hotiorable Committee from the 
Governor General in Council at Fort Sr. George, of the 7th April, contain a view 
of fuch events as. have happened in tbU quarter fince the date of my laft Letter 
to you. 

To thefe advices I do not feel it ncccflary to add any thing at prefeiit, further 
than my affurance that every circumftance promifcs a fpeedy and advantageous iffue to 
the war with Tippoo Sukaun, and that all fuch private intelligence as I have received 
concurs to favor this expe£tation« 

I have the fatisfadion to inform you, that notwithftanding the export of forty 
lacs of rupees in fpecie to this Prelidency, and the adtual commencement of hoftilities 
with Tippoo Sultaun, the difcount upon all the public fecurities in Bengal has ex- 
perienced a confiderable diminution during the courfe of the laft month ; and with 
the aid of the fupplies in fpecie which we expeft from England, I flatter myfelf 
that I fhall be cnabkd, within a fliort ^period of time, to dircft an enlargement of 
the commercial Inveftment at all the Prefidencies. I am naturally impatient to 
return to Bengal, but the experience of every hour convinces me more ftrongly that 
the avowed projeds of Tippoo Sultaun, combined with his acknowledged means of 
carrying them into efFeft, have been among the moft efficient caufcs, not only of 
the decline of public and private credit in Bengal, but alfo of encouragement to 
the diforderly and difafFedled clafs of your fubjefts. I am therefore perfuaded, that 
the effeufbU redudion of Tippoo's means of mifchief is indifpenfable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all your pofleflions. Under this impreflion, I feel it to be my 
duty to remain at this Prcfidency as long as my prefcnce can in any degree contribute 
to the energy and vigour of our military operations. 

By the lateft accounts from Conftantinople it appears, that General Buonaparte's 
army ftill confifts of 17 or i§,ooo fighting men. The Government of Bombay 
have fitted out an expedition againft the Ifland of Perim, according to your orders. 
You will probably learn from them; that I called their attention to the fame objeft, 
as foon as 1 learnt the arrival of the French in Egypt. My Letter reached Bombay 
towards the conclufion of the month of Oftobcr, but my fuggcftion was not executed, 
in confequence of a fuppofed deficiency of water on the Ifland of Perim. 

Upon receiving a fimilar fuggeftion from me. Admiral Rainier forwarded a con- 

S ditional 
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dlrional ofdcr, for the occupation of the Ifland, to Commodore Kankett by the Ccn*" 
turton. Since the receipt of your orders, however, I underftrnd it has been afcerw 
tathed at Bombay^ that the Ifland of Perim is not deficient in water.

Extract of a Letter from the Right Honorable the^ Governor 
General in Council to the Secret Committee; dated Fort St. 
George, the i8th April 1799* 

The Governor General having informed tw, that be has communicated, in fepa- 
rate difpatches to your Committee, and 10 the Court of Dircdlors, the general caufts^ 
which have compelled his Lordfliip to arm for offenfive war againft Tippoo Sultaun, 
the grounds and principles on which his Lordfbip's repeated applications to Tippoo 
for the admiffion.of an EmbafTy from the Supreme Grovernment have been founded, 
as well as the general political ftate of India^ we think it preniature, at this ftage of 
affairs, to enter into any detailed explanatbn of the ftate of the w^r, or of the im- 
portant consequences which are likely to follow its termination. 

We are defirous however to take this opportunity of expreffing our entire- con* 
currence !n the juftice and necedity of the war in which we are now engaged, beiiig^ 
convinced Tippoo Sultaun's repeated evafions of the Governor General's paciBc pro- 
pofitions, as well as his attempt to fruftrate the advantages of our military ipicpa- 
rations by an infidious and tardy acceptance of ibe negotiation which he had fo 
long declined, left no other means of fecuring your interefts than thofe which the 
Governor General has employed. We are further confirmed in this opinion, by 
refieAing on the podibility of Tippoo deriving fome of the* advantages which he 
expcded from his alliance with the French, as we are flill entirely ignorant of the 
condition of the French Army in Egypt, as well as the ftate of our naval defences in 
the Red Sea, no intelligence having yet been obtained of Commodore Blankett's 
arrival at his ideftined ftation. 

Under thcfe circumftances, every principle of felf-defcnce, and of prudent 

precaution 9 
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precaution,, required that the Sultaun (hould be depriveiof the power of availing 
himfelf of the aflSiftance of the French, before it would reach his, dominions. Im- 
prcfled with thefe fentiments, we fliall continue to pay the moft vigilant attention 
to this important objeft ; and we beg leave to aflure you of our moft cordial co 
©pcration, and our moft zealous fupporr, of the meafures which the Governor Gene- 
ral has already adopted, or which his Lordlhip may yet think it advifable to adopt, 
for the attainment of thefe objeds. 

In rtfledting upon the aftual ftate of things, iris impoffible not to advert to the 
perfeft fecurity which we poflefs in the Decan, from the vigorous and decifive 
meafures adopted for the fuppreffion of the French Inters ft at Hyderabad, and from 
the intimate connexion which at prefent fo happily fubfifts between the Company 
and His Hlghnefs th« Nizam ; and . which has not only relieved us from the 
anniety infeparable from the former growth and extent of French Influence at that 
Court, but has enabled us, at the critical jundture of a war with Tippoo Sultaun, 
to bring the whole of the fubfidiary force, with a large portion of the Nizam's, ipto 
the Myforc Country. The unremitting exertions which have been made for the 
removal of our pecuniary embarraflments, have enabled us to furmount the difficul- 
ties which appeared to oppofe the progrefs of the army. 

We have the confequent fatisfa£Hon of informing you, that the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris, equipped beyond all former comparifon in the great de- 
partments of ordnance, ftores, grainy provifions, bullocks, and fpecie, within eight 
months from the iflue of our firft orders for afTembling it, and within one month 
fince it croiied our frontier, has finally taken up its grotind for the fiege of Serin- 
gapatam. 

The detailed fuccefles^ of the Commander in Chief, his able difpofitions and 
movements, the brilliant advantage obtained by the Bombay Army under Lieutenant 
General Stuart over the flower of Tippoo's army, commanded by the Sultaun in 
perfon, the extenfive and important afliftance furpiflied by 4>ur faithful Ally the^ 
Rajah of Cooi^a, and the cordial co-operation of His Excellency Rear Admiral 
Rainier, will be fubjefts of more detailed difpatches at a future period ; but we 
have thought it our duty, which we execute with particular fatisfa£tion, to commu- 
nicate to your Committee the unrivalled pre-eminence of the Britifli Power in India, 
the fecurity which wc derive from our fucccflcs at Hyderabad and in Myfore, 
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• againft any prefent or future efforts, either of intrigue or force, on the part of the 

French Republic, and the well-founded expeftations which we entertain from the 

ftate of your alliances and the efficiency of your military force, of eftabliflbing your 

intercfts in India upon a footing of permanent ftability.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Governor Generai. 
to the Court of Directors ; datecf Fprt St. George, 20th April, 1799. 

To the Honorable the Court cf Direftors for the Affairs of the Honorable the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indics. 

Honorable Sirs, 

1. I now proceeed to fubmic to you a detail of the operations of the armies in 

Myfore. 

2. The army of Bombay under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, 

marched from Cananore on the 21ft of February, arrived at the head of the Pondi- 
cherrum Ghaut on the 25th of the fame month, and took pod at Seedapoor and 
Sedafere on the 2d of March, for the protection of the large fupplies which had t^n 
colleded at Veraj under Pett in the diftri£t of Coorga* From thefe pofitions, on 
Lieutenant General Harris's approach, Lieutenant General Stuart intended to forai 
a junction with the army of Madras. 

3« The army of Madras, under the command of Lieutenant General Harris, 
entered the territory of Myfore on the 5th of March, when Lieutenant General 
Harris forwarded to Tippoo Sultauri my Letter (forming N? 8, of the Enclofures 
of my feparate difpatch to your Honorable Court, of the 20th March) and publilhed 
the declaration forming N? 9, of the Enclofures of the fame difpatch* 

4. The operations of the army of Madras commence^l by the reduAion of 
feveral forts upon the frontier. Some of thcfe forts furrendered without any refin- 
ance, and none of them were defended with fpirit, although the Sultaun appears^ 
* from 
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from the improved eftablifhmcnt on which he had placed their garrifons, to have 
provided as well as he could for a different refulc. 

5. The progrcfs of the army of Madras, owing to its ample equipments in 
every department, particularly in that of the ordnance, neceffary for the ficge ef 
Seringapatam, was unavoidably flow ; its movements, however, were but Itttle im» 
peded by the enemy. Confiderable bodies of horfe hovered about its line of march, 
but without any other cffeft than that of rendering the communications with the 
Company's territories extremely difficult. Some parties of horfe attacked the Nizam'i 
Contingent, and his Highnefs's Cavalry are reported by General Harris to have 
condu<fted themfelves with great fpirit, a circumftance which may partly be attributed 
to the improvements recently introduced into the difciplioe and eftablifliments of his 
Highnefs's Cavalry, at the recommendation of the Briti(h Refident, under nxy 
inftrudions. 

6. At the period when tfie army of Madras entered Myfore, Tippoo Sultaun 
was fuppofed to be encamped in the vicinity of Maddoor, and to be preparing to 
move in the direction of Bangalore, for the purpofe of oppofing the progrefs of the 
army of Madras, in the event of Lieutehant General Harris aflualty paflang the 
Frontier ; but it foon appeared, that although the Sultaun had fo recently afFe&ed a 
difpofition to admit an EmbaflTy from the Britifli Government, he had probably no 

m 

other view than to conceal the defign which he had formed, of (Iriking a fudden 
and early blow ^gainil the army of Bombay ; for without allowing me the fame time 
to anfwer his laft Letter which he had taken for replying to thofe addrefled by 
me to him, and without waiting to hear of the actual commencement of hoftilities 
on the part of the Briu(h Government, he came to the refolution of attacking the 
army of Bombay, then alTembled beyond the line of his Frontier in the diflri£t of 
Coorga, under the Command of Lieutenant General Stuart. 

7*. For this purpofe Tippoo^ taking with him the flower of his army, appears 
to have marched from his camp near Cenapatam on the 28th of February, (when 
Lieutenant General Harris was flill within the Company's territories) and moving 
rapidly in the diredion of Periapatam,. to have arrived there on the morning of the 
5th of March, being the fame day on which Lieutenant General Harris entered My- 
fore on the Eaftern Frontier. 

T ' 8. On 
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8. On the 6th of March, Tippoo Sultaun paffed his own Frontier and attacked 
a detachmeuc of the army of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant Gene ra 
Stuart, the total ftrength of whofe entire army did not amount to more than fix 
thoufand fighting men. The attack of the SuUaun's force was fuftaiped by a body 
not exceeding two thoufand men, and the Sukaun's army was finally defeated and 
completely difperfed, before General Stuart could coUcdk the whole of his divided 
force. It is wich infinite fatlsfadtion that I enclofe, for information of your Honor- 
able Court, the Paper marked (N? i,) containing General Stuart's account of this 
brilliant and important aftion, which took place at Seedafere on the 6ih March. 

9. After this fignal defeat, Tippoo retreated precipitately to his camp at Pc- 
riapatam, and remained thereuntil the nth of March, without making any further 
attempt to moleft the army of Bombay. The lofs fuftained by Tippoo's Army on 
the 6th of March, appears to have amounted to near 2,000 killed, wounded, and 
prjfoners (which included feveral ofiicers of rank, and fome of confiderable diftinc- 
tion) : that fuftained on the 7th, by the army of Bombay, will appear in Lieutenant 
General Stuart's Letter. 

10. Adverting to the great difproportion of numbers, and to other circum- 
(lances of difadvantage, I am confident that your Honorable Court will be of ppi- 
nion, that the conduA and fuccefs of the army of Bombay on that day has feldom 
been equalled, and never furpafifed in India* 

u. Under this impreflion, I take the liberty of recommending to your fa- 
vourable notice, the feveral ofiicers and corps, named by Lieutenant Greneral Stuarc 
in his Letter of the 8th of March, and I am anxious to requeft your particular 
attention to the diflinguifhed conduct of Lieutenant General Stuart, and Major 
General Hartley, as well as of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, and of Lieutenant 
Colonel Dunlop. Major General Hartley had already received a public teftlmony 
of my particular approbation of his extraordinary merit, in colleAing ftores and pro- 
vifions in the diftri£k of Coorga, previoufly to the arrival of General Stuart on the 
Coaft of Malabar, 

X2. Tippoo returned from Periapatam to Scringapatam, and arriving at the latter 
place on the 14th of March, moved from thence immediately to meet Lieutcnan^ 
General Harris and the army of Madras. ^ 

13. Lieutenant 
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3, Lieutenant General Harris bad advanced on the 26th of March to a po« 
fition between Sultanpct and Malavelljr, having met with no coniiderable impedi- 
ment from the enemy. The enemy made their appearance in force on that day, but 
without attempting to difturb.our army. On the 27th of Miirch, when the army 
reached its ground at Malavtlly, Tippoo opened a diftant cannonade upon ir, which 
though at firft difregarded by Lieutenant General Harris, ultimately led to a general 
engagement, in which the enemy was completely defeated, and driven from every 
Poft which he attempted to maintain. Our lofs on this occafion was very inconfi- 
derable; only feven rank and file being killed, and a few men (including four 
Officers) wounded, while that of the enemy is fuppofcd to have amounted to near 
feven hundred* 

14. I refer your Honorable Court to Lieutenant General Harris's Letter of 
the 27th of March, which forms a part of the Enclofure, N? 2, for a more particu- 
lar account of this important viAory, rcquefting alfo your attention to the merits of 
the feveral Officers and Corps diftinguiflied by the notice of Lieutenant General 
Harris* , 

15. General Harris marched on the 20th a few miles to the fouthward of Ma- 
lavelly, without the leaft interruption from the enemy ; from whence it may be in- 
ferred that Tippoo Sultaun was confiderably difpirked by the defeat which he had 
fuftained on the preceding day, added to the previous fuccefs obtained over him by 
the army of Bombay* 

1 6. On the 29th of March, General Harris happily accompliffied a movement 
which mud have greatly aftonifhed and difconcerted the enemy : inftead of pro- 
ceeding in the dircAion of Arakerry andKaragat, Lieutenant General Harris fud- 
denly turned towards the river Cavcry, where, finding a Ford at fome diftance above 
the junftion of the Cavcry and Copany, he immediately crofled the Cavery with a 
part of his army, and occupied ftrong poficions on both banks of that river, at the 
diftance of about fifteen miles from Seringapatam. This movement was alfo made 
without the leaft oppofition on the part of the enemy, who indeed does not feem to 
have entertained the moft diftant fufpicion of the Britifh GcrneraPs defigh. 

17. Lord Cornwallis, at a more advanced period of the year, having in vain 
fought for a pradicable Ford to the fouthward of Seringapatam, Tippoo probably 
concluded that Lieutenant General Harris would have purfued his Lordlhip's route 

to 
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to the Ford of Caniambaddy, northward cf Seringapatam, for the piirpofe of efiefting 
a jundlion from thence with the army of Bombay. It la difficult tp account 
otherwirefor Tippoo'a inaiftion^ while General Harris executed this arduous and ini' 
portant movement. 

1 8. The advantages of the pofiiion thus acquired by General Harris mult 
prove confiderable. • In addition to the immediate atquifnion of cattle and forage, 
it mud facilitate the junction with the army of Bonibay ; it muft aS^ord additional 
fecurity to the abundant magazines which have been formed in the Coorga country, 
and favor the fafe approach of our convoys from the fouthern diftriifls, and from 

> the Barrahmahl, by the Pals of Caveryporam ; and it promifcs to open to our army 
ihat range of forage fituated to the fouthward of Seringapatam, which Tippoo fcenis 
to have referved for the confumption of his own army. 

19. Lieutenant General Harris, with his whole army, having cro0ed the 
Cavery on the 30th of March, halted near the village of Sovelly on the jid. On 
the ill of April he moved towards Seringapatam, and on the 5 tb, encamped two 
miles S. W. of that city, having experienced no oppofition from the enemy fioce 
the 27th of March. On the morning of the 6th of April, after an engagctnenc in 
which the enemy appears to have made ouiGderable rdtftance. Lieutenant Geoenl 
Harris took polTeSion of Sultanpetta, and an adjacent tope^ or grove, and about the 
fame time Major General Floyd, with a ftrong detachment, was fent to eSeGt a 
junftion with the army of Bombay. On the morning of the 6lb April, Lieutenant 
General Stuart received at Seedapore a note from Lieutenant General Harris, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the tatter at Seringapatam, and alfo fjgnifying that Major 
General Floyd was to be detached from the army of Madras on the 6th April, for 
the purpofc already dated. In confcquence of this intelligence. Lieutenant General 

"Stuart had determined to march from Scdapore to Sedafcre on the 7th April; and it 
is probable that the junction of the army of Bombay, with the detachment under the 
Command of Major General Floyd, was cfFcdtd on the 8th, in the neighbourhood of 
Periapatam. The laft accounts received by. me from General Harris, are dated on 
the 7th inftant, when he ftaies that he had taken up his pofiiion for the fiege of 
Seringapatam, 

20. Tippoo Sultaun, on the 7th April, had not returned any anfwcr to my 

Letter of the tid of February, nor had he manifefted any dirpofition to propofe a 
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fiegotiation. Lieutenant General Harris is inflruded to propofe preliminary articles 
of peace to the Sultaun^ before the BritiOi batteries (hall be opened againft Serin- 
gapatam* 

21*. While General Harris was advancing towards Seringapatam, Lieutenant 
Colonel Read was employed in reducing the country to the northward of Ryacottah. 
His operations were intended to have embraced a wide range^ and he had made 
confiderable progrefs in them, when the more urgent fervice of convoying to the 
Army the large fuppliea which were icolleded in the Barrahmahl^ made it neceiTary 
for him to change the dtreftion of bis march. He is now drawing together in the 
vicinity of Caveryporam9 the numerous Benjaries and other fupplies intended for 
the army encamped before Seringapatam^ which place it is hoped he may be able to 
reach early in May, 

22. To the fouthward of the Carnatic and of Myfore, Lieutenant Colonel 
Brown, at the head of a refpeftabic detachment, began his operation by the reduc- 
tion of Carroor, which furrendcred to him without any fcrious refiftance on the 5th 
April. On the 8th he fcnt a detachment againft Errode, and marched himfelf on 
the 9ih to reduce Aravacourchy. He would, however, be obliged to fufpend his 
intended operations in the diftrld of Coimbatore, and to unite his detachment to that 
of Colonel Read, with a view of forming a force fufficiently ftrong to give due pro« 
fe&ion tp the large and important fupplies proceeding to Seringapatam. 

23# Aravacourchy, which had been confidcr^bly ftrengthcncd fince laft war, fur- 
rendered to Lieutenant Colonel Brown on the loth inftant. 

24. I have annexed to this Difpatch, for the information of your Honorable 
Court, copies of the fcveral Letters and Notes received by me from Lieutenant 
General Harris, from the 6th ot March to the 7th April inclufive, and alfo copies 
of the Difpatches which I have received from Lieutenant General Stuart, on the 8th 
March and the 6th of April.

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I congratulate your Honorable Court oq the fucoefsful }undion of the detach^ 
ment under General Floyd^ with> the army of Bombay^ The final jundion of. the 
mrhole with the army before Seringapatam, was expeded to take place about the 13th 
inftant. It may. be fafcly affirmed^ not to be in the power of Tippoo even materially 
to retard this jundion^ which^ when efTededj^ muft excite a ferious alarm in the mind 

of the Sultaun for the fafety of his capital, if not of his perfon. 

♦ » 

Your Honorable Court will perceive, that Lieutenant General Harris, in his 
progrefs to Seringapatam, encountered the fame difficulties which were experienced 
by Lord Cornwallis, from the failure of the cattle provided for the fervice of the 
army, which although amply fufficient in point- of number at the commencement 
of the expedition, appears to have rapidly decreafed on the entrance of the army 
into Myfore. The climate and water of that country are reprcfented to be extremely 
unfavorable to the cattle of the Carnatic. The delay which arofe from this unavoid- 
able contingency feems. to have been confiderable ;. but your Honorable Court will nci. 
doubt view with fatisfaftion, the fpirit and firmnefs with which this difficulty was met 
by the Commander in Chief,, and the zealous exertion of the whole army, by wbiclx 
be was enabled to proceed on hia march ^ 

When I clofcd my Letter, 1 had not received any detarlcd rcration of the adioft 
of the 27th March, or any official return of our lofs on that occafion. The difpatck 
fince received from General Harris fupplies the defeft, and at the fame lime fhow^ 
that the lofe foftaincd by the enemy in the battle of Malavelly, was far more, con- 
fiderable than I had fuppofcd. The accounts received by General Harris on the 
fubjcd of the enemy's lofs, as ftated in his Letter to me of the 5th inftant, are con- 
firmed by the reports of forae Hircarrahs belonging tO General Stuart, who were in.. 
Tippoo's camp fubfequently to the engagement.

CiDPT of a Lbtter from Lieutenant General Stxtart to the Governor 

General in Council; dated 8th March^ ^799* 

Tq the Right Honorable the Earl of Mornington^ K. P« Governor General^ 

&c. &c. Fort St. George. 
My Loid^ 

1. I had the honor to addrefa^ your Lordihip on the 20th ultimo ;. and having 
marched frqm Cananoreon the following day^ agreeably to my .intimation of that 
date, I. arrived at the top of Poodiacberrum Gaiu on the 25th of the fame 
month. 

2. I informed your Lordffiip it was my intention to afiiime a defenfive pofi- 
tion clofe to the frontiers; and there awaic, in conformity toGreneral Harris's rnftruc- 
tions^ under date the 24th December^ his further orders* 

In purfuance of this. plan.I moved the corps fucceflively forward, and placed 
them in fuch fituations as might enable me moft promptly to form the propofed 
junAion with the principal army* 

3. On the 2d inflant the right brigade, confifting of three native battalions^, 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, took up their ground tt 
Seedafere, the boundary of the Coorga country, and about feven miles diftaat fron^ 
Feriapatam* 

The main body of the army^. with the park and provifions, remained at 
Seedapore and Ahmootenaar ; the firft eight miles, and the latter, twelve^ from the* 
advanced pofition. 

4. It may be neceflary to inform your Lordlhtp, that I was in-fome meafure 
compelled, from the nature of the country, which is every where covered with thick 
Jungles, to place the army in feveral divifions; but 1 had a further view ia 
occupying the poflt at Seedafere, in order to preferve a more ready communication' 
with General Harris, as this was the only fpot from whence the figoals eflabliiiedi 
between the two armies could be obferved* Although I had no reafon to apprehend 
any immediate attack^ I thought it advifabic to adopt the precaution of encamping 
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the corps at fuch fhort diftances, as would either enable me to move without much 
lofs of time, into the cpemy's Territory, or to fupport, if occafion Ihould require it, 
jW)y quarter th^t might ftand in-.nccd of afliftance. 

5^ In the courfe of the morning of the 5th, an exteofive encampment was 
unexpe£Udly obfervcd to be forming on this fide the fort of Periapatam. This 
circumftance was difcovercd at ten o'clock in the forenoon, as the enemy were 
taking up their ground, by a party of obfervation, on the fummit of the high hill 
of Secdafere, which commands a view of the Myfore almoft to the environs of 
Seringapatam. Before the evening this encampment aflumcd a very formidable 
appearance, and cdvered a great extent of ground; we were able to count from 
3 to 400 tents; amongft the number fome of large dimenfions were diftinguUhed,' 
and particularly one of a green colour, that feemed to denote (he prefence of the 
Sultaun. However much the probability of this circumftance might be ftrength- 
ened by the refpedable appearance of the encampment, it was contradided hj 
the evidence of two Hircarrahs, who had recently arrived from Seringapatam. 
Thefe men generally reported, that Tippoo had marched, with all his forces, on the 
^oth ultimo, to oppofe the progrefs of the Madras army; and that the Benky 
Nat)ob commanded the only f orcein the field that remained in the neighbourhood 
of Seringapataq;!. This force was reprefented to be encamped at Canniambaddy, 
and to confift of 5,000 Piadas, or irregular Infantry, who were faid to be intended 
as a covering party to 7,000 Benjaries, and dire&ed to bring as much provifions- 
at they could coUedt about Periapatam to the capital* 

6, In this ftate of uncertainty I thought it prudent to reinforce Lieutenant 
Colonel Montrefor's brigade with an additional battalion of fepoys, and waited for 
more correA intelligence, which I expeded hourly, to a£l with the whole of my 
forces, as afiairs might render it ncccflary. On the morning of the 6th, Major 
Genera] Hartley- went forward to reconoitre; and at break of day, from the hill 
of obfervation, the whole of the enemy's army was difcovcred to be in motion; 
but their movements were fo well concealed by the woodincfs of the country, andthe 
hazinefs of the atmofphere, that it was ^ impoffible to afcertain their objeft ; nor, 
in faA, was this difcovcred until they had penetrated a confiderable way into the 
Jungle, and commenced an attack upon our Line, which happened between the 
hours of nine and ten* 5 

7. The 
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7. The enemy pierced through the Jutagles vrith fuch fccrecy and expedition, 
that they attacked the rear and the front of our Line almoft atthe fame inftant. This 
difpatcb prevented more than three of our corps being engaged, as the fourth, which 
Mas polled two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to form a junftion, from the 
enemy having cut in between them and Seedafere. The communication was efiedtu* 
ally obftrudted by a Column, which, according to the reports of our prifoners, con- 
fifted of upwards of 5>ooo men under the Command of Baber Jung. 

8. Fortunately, before the enemy had accompliihed their purpofe. Major 
General Hartley had time to apprize me of their attack, and remained himfelf to 
give any affiftance that might be neceflary. The beft pofition was affumed for 
repulfing the enemy ; and in this alarming fituation the corps defended themfelves 
with fo much refolution, that the Sultaun's troops were unable to make any imprcf- 
fioo. The brigade was on every fide completely furrounded, and had to contend 
againft a.vaft difparity of numbers, befides other difcouraging circumftances. 

9. As foon as I received intelligence of the perilous fituation of the right bri- 
gade, I marched to their affiftance, with the two flank Companies of His Majcfty's 
75th Regiment, and the whole of the 77th. I arrived about half paft two in fight 
of the divifipn of the enemy, who had penetrated into the rear, and poflefifed them- 
felves of the great road leading to Seedafere. The engagement lafi:ed nearly half 
an hour, when> after a fmart fire of mufquctry on both fides, the enemy were com^ 
pletely routed, and fled with precipitation through the Jungles, to regain their Co« 
lumn, which dill continued the attack in front. On arriving at Lieutenant Colonel 
Montrefor's poft, I found his men exhaufied with fatigue, and their ammunition 
almoft expended^ At twenty minutes paft three the enemy retreated in aH direC'* 
tions. 

ID. For this decifive, and, I hope your LordHiip will allow, brilliant fuccefs, 
confidering the fmall number of troops who engaged, under very great di&dvan- 
tages, probably the flower of Tippoo Sul?aun's Army, I feel myfclf peculiarly in- 
debted to the judicious difpofitions for defence made by General Hartley. He 
embraced the opportunity of obferving the motions of the enemy from the hill t 
have above-mentioned, and was thus enabled to advife Lieutenant Colonel Mon- 
trefor of the beft .method for defeating them. I beg leave ^Ifo to inform your 
Lordih]p3( that my beft thanks are due. to Lieutenant Colonel Mon^refor, for his 
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Tcry aAive exertions ; and to the Officers and Men, including the ArtiHery of his 
brigade, for their gallant and fteady behaviour throughout the whole of this arduout* 
affair. Lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, and the European Diviiion under his command, 
are likewife entitled to my particular approbation, for their fpfrited conduft, which 
finally routed the enemy. 

XI. Our lofs on this occaHon is fa'r lefs than could hav; reafonably have beea er« 
pe<^ed ; and I have the honor to enclofe^ for your Lordihip*s information^ a return 
of this circumftance. 

12. It was impoilible to afcertain the exaA tofs fuftained by the enemy, but 
it mud have been heavy, as in the courfe of fo long an adtion they were oftea cx- 
pofed in crowds to the fire of grape (hot, and vollies of mufquetry. 

Several men of diftindion were killed, and fome wounded Officers have beeiv 
made prifoners. I have the honor to inclofe the information of Mozan Khan,. 
Bhufkfhy, and the Commander of a Kutcherry, the prifoncr of the greateft rank 
who has fallen wounded into our hands ; but concurring reports date, that Meer 
Ghofar is amongft the flain. 

13. As the airtval of General Harris at Seringapatam, will: not happen at i<> 
jearly a period as he fir ft intended, the ^immediate poficffion of the Poft of Seedafere 
was no longer an objeA of fuch confequence, and ta retain it while Tippoo con* 
(inued in force at Periapatara became an affair of ferious difficulty. The firprecy 
and expedition with which he had planned his late ^oterprize, and the correft intelli- 
ligence that the Leaders of his Columns appeare'd to have obtained of the private 
routs through the Coorga Jungles, led to an opinion that he would not remain fatis* 
fied with this abortive attempt, but might endeavour to penetrate by another direcj 
4ion to the . foutHward, ftill more open than the paflage of Seedafere, where be 
would only be oppofed by Coorgs^ This confideration derived a greater weight, as 
if he fucceeded in forcing xhh entrance it would throw him into our rear, and put 
Kim in all probability ia pofTeffion of the great depd^t of rice coUe^ed by the 
Coorga Rajah. Thefc motives have induced me to relinquiih the poft of Seedafere,. 
and to collcft the whole of my force at this place. I have accordingly made a 
difpofition, either to defend my pofition againft the Sultaun, if he (hould again 
venture to attack it, or to move in defence of any part of the Coorga Rajah's Ter- 
ritories that the enemy may threaten, provided it iball encjanger our magazine of 
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provifions i otherwife I (hall remain on the defenfive, until 1 receive advice from 
General Harris. 

14. Since the adlion of the 6th, the enemy have continued in their camp at 
Periapatam, nor have I any intelligence either of the Sultaun's defign*, or of the 
motives that induced hixn to undertake his preTent enterprize. It is not likely that 
he will remain longer in this neighbourhood than after he receives intelligence of 
General Harris having entered the Myfore. As my communication with General 
Harris is become infecure^ I muft take the liberty of requcfting your Lordihip to- 
inform him of fuch part of thefc particulars aa may appear to you neceflary*

P. S. By ft)me prifoners who have been juft now brought in by the Coorga Rajah's 
people, I am informed that the lofs of the enemy was very great, and that many 
men of the firfi diftinftion fell. They mention Seyed or Meer Ghefar, and the Benky 
Naboh, who led the center attack^ among the killed. It. \s added, however, that 
^e Saultaun is colle&tng more forces, and is determined to make a fecond attack.

The wounded prifontr ftace8> that bis name is Mosan Khan, and th^t be K 
Bukfhy of the Mudjid or 5th Cuccherry, confifting of about 2^000 men. 

That on the day of the aftion, the Column with which he attacked was com* 
pofed of three Cutcherries, the Futtah adan Khan Bukfby, the Suddoor GhooUxn 
Aly Suddor Bukffay, and Mudjid. The Keer Keeran Meer Haflen led 4he firft 
Divifion, and that Baber Jung commanded the whole Column, which might amount 
to about 5,500 men ; that the Mudjkl Cutcherry, of which he is Bukfl^y, occupied 
the center, and emerged into the road where our two fix pounders were left« add * 
attributes the failure of the enterprize to the prematurenefs of die attack in front. 
That Khana Jahan and Ruzza Sahel, the lame who commanded at Gbaaiaoor^ led 
the attack in front with 3 or 4,000 men. 

That he left Pultan with Tippoo's army three days before that of the attack ; 
he varies with regard to the force now with Tippoo, from forty to twenty Culhoons, 
and twenty to twenty-five thoufand men, and two Cutcherries of horfe, of about feven 
DC eight hundred each. 

That there are nine guns attached to each Cutcheny of foot, and that they arc 
now at Periapatam. 

That Keer Saheb commanded the column which took the center of the plain, 
attended by the Benky Nabob. 

That Keer Kummer Uj Deen is at prefent with the army, as well as Tipppo's 
three Ions. 

That Seyed, or Keer G. Nofan, by which he was indiicriminately called, rode 
on the day of the aflion a dark coloured horfe, approaching to black, and wore a 
green turban. 

That Seind Saheb commands the troops to the eaftward of Pultan, and that 
I Lally's corps is Rationed a few Cofs on this fide of Bangalore, but that there are no 
. £uropeans prefent with the Sultaun.

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Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable Lord Clive to the Secret 
Committee of the Court, of Directors; ciated Fort St. George, 
17th April 1799. 

Gentlemen, Fort St. George, 17th April 1799 

Uriderftanding that the Governor General tranfmits to the Court of Dircdon, 
by the prefent Difpatch, a full and detailed account of the war in which we are en- 
gaged with Tippoo Sultaun, and of the circumftances and motives which have 
determined his Lordfhip in the choice of the meafures which he has purfued relative 
thereto, I (hould remain fatisfied with what is written in the Letter of this Govern- 
ment, of this day's date, to the Secret Committee, did it not occur to my mind, that 
it may be fatisfaftory to you to know more explicitly my fentiments upon the adtoal 
flateof our affairs refpefting the war; and that I ihould not do juftice to the Gover- 
nor General, if I did not exprefs my fenfe of the conduct which has put us in a 
fituation of fuch fair and well-grounded expeftations as that in which we are now 
placed. Upon my arrival here, the end of Auguft laft, I entertained the moft ferious 
apprehenfion of the Sultaun's invading the Carnatic; which had he done, very 
difficult would it have been to have affembled the whole of our army, and vain 
would have been the hope of coUedting a fufficiency of fupplies and cattle to enable 
us to undertake the fiege of Seringapatanii this feafon, and finifh the war in one Cam- 
paign. But the fortune of the Company prevented, and poffibly the complete fuccefs 
of the meafure of annihilating the French party, and encreafing the fubiidiary force 
at Hyderabad, planned with fo much wifdom by the Governor General, and executed 
with fo much ability by Colonel I^berts, under the direAion of the Refident, Captain 
Kirkpatrick, confounded the Sultaun and deterred him from bringing upon the Car- 
natic fo fevere a calamity. ^ 

From the time I was acquainted with the views and intentions of the Governor 
General, it became the objedt of my conftant folicitude, in conjunction with the 
other Members of this Government, to promote, his meafures by the moft zealous 
and cordial co-operation; and we had the gratification, upon his Lordfhip's arrival 
here, the end of laft year, to receive his full and entire approbation of the exercioos 
7. . .that 
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that had been made* and of the advanced (late in which he found our preparations 
for war. Since that period the fame wifdom and energy which had charafterized the 
Governor Generars Councils, has guided our exertions, and we have had the fatis* 
fa£lion to know, that the moft formidable and bcft equipped Bricifh army that ever 
took the field in India, combined with a refpedable force from the Nyzam, entered 
Myfore the 5th of laft Month. Bombay has not been lefs forward in. its exertions ; 
and the. two victories, obtained by General Stuart on the 6th March, and by 
General Harris on the 27th, are prefages of future fuccefs, and ferve to evince how 
little Tippoo is able, without French aid, to contend againft the force which is aflail- 
ing hitn. The cfFcftual afliftance of the Nyzam, the clofe connedion fabfifting 
between that Prince and the Company, and the" powerful flatc of our armies, 
encourage us to expedt a fpeedy and glorious termination to thfc conteft. The irre- 
concileable hatred .of the Sultaun, and the uncertain Hate of the French in Egypt, of 
whom we have no accounts to be depended upon fince Auguft laft, when Buonaparte 
was dill at the head of 17 or 18.^000 men, authorize and point out the neceflity of 
continuing the war till we can obtain complete fecurity, and eftabliih the foundations 
of a durable and undifiurbed peace. / .

The ezpcnfes of preparation have, from their extent, been unavoidably great : 
but as we have reafon to expe& that, if the war is not entirely finiihed in one Cam- 
paign, the Weight of it will, I truft, upon the whole, prove an economical one ; and 
that the acquifitions we may gain, and the fecurity we ihall derive from them, will 
amply repay the cxpenfes we fliall have incurred. 

Concurring as I do in the views of the Governor General, bearing teftimony to 
the wifdom and decifion of his councils, and fenfible of the advantages which muft 
ever refult from the perfon who has the controul of the Company's affairs, and the 
ineans of drawing forth the refources of the three Prefidencies being as near the fcenc 
of aftion as poffible in a conteft like the prefent, I defire to affure you of my con- 
tinuing to give my utmoft fupport and moft cordial co-operation to raeafures which 
bid fair to rcfleft fo much honor upon Lord Mornington's Adminiftration, and to 
fecure the moft folid advantages to the Company and the Britifh Empire. In thefc 
fentiments I am moft heartily joined by the other Members of this Government.

Honorable the Governor General ; dated Seringapatam, the 4th 
of May, 1799. 

I have the pleafure to inform you, that this day at one o'clock a divifion of the 
army under my command aflaulted Seringapatam ; and that at half paft two o'clock 
the place was entirely in our pofTellion* Tippoo Sultaun fell in the aflault. Two of 
his Sons, the Sultaun Paudfhaw, and Moyen ud Dien, are prifoners, with many of 
the principal Sirdars. Our lofs is trifling : our fuccefs has been complete. I will 
fend to your Lordihip detail hereafter.

Honorable Sirs, 

1. On the nth inftant, we had the honor of forwarding to your Honorable 
Court the copy of a fliort Difpatch from Lieutenant General Harris, announcing the 
event of the fall of Seringapatam, and the death of Tippoo Sultaun, 

2, Having fince received from Lieutenant General Harris the details relative yjj^ j. • 
to that memorable conqueft, we enclofe, for your information, a copy of the Com- fure, N? i. 
mander in Chiefs Letter to the Right Honorable the Governor General 5 of which 
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we have thought it advifable to omit a paflage containing matter on which an im- 
portant political arrangement aAually depends, and we have, therefore^ no doubi 
that It will be more fatisfadory to your Honorable Court, that this fubjcft fhould 
for the prefent, be communicated only to the Secret Committee. 

3. Having already congratulated your Honorable Court upon the important 
event of the capture of Seringapatam, and having affured you of the moft vigilant 
attention of the Governor General in Council to improve the advantages which may 
be expefled to arife from this brilliant and decidve fuccefs, it is our principal objeft 
in this addrefs, to draw the attention of your Honorable Court to the merits of that 
gallant army which achieved the conqueft of the Capital of Myfore. 

4. We have no doubt that your Honorable Court will view with admiration 
the confummate judgment with which the affault was planned, the unequalled rapi- 
dity, animation, and (kill, with which it was executed, and the humanity which 
diftinguiftied its final fuccefs. 

5. The luftre of this vidory caa be equalled only by the fubftantial advan- 
tages which it promifes to eftablifh, by reftoring the peace and fafety of the Britilb 
Poflcflions in India on a durable foundation of genuine fccurity ; and your Honor- 
able Court will affuredly concur in the fentiments of national pride, (atisfaaioo 
and gratitude with which werefleA, thar^ in this arduous crifisy the fpirit and exer- 
tions of the Indian army have kept pace with thofe of our countrymen at home 
and that in India, as in Europe, Great-Britain has found in the maJevoIcnt defigns 
of herenertiies, an increafing fource of her own profperity, fame, and power. 

6. Under the warmed imprcflions of its difcipline, zeal, and valour, we beg 
leave to recommend this brave and gallant army to the favorable notice of your 
Honorable Court, and to the applaufe and gratitude of their King and Country*

' May, 1799. 

My Lord, 

« 

On the. 4th inftant I bad the honour to addrefs to. your LordQiip an hafty 
note, containing, in few words, the fum of our fuccefs, which I have now to report 
more In detail. 

^ The fire of our batteries, which began to batter in breach on the 30th Aprif, 
bad on the evening of the 3d inftant fo much deflrpyed the walls againft which it 
was direfted, tha't the arrangement was then made for afiaulting the place on the 
following day, when the breach was reported pardicable ; the troops intended to 
be employed were ilationed in the trenches early in the morning /of the 4tb, that no 
extraordinary movement might lead the enemy to expeA the aflaulr^ which I had 
determined to make in the heat of the day, as the time belt calculated to enfure 
fuccefs, as their troops would then be lead prepared to oppofe us. 

Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken from thofe regiments neceflarily 
left to guard our camp and outpofls, followed by the 12th, 33d, 73d, and .74th 
regiments, and three corps of grenadier fepoys, taken from the troops of the three 
Prefidencies*, with 200 of His Highnefs the Nizam's Troops, formed the party for 
.the affault, accompanied by 100 of the Artillery, and the corps of Pioneers, and fup- 
ported in the trenches by the battalion companies of the Regiment de Meuron, and 
four battalions of Madras Sepoys. Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieutenant Colonels 
Dunlop, Dairy mple, Gardiner, and Mignan, commanded the feveral flank corps, 
and Major General Baird was entrufted with the direction of this important fervice» 

« 

At one .o'clock the troops moved from the trenches, croffed the rocky bed of 
the Cavery, under an extremely heavy fire, paflfed the glacis and ditch, and af- 
cended the breaches in the Faufle Braye and rampart of the Fort, furmounting, in 
the moft gallant manner, every abftacle which ^he difficulty of the palTage, and the 
refiftance of the enemy, prefented to oppofe their progrefs. Major General Baird 
had divided his force for the purpofe of clearing the ramparts to the right and left. 
One divifion was commanded by Colonel Sherbrooke, the other by Lieutenant 

£ > Colonel 
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Enciofure in Colonel Dunlop : the latter was dlfabled in the breach ; but both corps, although 
^ N? XV. ftroDgly oppofed, were completely fucccfsful. Refiftance continued to be made 
from the palace of Tippoo for feme time after all Hring had cea'fed from the works : 
Two of his Sons were there, who, on affurance of fafety, furrendered to the troops 
furrounding them; and guards were placed forthe proteftion of the family, moft of 
whom were in the palace. It was foon after reported that Tippoo Suliaun had 
fallen ; Syed Saheb, Meet Saduc, Syed Gofar, and many other of his Chiefs, were 
alfo flain. Meafures were immediately adopted to ftop the confufion, at firft una- 
voidable in a city ftrongly garrifoned, crowded with inhabitants, and their property 
in ruins from the fire of a numerous artillery, and taken by aflault. The Princes 
were removed to Camp. 

It appeared to Major General Baird fo important to afcertain the fate of the 
Suliaun, that he caufed Immediate fearch to be made for his body, which, after 
much difficulty, was found late in the evening in one of the gates, under a heap of 
the flain, and foon after placed in the Palace. The corpfe was the next day recog- 
nized by the Family, and interred with the honours due to his rank In the Maufb- 
leum of his Father. 

The flrength of the Fort Is fuch, both from its natural pofition and the llupen- 
dous works by which it is furrounded, that all the exertions of the brave troops 
who* attacked it, in whofe pralfe it is impoflible to fay too much, were required to 
place it in our hands. Of the merits of the army, I have exprefled my opinion in 
Orders, a copy of which I have the honour to enclofe ; and I iruft your Lord/hi'p 
will point out their fervlces to the favourable notice of their King and Country. 

I amforry to add, that on collecting the returns of our lofs, it is found to have 
been much heavier than I had at firft imagined. 

On the 5th inftant, Abdul Khalic, the elder of the Princes, fotraerly hoftages 
with Lord Cornwallts, furrendered himfclf at our out-pofts, demanding protection ; 
Kcrim Saib, the brother of Tippoo, had before fought refuge with Meer Allum 
Behauder. A Cowl Namah was yeflerday dtfpatched to Fatteh Hyder, the elded 
fon of Tippoo, inviting him to join his brothers; Purneah and Meer Kummer Odeen 
Khan, have alfo been fummoned to Serlngapatam i no anfwers have yet been re- 
ceived, but 1 expe^ them fhortly, as their families are in the Fort. .

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3. The Paper, (a) N? i. is a letter from Tippoo SoUaon to the Executive DiVeo- 
tory, and appears to be an attefted copy of that which was difpatched by M. Dubuc^ 
with two Native Vakeels, on the 7th of February, 1799. The Letter however •!« 
dated the aoth of July 1798, at which time the military preparations jn the Carna- 
ttc had fcarcely commenced. 

4. Your Honorable Committee will obferve, that in this Letter Tippoo Sul- 
taun, in the moft diftinft manner, ftates the nature of his late cmbaffy to the J-fle 
of France to have been the fame which I have defcribed in my minute of the 12th 
of Auguft, and in my Letter tp Tippoo Sultaun of 8th November, notwithftanding 
that he had^endeavoured to put a different colour on the tranfaftion in his letter to 
me of the i8th December 1798, and received at Fort St. George 25th December. 

5. It is equally remarkable, that he does not attempt to allege againft the 
Briti^ Government any ground of complaint fince the conclufion of the laft war. 

6. The objed of his offcnfivc afld dcfcnfive alliance with France, appears to have 
been not merely the recovery of his former dominions^ but the cxpulfion of the 
EngliQi from all their rich pofleffions in India, and the utter annihilation of their 
power in Afia. 

7. You will further obferve, that he declares it to be his intention to com- 
mence the attack on the firli favourable occafion, and, on the whole, ttat he pro- 
fefles to make common caufe with France, under the moft folemn proteftations 
of fidelity and zeal to the Republic. 

8. The Paper, (b) N? 2, is a Note of the 'demands whicl^ Tippoo Sultaun's 
Ambaffadors were authorized by him to make upon the Executive Diredtory at Paris; 
they correfpond in fubftance with the rcquifitions announced in M. 'Malartic'a. 
Proclamation at the Mauritius. 

9. In the articles 5 and 6, you will perceive t!iat the Sultaun intended -to 
commence his operations in the heart of the Carnatic, in concert with a French 
^rmy to be landed at Porto Novo ; anrf that he did not propofe to wait the adual 
arrival of the French force, but was refolved to make^himfelf mafter of the Coaft 
of Coromandel as foon as he fhould find it convenient, after having received notice, 
of the motions of the French. 

7 10. In 
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10, In article 7, it appears that the Portuguefe Colonies in this quarter of 
India were to have been dtvidcd between Tippoo S'uhaun and the French, All the 
articles of his Paper demand particular attention, as tending to prove, in the mod 
conclufive manner, the entire devotion of this infatuated Prince to his alliance with 
France. This Paper^fo is dated on the 20th of July 1798, both Papers are (igned' 
in the Sultaun's own hand writing, according to the abbreviated form of fignature 
which he was accuftomed to ufe in ^11 his Letters and other official Documenm 
This mode of fignature is ufuaLiuAong the Natives of Hindoftan^ and no doubt 
can be entertained of the authenticity of the Papers* 

11. Your Honorable Committee will obferve, that the Letter from Tippoo 
Sultaun to me^ which was deceived at Fort St. George on the 13th of February, 
muft have been written fubfequently to the difpatch of the Papers now enclofed, as 
M. Dubuc, with the Sultaun's two natiVe Vakeels, embarked at Tranquebar on the 
7th of February. 

I have the honour to enclofc two other Papers, N? 3 and 4, in the French VidtP*i6i. 
language, found alfo in the Palace of Seringapatam.

and ally of Ram Rajah, I was aftonifhed, that this friendfhip, deranged by fome 
event, never had been renewed. It is very common in Europe, -that one Power, 
after having been at war with its neighbour^ -re-becomes its ally and friend. You 
have been at war with the Ba9ha : I conceive it necefTary that all refentment Ihould 
be forgotten, that the old quarrels fliould be extinguiflied, and that it is requifite to 
the two Princes to form a treaty of alliance and friendihip, in a firm manner, and 
futtable to their reciprocal interefts. If I was in India, I would prefs you much, 
as well as the Sultaun, believing that my wiihes would be fulfilled. But it is re- 
fervcd for you to have the merit of re-uniting thcfe two Powers : — You are the 
counfellor and friend of your King ; you manage his affairs fo advantageouily, that 
if ytm find this alliance worthy (and I have no doubt of it) he will fuffrr you C0 
make him the propofKlon, and the two Princes will eafily underftand each other.

The intelligence which I have received this day from Seringapatam, induces 
me to believe that I (hall be able to effetS a fettlement of the country without quitting 
thfis Prefidency. My Brother and Lieutenant Colonel Kirkpatrick, are far advanced 
on their way towards Myfore, and I Ihajl wait for their report before I move from 
hence. I requeft you to apprize the Court of Dire<£tors of the probability of my 
being able to raife the laveftment nearly to the ftandard originally propofed. 

The advices from Egypt are by no means fatisfadtory ;. it appears, that the 
French had gained fome confiderablc advantages in Syria, and had taken the town ^ 
of Jpppa \ it alfo appears^ that they had fortified Suez, and had begun ^ to colled:

'C«ft at the head 'of the Arabian Gulph. The Centurion and Albatrofs, and two 
of the Company's cruizers, were gone up the Red Sea for the purpofc of deffroying 
the craft collefted, and of preventing the colleftion of more. The Pnnccfi Charlotte 
Indiaman, armed, together with the Fox. frigate, were probably off the Streights 
of Babelmandel, having quitted Bombay with that dcftination fome time before. 
The laft intelligence of Commodore Blankctt, was of the month of January, when 
he was contending with adverfe winds off the Coaft of Africa, a very few degrees to 
the Northward of the Line. Admiral Rainier was at Cananore on the 8th of May; 
it is a fatisfaftory circumftance to refleft, that if the French (hould be able, by any 
accidept, to pulh a fowfe to India by fea, after Admiral Rainier (hall have quitted 
bis ftation, they will find no friend to fupport them ; their arrival, under our prcfent 
circumftances, would, I am perfuadedi only ferve to add another triumph to the 
Britifli Arms in India.

Honorable Sirs, 

No particulars comment is required from me, to illuftrate the numerous advan- 
tages which cannot fail to flow from the brilliant and decifive achievement an* 
jiounced to your Honorable Court, in the Difpatch of the Governor General in 
Council of this date; but I cannot refrain from offerring to you my feparate and 
mod cordial coogi^atulations on an event, the glory of which has never been fur- 
pafied (if it has ever been equalled) in the hifiory of the military tranfadions of the 
Britiih Nation in India. 

I have the honor to enclofe, for the information of your Honorable Court, a 
copy (N? I.) of a letter addrefled to me by Major Beration, one of my Aides de Vide Enclo* 
Camp, whofe extraordinary abilities and excellent character originally recommended f^^^i ^^ '* 
him to my notice. He was principally entruftcd with the arduous eharge of plan- 
.ning and conducing the approaches and attack of the army at Seringapatam. From 
.his letter it appears, that the fall of Seringapatam, under all the circumftances which 
.accompanied that event, has placed the whole Kingdom of Myfore, with all its 
refources, at the difpofal of your Government ; and that the only Power in India, 
to which the French could look for afiiftance^ or which could be deemed formidable 
.to your intereft, is now deprived of all vigour, if not entirely extind. When your 
Honorable Court recolleds, that thefe advantages have been acquired within four 
months from the date of my arrival at this Prefideocy, and within two from the 
period of the army's entrance into Myfore, I truft you will be of opinion^ that your 
fervants have not been deficient in alacrity or diligence. 

When Lieutenant Geperal Harris took the field, I thought it my duty to 
inveft him with the mod: efficient and extehfive powers, which it w^ poQibte for 
nie to delegate; and he has carried with him, to the gates of Seringapatam^ the 
full vigour and energy of your Supreme Government. To the judicious cxercife of 
cbis an^pk authority, combined with the liberal fupplies which had been provided 
for the army, may be afcribed, in a great meafure, the unparalleled rapidity and 
promptitude of i^s operations. I have the further fatisfadion to add, that the parti- 
cular detail of thoife operations, which I (hall hereafter fubmit to your Honorable 
.Court, will furniQi the moft brilliant examples of judgment, fkill, difcipline, firm- 
nefs^and valour, under many arduous trials^ of all thofe diftinguilhed qualities.

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The dreadful fate of Tippoo Sultaun cannot be contemplated without emotion* 
of pain and regret : but 1 truft it will fcrvc as a falutary IcObn to the Native 
Princes of India, and will prove the danger of violating public engagements, and 
inviting foreign invafion, for the protecution of fchemes of ambition and kaired 
againll the Britiih Power. He was interred within his own capital, on the d»y fol- 
lowing its capture, in the Maufoleum of his Father, with the honours of war paid to 
his remains by the Britiih army. I am perfuaded that your Honorable Court will 
derive peculiar fatisfadion from the intelligence that his Family and Palace fuffciMi 
no infult or violence, during the heat of the aflault, and have fince been protedlcd 
with the utmoA care. 

Previous to General Harris's departure from theCarnatic, I appointed a Com- 
mtflion to aflift him in all matters relating to political negotiation, and i forniflied 
him with inftruftions applicable to' every contingency which I could then forcfte. 
The conduct of the CommiOioners under General Harris's ordtfB has hitherto been 
completely fatisfa^ory to me ; but the prefent cnfis appearing to demand my own 
immediate direction, it is my intention to proceed, withoot delay, to Ryafcoiiah, and 
from thence^ eventually, to Seringapstam, for the purpofe of adjufting the aSwrs df 
the Kingdom of Myforc, on fuch a foundation as fhall permanently ellabiilh the 
tranquillity of your poffeflions in this quarter of India. As it wiTl require fomc days 
to make the ncccflary preparations for my journey, I have difpakcbtd my Privaift 
Secretary Mr. Henry Wellelley, and my Military Secretary Lieutenant Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, diredly to Seringap^tam, with fuch orders as appear immediately re- 
quifite for the guidance of Lieutenant General Harris. In the mean-while, the 
enclofcd cxtraft (N? 2.) of a letter from Captain Macaulcy to my Military Secretary 
will fatisfy your Honorable Court, that Lieutenant General Harris has proceeded 
with the fame difpatch and judgment, in fccurlng the advantages of his prefent 
fituation, which he manifefted In obtaining it.

until the fury of the dorm was over; and the families of the principal Chiefs of 
the Sultaun's army having been detained prifoners in the Fort, and now fallen into 
cur hands; are altogether a chain of ftrch fbrttmatrtvents, and fo highly advan* 
tageousj that nothing feems to be wanting to enfure an immediate peace throughout 
the Peninfula. 

No account has yet been taken of the treafure, but from what has been feen it

The interrupted ftate of the communicarioQ 
between Seringapatam and this Prefidency, has not been favorable to the tranfmiflion 
of minute and copious information^ cither by Lieutenant General Harris or b/ 
individuals.

Seringapatam, when 1 addrelTed your Honorable Court on the (a) 22d April, were

this Letter, General Harris briefly replied, by referring the Sultaun for an exphna*

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3. Major General Floyd** detachment, and the army of Bombay, joined the Vide Enclo- 
«rmy before Seringapatam in the afternoon of the 14th of April. A large* body cf fure,iN?a. 
the Cavalry of the Enemy, under the command of Kummecr-o-dien Khan, had at- f 
tended themclofely, during their march from Periapatam, but without having been 

able to make the ilighcft impreSion upon them. 

4. The army under Lieutenant General. Stuart rcfted on thei5thy. and on VideN?3 
the morning of the i6th croffing the Cavery, took< up a po£t.ion extending from near & 4. ^ 
ks northern bank towards the Eedgah, while General Floyd, with the lefc wing 

and Cavalry, moved to the Dclawa Eery (a tank beyond Myfore) to cover a pary 
Unt out the preceding night to collect cattle and (heep, and to examine the new 
fort of Myfore. The party returned with confiderable fuccefs, the evening of the 
x6th ; and on the lyth^General Floyd's divifion encamped near the arqiy. 

5. The enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north fide of the Vid^Enclo- 
Tiver, which was on the line of enfiJade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employ- ^«'"«> Nf 4r 
inga great number of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as cover to one 

of our batteries. General Stuart was direded to attack it, on the afternoon of the 
I7th^ from his divifion, which was on this occafion reinforced by His Majefty's 
74th regiment and a Native Battalion from' the main army, while his attack was- 
affil!ted by the fire of cannon from the pofis in advance. In a very fhort time, the 
enemy was driven from the poft, within 900 yards of the weftern angle of the Fort.* 
A favourable opportunity prefented itfelf^ at the fame time, for advancing our pofts- 
on the fouthren fide of the river^ in connexion with General Stuart's attack, a 
NuUahj deftined to form a firft parrallel, was feized, after fome conteft, by th& 
troops on duty.

which proved a moft arduous fervice ; for although he marched from Caveryporam

He had been 
clofely followed on his march from Seringapatam, by the enemy's Cavalry, headed 
by Kummef*o-dicn Khan, who liowever had not oppofed any ferious refiftance to 
his progrefs. On the 6ch of May, the united detachments of General Floyd and 
Colonel Read were reinforced^by the fouthern dWHion of the arniy, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Brown, and on the 7ih the whole, with their convoy, 
moved forward from Hannoor towards Seringapatam.- General Floyd expeded to 
be harailed by the enemy's Cavalry in his return to the army ; but in the meati* 
while events had taken place at Serkigapatam, which removed this, and every other 
obftacle cof an hoftile nature. .

14. The confummate judgment with which this rapid and brilliant campaign 
has been conducted by the Commander in Chief, and by the feveral Officers em- 
ployed under him from His Majefty's fervice, and from the three Prelidencies of 
Fort William, Fort St. George, and Bombay; the difcipline, valour, alacrity and 
zeal, manifefted univerfally throughout the whole body of the united Army, and thtf 
particular luftre and value of the conqueft achieved on the 4th of May, cannot fail

The difpatch of the 29th ultimo, referred to in that of the 3d inftant, has 
not yet reached me. It is not poffible for me to fix the fum which may be required 
for the ufe of the army, but 1 hope as large an amount of fpecie, allotted for this 
fcrvice, may be forwarded to the neareft fecure ftation, fo as to reach us by the end 
of May: till that fime I hope our funds will fuffice. The lealt expenditure may be 
calculated at two lacks of pagodas a month. GgmTiII Floyd's detachment, and Ae 
Bombay Army, joined us this afternoon. I iball, without dday, arrange a force to 
proceed under General Floyd, and bring Colonel Read's Benjarries fafely to us. 
TJie materiah for the fiMe are in great forward nefs, and I hope to be enabled to 
break cround two days from this date. I have heard nothing of Colonel Brown 
or bis force.

I have the honor to report to your Lordlhip, that the Bombay Army croffcd 
the Cavcry this morRiDg, and took up a ftrong pofition north of the river, to co- 
operate in the fiege from that fide, I am forry to add, that this morning, on mca- 
furing the rice, to afccrtaia the exafit quantity in ftore, we difcovered that, from lofs 
or fraud, the bags were fo cxrremely deficient, that only eighteen days rice, at half- 
allowance, is in Camp for the fighting men. Unlcfs Colonel Read's Bei^arries arrive 
before the 6th of May, the Army will be without provifion. There is plenty of 
provifions in the Coorga country, bur we have . no means to convey or efcort thepi 
hither.

On the 5th inftant I wrote to your Lordlhip by General Floyd ; and as my letter 
was tranfmitted to the Coaft of Malabar from Periapatam, I truft it reached you in 
fafety, and gave information of the proceedings of the Army to that date. On 
the night of the 5th, the poll formerly occupied by General Abcrcrombte*s Pkquct, 
and the village of Sultanpett, were attacked ; but the obfcurity of the night was 
unfavorable to our advance, ^nd the firft of thefe pofts only was in part feized. A 
renewal of the attack became neceflary on the morning of the 6th, which was com- 
pletely fuccefsful, putting us in pofl[effion of a ftrong line of pofis, frofn very near 
the Bank of the Cavery to Sultanpett, which formed the right of our pofitioit. The 
nature of theie attacks was fuch» that fome lofs was to be expe&ed. Major Colin 
Campbell, of the Honorable Company's fervice. Lieutenants George Nixon and 
>Falla, of the 12th Regiment, with Fitzgerald of the 33d, were killed; Lieutenants 
N. Nixon and King, of the 12th, and Brooke of the Bengal Artillery, wounded; 
eleven Europeans killed, fifty wounded, fourteen miffing; nineteen Natives killed^ 
feventy*five wounded.

Major General Floyd macched for Ptriapatam early on the 6th, and on the 7th Enclofurcia 
the cavalry of the Enemy followed. We continued in quiet ^poflVflion of the pofts N? XXL 
we had feized, and bufily eniployed in preparing materials for the works, during 
the abfence of this Detachment, which returned on the 14th, accompanied by the 
Bombay Army, A very large body of the Enemy's cavalry had haraflcd their 
inarch, but without attempting any determined attack. The fatiguing marches 
made by this divifion of our troops, rendered one day's halt neceflary ; but on the 
i6th General Stuart crofled the Cavery, taking up a pofition, extending from near 
its nonbern bank towards the Eedgab, while General Floyd, with the left wing 
and cavalry, moved to ' the Delawa Eery (a tank beyond Myfore) to cover a party 
fent out the preceding night, to colled cattle and (heep, of which we were greatly 
in want for the European troops, and to examine the new fort of Myibre, in which 
there is no water. The party returned with coniiderable fuccefs the evening of the 
i6th; and on the 17th) General Floyd's Divifion encamped near our line. The 
Enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north (ideof the river, which is 
on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employing a great number 
of men in levelling a height intended to be ufed as a cover to one of our batteries> 
General Stuart was diredted to attack it yefierday afternoon from his divifion, which 
was on this occi^n reinforced by His M^efty's 74th Regiment, and the Native 
Battalion from mine, and bis attack was idfiued by the fire of cannon from our poAs 
in advance. In a very (hort time, the enemy was driven from the poft, within nine ' 
hundred yard3 of the weftern angle of the Fort, and a favorable opportunity prefented 
itfelf of advancing our pofts on the foutbern fidp of the river, in connexion with 
this attack. A Nullah» which will form the firft parallel, was fe?zed, after fome 
conteft^ by the troops on duty. The Enemy have fome ftrong entrenchments (at 
the ruins of a powder-mill) clofe in front of this poft, which at prefent rather confine 
ft; but as a fiz-gun battery was finiflied in the oourfe of laft*night at the poft feized 
by General Stuart, in which fix eighteen-pounders will be placed this night, I expert 
to convert their entrenchments to our ufe in the courfe of to-morrow, and very ihortly 
to eKabliih a battery near the fpot they now cover. 

Major General Floyd, with all the Cavalry, and three battaHons of Native 
Infantry, marches to-morrow morning towards Caveryporam, to meet Colonel Read, 
and efcort his BenjsirTies to Camp. ' Their arrival is of the utmoft confeq^uence, as 
on meafuring our bags, 10 afcerrain what rice they really contained, they were found 
fa much diminiihed by lof^ or fraud, that eighteen days provifion for the fighting 
men, at half-allowance, is all that remains in Camp; our fupplics muft therefore 
arrive before the 6th of May, to fave us from extreme di/trefs. ' I hopej even before 
that time, the place will be in our pofTeflion. Tippoo has fliewn no wifti to negoib 
tiate. The advanced period of the feafon, joined to our want of provifions, renders 
any propofition from us too hazardous. No fecurity, but poffeflion of the Fort^ , 
could now juftify our delaying the operation of the fiege for an inftant. On this 
ptinciple I fiiall ad, conceiving it to accord with the fpirit of your Lordihip's in*

On the 1 8th inftant, I had the honor to addnefs to your LordQtip a report of 
fhe proceedings of the army to that date, which was gtvea in cbai^ to Geoerai 
Floyd, who on the tpth marched with the Cavalry^ a brigade of Native Ja&BtTy, 
and the Nizam's hortS, to meet Colonel Read near Caveryporam, and affift in 
efcorting the Benjarries to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the north 
fide of theCayery, to enfilade the Enemy's intrcticfaraents in front of our intended 
attack. The 20th, in the evening, thc moft advanced of thefe was carried by our 
troops, and a parallel eftablilhed on thc fpot. On that night, thc Letter, of which 
a tranl^ation is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night of the 
2tft, a battery for fix guns was erefled, near the ruins of the powder-mill ; and as a 
violent attack ^as made before day of the aid, on all General Stuart's pofts, four 
guns and two howitzers opened from this battery on thc Fort this morning, with con- 
iiderablb effcdt, in dcftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Tcfterday, after confulting the Commiffioners appointed to aflift me in fubjeds 
<»f apolitical arrangement, and with Meer Alium Bebauder, I determined, in -reply 
to the Sultaun, to tranfmit a draft of preliminaries, founded on your Lordfbip's 
paper, A, with fuch alterations, as the change of circamllanoes feemed to require in 
the fetttrity exaded. Additional hofiages in lieu of Forts, which now we have no 
time to receive. I have required, as boftages, four Sons of the Sultauti, and four of 
7 Bis 
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his principal Officers, to he fclcfled by me. Thefe, with the treafure, to be feot to Enclolkre tn 
fprty-cight hours to Camp ; or I rcferve to myfelf the power of extending the dc- ^* XliU 
mand even to the pofleflion of Seringapatam. The Letter was fent this day at noon. 
A duplicate of your Lordihip's Letter of the 29th ultimo has been received from the 
Coorga Country. The particular accounts you require cannot now be fent. We 
want only provifions and cattle at prefenc : money will be neceflary next month. Of 
rice we have coUeded^ by various modes^ enough to fubfift our fighting men to the 
middle of May.

Deeming this a 
fafe conveyance, I now forward General Harris's difpatches, which will, doubticls, 
convey the latcft accounts from before Seringapatam. Since I Icfc General Harris 
on the 19th, nothing but rumours have reached me. It is faid, that Tippoo mad« 
an heavy attack on General Stuart's pofls, but was beat off with great flaught^r; 
and that he had immediately pofleflfed fome advanced and important pofls. Wheo 
I left General Harris, all were faogUine that we fhould be^nallers of Seriogapatam 
by May-day. 

I find Colonel Brown was not expected at Caveriporum before the end of the 
month. Colonel Read had advanced without his fupplies to open the pafs. I have 
written to Colonel Read ; and intend to return to Seringapatam, with fuch propor^ 
tion of fupplies as my troops may be able to cover, and with the leaft poifible delay. 
I propofe offering your Lordlhip a few details by another opportunity, Conftant 
movement, and being out all day, made it necelTary to halt to-morrow; but on the 
28th it is my intention to follow my advanced battalion to Marathally, 

The Enemy's horfe attend us, but fo artfully, that I am not mafler of their 
number. A Pandary Sirdar we took, makes their number very confiderable, but I 
have never feen on this trip above a couple of thoufand. There were, however, duft, 
and indications of fomething dill behind,

Artfck 4* 

One-half of tbe dominions of which Tippoo Sultaun was in poffeffion before tbe 
war, to be ceded to the AUieSt from the countries adjacent to their refpedive boun- 
daries, and agreeably to their fele&ion : and it is hereby agreed and determined, 
with a view to the prevention of delay, that the feveral diftriAs to be ceded by 
Tippoo Sultaun fhall betaken at the valuation at which they were refpe^ivelf ratcd^ 
in the accounts delivered in by his Vakeels, during the negotiation of the Treaty of 
Seringapatam in z 7 9 2 • 



Tippoo Sultaun to relinquHb, for ever, all chim to the lately difpated diftrid&of

Floyd^ v^ho on the )9th marcKed with the Civatry^ a brigade of Infaotry^ and the 
Nizam*s Horfe, to meet Colonel Read near Caveriporam^ and affift in efcoriing the 
5'en>arrie$ to Camp. That morning, a battery was opened on the nortb fide of the 
Cavery, to enfilade the encmy*s entrenchments in front of our intended attack* 
The 20th, in the morning, the moft advanced of thefe was carried by our troops, 
and a parallel eftablifhed on the fpoc. On that night, the Letter, of which a.tranf- 
lation is annexed, was received from Tippoo Sultaun. On the night of the lift, 
a battery of fix guns was eredled near the ruins of the powder-mill; and as a violent 
attack was made before day of the 22d, on all General Stuart!s poft^, four guns and 
two howitzers opened from this battery on the Fort this morning, with tronfiderable 
iDffeft, in deftroying its defences and reducing its fire. 

Yefierday, after confulting the Commiffioners appointed to affift me in fubjcdb 
of political arrangements, and with Meer AUum Behauder, I determined, in reply, 
to tranfmit a draK of Preliminaries founded on your Lordihip's paper B, with fuch 
alteradons as the change of circumftances feemed to require in the fecurity exafted^ 
Additional hoftages, an lieu of Forts, which now we have no time to receive. I have 
required as hoftages, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of his principal Officers, 
to be feleded by me. Thofe, with the treafure, to be fenc in forty-eight hours co 
Camp ; or I referve to myielf the power of extending the demand, even to the 
pofleffion of Seringapatam. The letter was fent this day at noon. A duplicate of 
your Lordihip's Letter of the 29th ultimo, has been received from the Coorga 
country* The particular accounts you require cannot now be fent. We want onlf 
provifions and cattle at prefent : money will be necefifary next month. Of rice wc 
have collected, by various modes, enough to fubfift our fighting men to the middle 
of May.

On the 24th inftant I had the honor to acknowledge your Lordfhip*s letter of 
the nth inftant, in a lett(fi', duplicate of which is annexed. On the 25th, I received 
letters from Colonel Read, which lead me to hope he has, ere this, joined General 
Floyd's diviiion, and that their united force is marching towards us* 

Our approaches to the Fort were advanced 250 yards on the night of the a^th, 
and a battery of four guns was ereded on the 25tb, which deftroyed the defences 
of fome works which bore on our attack. This opened wixh confiderable efiedt 
yefterday morning; and in the evening, the enemy's entrenchments in advance were 
attacked, and carried, not without an obftinate conteft, which continued through the 
night. Our troops now occupy their works, and their lodgement will^ I truft, this 
night, be made fecure. The pofleflion of thefe works is of great importance, as it 
gives us the ground on which the breaching battery muft be eredted ; and every 
circumftance .of the ficge promifes favorably. The enemy has dsfputed every inch 
of ground ; and the fpirit and conduft of the troops on every occaGon (and we have 
had fcveral) which required aniniated exertion, has been fuch as I cannot applaud 
ipo highly^

I yefterday reported to your Lordfliip the fucccfsful attack made the preceding 
evening oh the advanced works of the enemy. In the courfe of laft night, the 
pofition occupied by our troops wasHrongly fecurcd. This morning, a letter from 
Tippoo Sultaun, of which I annex a tranflation, was received. In reply, I have, re- 
ferred to the terms forwarded on the 22d, as thofe only on which I would treat, 
declining to admit any Vakeels, unlcfs they were accompanied by the hoftages and 
fpccie, in confequence of thofe terms being agreed to, and infifting on an anfwer by 
three o'clock to-morrow. 

This night, our breaching battery will be built, and its fire to-morrow will 
probably have confiderable effcS on the Sultaun's determination. No offer to nego- 
tiate ihall, for an inftant, delay our military operations; and every appearance of 
their prefent ftate and progrefs is extremely favorable.

This day 
ks fire has continued with increafed efiled ; and an additiboal battery, coQftru£ked 
laft night, is to open to-morrow, which will, I doubt not, fooa complete a prad'icable 
breach.

Copy of a Letter from the Right Honorable the Goternor General, 
to the Court of Directors ; dated 6th June^ i799* 

To the Honorable the Court of DireAors for Affairs of the Honorable the United 
Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

Honorable Sirs, 

Since the date of my laft t>f the 16th Bltinao^ I have received intelligence frcun 
Seringapatam, that Futteh Hyder, eldeft fon of Tippoo Sultauo, Puroeah^ the 
Dewan of the Sultaun^ and Meer Kummeer-o-deen^ had furrendered themfelves to 
Lieutenant General Harris, at Seringapatam. The whole of Tippoo Sultaun's Sons, 
thirteen in number, together with all his Sirdars of note» are now at Seringapacam.

■ "' ^ir <«b«<^ . tf .^< 
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The primary objcfts of General Harris's attention, after tlic fall of Seringapatam, 
were to difband the late Sultaun*s army, and to obtain poflelEon of the principal 
flrpng holds throughout his dominions. 

The meafurcs neceffary for effcding the firft of thefc objects were accordingfy 
taken^ through the agency of Purncah. The Sillchdar Horfe, of their own accord, 
returned to their lands : fome difcuflions, however, took place, with regard to the 
difpofal of the Bargeir, or ftable horfcs, which were at length terminated, on the i8th 
ultimo, by the aiSftance ot Purneah. 

The corps, formerly Lally's, has furrendcred ; and the Europeans compofing 
if, together with thofe under M. Chapuy, recently arrived from Mauritius, were 
fecuTcd, and have been fcnt prifoncrs of war into the Carnaiic. 



# • 



Upon the whole, 1 have the facisfadtlon to inform your Honorable Court, that 
the late Sultaun's army is now entirely difbahded. The ftable horfes, elephants, 
and camels, belonging to the Circar, have been delivered up, and many of the former 
have been allotted to complete deficient corps of the Company's cavalry, while others, 
not calculated for that fervice, have been appropriated to the ufe of His Higbnefs 
the Nizam. 

In the mean-time, the neceffary meafures h^ve been purfued, for taking pof- 
feffion of the remaining parts of the Sultaun's dominions. On the 13th, the army 
of Bombay, under the command of Lieutenant General Stuart, marched on its re- 
turn to Malabar, by the way of Coorga, with the intention of detaching troops to 
take pofTeffion of the diftridt of Canara. This army arrived4it Cananore on the 22<I, 

at which period, fortunately, the rains had not commenced in that quarter. 

• • • 

Circular orders were addreffed by Lieutenant-General Harris to the Commao* 
dants of the principal fortrefles in Canara, and fupported by fimilar requifittons from 
the Mecr'Suddoor (or General Superintendant of Garrifons)^l)nder the late Sultaun's 
government, requiring the furrender of their refpcAive forts to theBritifh troops, and 

giving them general affurances of favour and proteftion. There is every reafon to 
elievt^, that the forts will be. quietly delivered up; ''in which cafe, troops will be 
immediately detached by Lieutenant-General Stuart to occupy them. 

Similar meafures have been adopted, to obtain the furrender of the fofts in other 
parts of the late Sultaun*s dominions ; and, as far as our troops have yet proceeded, 
with uniform fuccefs. 

The villagers have returned to their occupations in mod parts of the country ; 
and the ftrongeft fymptoms have appeared, of a general difpofition to fubmit to the 
orders of the Britiih Government, without oppofition or reludtance. 

1 have great fatisfaftion in informing your Honorable Court, that the whole of 

the 
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Che }tte Tippoo Sultavn's records having been fortunately fecured^ they are found 

to contain a feries of Correfpondence between the Suitaun and the French. Previous 

to the departure of the Sarah Chriftianat I received fome of thefe documents ; and 

although incomplete, they appeared to be of fo much importance, that I forwarded 

copies of them to the Secret Committee by that conveyance. I have now the. honor N? XXIlt. 

to tranfmit to your Honorable Court a complete copy of the whole feries : No com- tt>XLVIII'. 

ment upon them can be neceflfary. The circumftances under which they were founds 

as well as the internal evidence which they contain, render their authenticity iodif- 

putable; 

I am flow occupied in framing a general arrangement of the affairs of Myfore, 
which I ' hope to be able to effcft in a ihort fpace of time« upon principles calculated 
to promote the incerefts and honor of the Honorable Company, and to fecure future 
tranquillity and fajfety to our Eaflern Dominions. It would be premature, at this time, 
to enter into a difcuiiion of the meafures in contemplation for this beneficial purpofe; 
I however ezped to compleat this arrangement without quitting this Prefidenpy, 
according to (ny firft intention.

Citizen Ripaud 
arrived in my country : after having fuftained an engagement, his fmall vefleJ had nearly 
foundered ^t fca ; as I have for a long time been dedrous of receiving intelJigencc from 
your nation/ I brought him to my ufual place of refidence* I queftioned him with 
regard to the operations of the war and to your condition, and I enquired whether you 
thought of your ancient Ally; he informed me of all your plans, and of your good inten- 
tions towards me and my country. His communications gave me cordial fatisfa^tion, 
and encouraged me to make the prefent advances towards a revival of intercourfe, by 
fending to you three of my confidential Chiefs, to tedify to you my friendship, and to 
renew our ancicfnt alliance. In the writing which I fend to you, you will perceive my 
attachment, fny difpofiticn, and the fcntiments of my heart for your nation, which I 
have always loved. Study the welfare of my country, as I ftudy that of yours.

Seringapatara, the 2d of April, 1797, ^^^ 
Citizens Rcprcfentatives, 5th Year of the French Republic, 

You cannot be ignorant of the fricndlhip which my father and myfelf have eyer 
aitcrlained for the French, I fought every opportunity of proving it during your 
former Government, and I have done all in my power, fince the commencement of 
your Revolution, to make known to you the fentiments of my heart. From want *of 
opportunity and of intercourfe with perfons acquainted with your cuftoms 'and man- 
ners, I have not been able, before this time, to inform you of my intentions. A for- 
tunate chance has fent me Citizen Ripaud (one of your officers) who at my requeft 
has'anfwered all the queftions which I put* to him. I conlider him to be worthy of 
my confidence, and frooi what he has told me, I perceive it is now the moment for 
me to revive the friendftiip which I have always entertained for your nation : I acknow- 
ledge the fublimity of your Conflitution, and as a proof of my fincerity, I propofe to 
yoiir nation and to you a treaty of alliance and fraternity, which (hall be for ever 
mdifibluble, and fliall be founded on republican principles, of fincerity and good 
faith ; to the ciid that you and your nation, with myfelf and my people, may become 
one family-, that the fame oath may bind us for life or for death; that your enemies may 
be mine, and thofe of my people ; and, that my enemies may be confidered as yours. 
Thus do I wilh henceforth to treat with my Allies. You now fee my difpofition to* 
wards your country. When I (hall receive a proof of yours, I will fulfil my pro* 
mifes ; but Citizens Reprefentatives, I will not fulfil thcfe engagements with you, 
until I fee your forces, as well naval as military, aftually arrive in India, 1 During 
the laft war (it is with regret that I am obliged to recall to your memory the difafters 
which my friend(hip for the French Nation has brought upon me) I maintained, 
with zeal and cournge, all the pretenfions of the French. The £ngli(h, the ambi- 
ti.'us Engli(b, not having fufficient confidence in their own ftrength and courage to 
attack me fingly, formed an alliance with the Marrattas and the Nizam, and attacked 
me in every quarter. At the very moment when I was on the point of conquering 
them, the French army, under the command of M.'de Coffigny, received an order from 
M, de BuflS to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and they were in want of 
nothing; but what filled me with indignation, was, that thofe orders extended to 
M. de Lally, who commanded a body of French in my pay, to withdraw himfelf 
with bis party : This I oppofed, and on juft grounds. From that moment, my'army 
became difgufled. Reduced fingly to my own refources, and abandoned by my 
Allies, I was compelled to mak« peace, with the lofs of half of my dominions, and 
three crores and thirty thcufand rupees in fpecie. Behold what have been my lo(res 
Reprefentatives ! What is paft is part : I have cited thefe truths in order to apprize 
you, that if I (houM declare war againft your enemies, I will not be deferred, nor 
(hall you have the power of making peace without my previous confent, nor without 

7 including 
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includitig myfclf and my Dcople in the treaty. For the fecurity of our reciprocal 
friendfliip and good faith, it is oeceflfary to ftipulate one preliminarf condition. It 
is this ; that as my people are ignorant of the cuftoms of the French Republicanst 
and as the Republicans are equally unacquainted with the cuftohns of my country, if 
one of the Citizens of either party^ ihould violate the cuftoms of the other, he fliall 
be reprimanded immediately by his own fuperior, without any intermption of the 
good underftanding and harmony, which ought to fubiift between good Allies. I 
infert this claufe, although Citizen Ripaud has aflured me, that the obfervance of 
the nioft fcvere difcipline and of rcfpeft for the laws exifts in the Republican sirmy: 
Mine (hall always be conduced in the fame manner. I require alfo, that the Com- 
manding Officer (h^U, always confult* me on every meafure which he may undertake 
for the defiruftion of our common enemy, becaufe I am acquainted with the country, 
its cuftoms, and manners. This is a refer vation that he canno; confider as offenfive. 
Happy moment! the time is come when I can depofit in the bofom of my friends, the 
hatred which I bear againft thofe oppreflbrs pf the human race. If you will aflift me, 
« in a Ihort time not an Englilhman fhall remain in India; you have the power and the 
n\eans'of effedling it by your free negroes. With thefe new Citizens (much dreaded 
by the Englilh) joined to your tcoops of the line, we will purge India of thefe villains. 
The fprings which I have touched have put all India in motion ; my friends are ready 
to fall upon the Englilh ; for every thing here rely on my difcretion. Your enemies^ 
as I have apprized you, (hall be mine. Now you are apprized of my defigns, delay 
not to inform me of yours, but make no promifes which you cannot perform. I have 
retained Citizen Ripaud to anfwer your letters, and I will give him a falary worthy 
of the fituation which he holds near my perfon. I entreat you not to be offended 
with him, but on the contrary to approve of what he has done, and to quiet his appre- 
henfioni of being confidered as a deferter of his country and of his colours^ (a lau« 
dable motive which interefts me for his welfare). I requeft you to authorise him to 
remain it^ his prefent flation with me for the fervice of his Country, of your Colonies, 
and of myfelf. I detained himi nordid he confent to remaiin till after much fblici* 
ration, being extremely attached to the Ifland of Bourbon, to which he belongs. In 
cafe you (hould confent to my propoiicions, it is neceflary that you fliould know the 
extent of my power to^fHft the French Republic, and its army. 

Jrticle 1. 

I engage, immediately on the arrival of the French troops on the Coaft, to vidua! 
botli the land and fea' forces, (European liquors excepted) and I will furnifli all ne* 
ceflaries, fuch as flour, rice, meat, wood, &c. 

Article 2.

I engage alfo to make advances of money for all the wants of the land and 
fca equipments. 

Articlt 3. 
I engage to provide all the bullocks neceflary for the Artillery of the Republican 

Troops, 
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troops as well as the bullocks^ camels^ and Lafcars, for carrying the baggage of the 
Officers and Soldiers^ 

Jrticle 4. 
I engage to provide palanquins for the Generak^^and horfes for the Officers of 
the troops of the Republic. 

Jriicle 5. 

In cafe the French Army Ihould happen to be in want of gunpowder, or other 
ammunitioni I engage to fupply it. 

Article 6, 

As foon as the French Army fliall have difembarked, I engage to nnarch with 
my troopss whieh (hall, in the firft inftance, confift of thirty thouUnd Cavalry, and 
thirty thoufand Infantry and Artillery, well difciplined, with arms, ammunition, and ^ 
every thing neceflary for the fuccefs of our enterprize. 

What I require on the part of Frftnce is as follows : 

Artuk I. . 

That the French Republic fliall not^ under any pretence whatever, conclude peace^ 
but with the confent of me and my people, nor without including us in fuch treaty. 

Article 2. 

That as the troops of the Republic will derive fuch advantages frooi me, the 
Generals in command (hall undertake nothing without firft coofolcing me, to eofurc 
the fuccefi of the common caufe, and of our refpeiftivc armies. 

Article^. 

Should the French General or Republican Troops detedk traitors in my coun- 
try, or (hould I or my troops come to the knowledge of any fuch in thf French 
Army, the Chief of the party wherein the traitor may be found, (hall caufe him to 
be (eized and executed, upon authentic pnxrfs of his guilt, without pi^udice Co our 
mutual friend(bip ; fince engaged in the lame caufe, our interefis are the fsftie. 

Article j^ 

As I propofe to make the advances, and forni(h the neceflary fupplies of money 
to the French Republic, both for the land and the fea forces, it is yjA that I (hould be 
reimburfed at the end of the war, from the fums of money which may be taken from 
our common enemy. 

Article 5. . - 

Every capture made from our comnu)n enemy, as Towns, Forts, Territory; 
Money, Merchandize, Ships, Ammunition, &c. fliall be equally divided, at a fair 
valuatioBy fraternally, between the troops of the Republic, me, and my people.

I demand that all male and female prifoners, as well EngHih as Portugoefe,' 
which (halK be taken by the Republican Troops or by mine, .fliail be treated with 
l]^umanity \ and with regard to their perfons, that they ihall (their property becom- 
ing the right of the Allies) be tranfported at our joint expenfe, out of India^ to

.We will commeDce hbftiltties againft the Englilh and the Portuguefe ; when in 
cafe ti»e Nit^m and the Mabrattas fhould join them, we wHl ouke war agaiaft them 
alfo, for ic will then be neceflfary to fubjugate them alfo, and to render ihem tribu- 
taries to us. 

Thcie, RepreienCatives, are my intentions: do not let my attachment to your 
nation expofe me to the fame c^amity which I formerly fuSered. I entreat you to 
reflect well before you return an anfwer, or you may expofe me to great anguifh'of 
heart, fince I ftiali aft according to the tenor of your anfwer. I offer up my vows 
for the fuccefs of our enterprize, for the. continuation of profperity to the Arms of 
the Frenob'Kep»blic, one and mdivifible^ tad for a i{>fedy anfwer. I fwear an in- 
violable friendtbip for youf nation.

I am extremely 
concerned, that the naval force under my command is not at prefent fufBcicntly con- 
fiderable to admit of my proceeding to India, to make fuch a diverfion as might 
forward your interefls; but if I Ihould be reinforced, as I cxpeft, I (hall be very 
eager to feek our common enemies, and to affift you in their redu&ion. Previous to 
the arrival of your Ambaffadors, I had addreffed the Government of my country 
in Eumpe, on the neccffity of expediting this meafure ; and the day fubfequent to 
their arrival, I difpatched two frigates to France, with the new propofals which you 
offer ; it is to be regretted, that you did not fooner apprize us of your favorable 
difpofition. 

Prinxre Tippoo, your Ambaffadors have exerted great zeal for your fervice ; but 
unfortunately, we were not at liberty to divert to any other objed, the means con- 
fided to us for the protcdion of our colony: your Ambaffadors having, however» 
informed me of your wrfli to have fome wcllinftruftcd officers to form your marine, 
I haften to fend to you Captain Dubuc, who commands a veffel in the fcfvice of 

France, 
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France, and fix other Offiiiers, whom I pariicolarly recommend to your favor, and 
who, I hope^ will anfwer your viewsi by their good conduct and their naval (kill. 

Your Ambaffadors having teftificd an anxious wifh to return to you as fpeedily 
as poffible, I have given them one of my beft frigates, commanded by Captain 
L'Hermitej a diftinguiihed Officer, whom I recommend to you.

Cof Y of a Letter from General Cossiont to the Ambassadors of the 
Prince Tippoo Sultaun, at the Moment of their Departure. 

I beg leave to offer my apologies to the AmbaflSidors of the Padiha: my tlf 
healthy has prevented me from paying them a viiit ; but 1 (boiild have had nothing 
further to comnionicate to them, for the information of the Prince, thta what I now 
propofe to write, which I defire they will tranfcribe, for the purpofe of tfanfmitting 
it to the Padfha Tippoo Suhaun. ^ 

I aflbre the Padiha Tippoo Sukaun of my refpeft and devotion* I give him 
my word, that I faithfully tranfmitted, at the tinne when I received chem,^ his pro* 
pofitions and his Letter to the French Govern ment, and I am certain that the wdoI« 
if arrived in duplicate ; agreeably alfo to hii recommendation, 1 obferved the ««flte(l 
ff crecy, that he might not be committed with the Englilh, and becaufe the pr«ocb 
Goverhment itfelf is not in the habit of publiflung the ftcrets of its operations. 

The proof that the propofitions of Tippoo Suluun have been received, is that 
they have remained fecret even in -Prance. Perhaps it is not convenient for France 
to fend an expedition to India, as it muft depend upon the profpe& of peace, moce 
or lefs diftant, with the Engliih ; but I aflure the Padiha, that he will have no reafott 
to repent of this firft ftep, nor of the confidence he has repofed in me. 

France, I am certain, will always confidcr the Padiha as one of its moft faithful 
Allies : His Vakeel and I have not n^lefted any of the means in our power, to in- 
form the French Government of the true interefta of the Padflia i interefts which we 

O confider 
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conlidcr as ncceflarily blended with thofc of the French Nation in India* I hope 
the time will come, Vhen Tippoo Sultaun will be Convinced that I have fcrvcd him, 
on this occafion, with the fame xeal^ as when I was near his perfon. 

Peter Monneron is no more: the Padflia was ignorant of his death, and perhap» 
is ftill ignorant of it : He however has not written to him, nor has he written to me 
although he has fent to this place a copy of the Letters of Peter Monneroh : it is 
therefore Tippoo who has publilhcd his own fecrct, and he cannot hereafter reproach 
us with the confequences. 

rdo not write to the Padiha, as my health, and the gout which I have at, this 
moment, would prevent me from doing it in the manner I could wifli, and becaufe 
he has not thought proper to write to me ; and I moreover candidly confefs, that I 
Ihould be very forry to have my Letters returned in the manner that Peter Monne- 
ron*s were. All the Letters which 1 have at various times written to Tippoo Sultaun 
as well as thofe which he has perfonally written ^to me, I have conftantly forwardccl 
to the French Government ; the Letters have always been, an^ will continue to rc- 
ma)in fecret, becaufe his intereft, and that of the French Nation, require it. 



I muft again repeat my apologies to the Ambafladors of the Padlha, if my ill 
health fhould prevent me from feeing. them before their departure from this Colony; 
for I Ihould have had the ftrongeft defire to befomc acquainted with them, and to have 
converfed with them, refpefting the Padiha. Their acquaintance would have bceit 
more particularly agreeable to me, as their difcretion, and the good cpnduA obfervcd 
by them here, du.ring the courfe of the embafly with which they were entrufted by 
the Prince, infpircd me with a very great defire to know them. It will always be 
highly creditable to them, to have filled with diftindion and dignity, the honorable 
poft which they occupied here for the intcrcfts of their mafter, and to have acquired 
the general eftecm, and the particular regard of all the Chiefs of this Ifland, by their 
wifdom, their prudence, and difcretion, in the miflion with which they were charged ; 
in the execution of which they have acquitted ihcmfelves witb that good fepfe and 
dignity, becoming the Ambafladors of a ^cat Prince, from whofe juftice they have 
every rwfon to expeft a favourable reception. I beg them to accept my beft wiflics 
for their health, and the fuccefs of their voyage. 

I am.pcrfuaded, tharthey will ufe their influence with Tippoo Sultaun, in fup- 
port of the Memorial which my nephew, Lahaufle La Louviere, has addreflcd to 
him, as well as the requefl: made by him to the Prince.— His Metnorial appeared to 
me to compreKcnd objeds of great moment to the interefts of the Padflia, and it is 

this which determined me to recommend it.

I once more requcft them to alTurc the Prince, that I Ihall always take the greateft 

intercA; 
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intereft in his glory, and that I am anxious that the fiiccefs and name of fo great a 
Sovereign (hould be extended throughout the Univerfe.

A Frenchman, wbofe name is not unknown to you, and who wifhes to be 
ufefbl to the. generous Ally of his Nation, avails bimfelf, with eagernefs, of the op- 
portunity offered by the return of your Ambafiadors, Huflein All Khan and Maho- 
med Ibrahim, to recall himfelf to your reoiembrance« 



I had the honor to write to you from Pradlcherry, in the month of September, 
1792, enclofing the manifeft of the .cargo of my ihip, the Phoenix, and I informec| 
Governor Defrefne, that I propofed going to Mangaiote, for the exprefs purpofe of 
landing a quantity of beautiful and excellent grenadier fufees, intended tor you. — 
That General obferved to me, that I ran the ri£k of being fearched and detained by 
the Englifli; but when he faw that I was firmlv refotved to adhere to my projeft, be 
approved of it, and I departed. This circumuance has afforded me the ineftimable 
advanuge ni receiving many Ftrwantiahi fiom you, which I carefully preferve. 

Your MtniAcr, Aflieruff AK Kban^ arrived at Mangalore in the beginning of 
the year ijf93» He there received the fufees, and was fatisfied with them: 1 was 
paid only m parti he gave roe an order for 14,000 rupees upon Brown of Mahe^ who 
gave me a bill 00 another ^erlbn, and I have not yet received payment; but ic is no. 
longer your Highnefs who is reiponfible to me for the amount* 

Being a Reprefenratlvc of the people of the Ifle of France, I had the happmefs dT 
being Prefident of the Committee of Public Safety, when your Ambaffadors landed 
in this Colony; and I was the firft to teftify to them tw fatisfaftion we fek, at 
reccivix^t amongft us the fubjefts of an Allied Prince, to whom we: arc finCerely at- 
tached : But if our hap^ineft was great for a moment, our grief was prbfbund, to learn 
that you had been deceived by Ripaud, as to our forces on this illand : the only rein- 
forcement which has been Tent to us from France, fince the commencement of the 
war^ if one battalibn, which we have fent to Batavia, to aflift the Dutch, in the pre- 
fervation of that place: this we did in return for the affiftance which We had drawn 
from thence in money, provifions, and naval (lores: For you muft know. Great 
Prince, that our own refeurces are fufficient for our fupport, and *ve have fwom to 
bury ourfelves under the ruins of our illand, rather than fee our enemies tbe pof- 
ftffors of it. , 

I often had the pleafure of vifiting your Ambaffadors, and I fucceeded ia reliev- 
ing them from the painful fituation into which they were thrown, by the failure of 
thHr miffion, 1 encouraged them by faying, that you coutd not defire impoffibilities ^ 

7 amd 
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and that having done every thing in their power, their confcience ought to be at cafe : 
you know, Great prince, what 1 frankly declare to y6u, that an sgcnt who has ufed 
every effort, although' without fuccefs, has ftill a claim to the gratitude of thofe who 
granted him their confidence. 

If Huffein Ali Khan and Mahomed Ibrahim have not been entirely fuccefsful, 
if your wifhes have not been accomptilhed, it is alone to be attributed to the unfor- 
tunate circumftances of the times i but I fwear by the facred name of honor, that they 
have ufed every efFoit to execute your orders, and have coodufted themfclves like 
fubjcfts truly attached and faithful to their Mafter. 

The conferences were conduced at the Government Houfc, with the Generals, 
and three Reprefentatives of the Colony, in the number of whom I have the advan- 
tage to rank. Your envoys were always dcfirous that nothing Ifaould be made public, 
but what could not polTibly be concealed ; and I may venture to aflure you. Great 
Prince, that we have every reafon to be fatisfied with the correftand becoming con- 
duct obferved by them, during their re{idence here; it was fuch as was to be expected 
from the honor of their charafter and from your Ambaffadors. They obferved, that 
the allowances fixed for the different ranks were too great; and that the French in 
the Camp of Lally are not fo highly paid ; but General Malartic relieves you from 
any embarralfment on that point, by permitting the French to return, Ihould you not 
be fatisfied with what has been concluded here. 

The fituation of' your envoys was critical ; they found themfelvei in a ftate of 
fulpcnce, defirous of being ufeful to their Matter, but at the fame lime apprehenfive 
of incurring his difpleafure. To have refuled thefc fuccours, though trifling, would 
have been a confeffion, that you would not facrificc a fmail fum of money ; this, I 
think, would have been impolitic, not only with refpeifl to the prefcnt, .but alfo to 
future times; belides, it is neccffary to make fome didindlion, in favor of thofe 
who leave their families, and the comforts which they ei^joybere, to ferve as Volun- 
teers in a country with which they are totally unacquainted. Nothing lefs than our 
great defi re to ferve'you, would have induced us to permit thrfe Citizens to leave 
the Colony, during war, particularly as Tome of ttiem are experienced foldiers, wbd 
poflefs a knowledge of their profefTion, and therefore are a lofs (o us; but there 1$ 
no merit in obligations which coii nothing. 

Permit me. Great Prince, to converfe a moment with you. My love for my 
.couniry, my attachment to its Allies, particularly to the deferving Son of the' renowned 
Hyder Alii, and my well-founded hatred of the Englifli, or rather of their Govern- 
ment : all this, I fay, Ihould convince you, that 1 Ihall fay nothing which is not 
didated by a regard for your ttue interefli. 

_ What is then the fatality which has hitherto divided the Princes of Afia ? 

Nothing is more eafi'y underflood. It is the dark policy of the Englifb, their Ma- 

P p chiaveliati 
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chiavdian principles, which have fubje^tcd fo many nations Co their yoke ; and ren- 
dered them the opprefibrs of Afia. 

There is dill time however to cru(h this ambitious nation ; but it is neceflary 
that the Court of Poonah — the Soubah of the Decan — the Tartars — the Rijah of 
Travancore— »all the Rajahs, Nabobs^ and Soubahs; that all the Chiefs of Afia, in 
ihort, ihould unite to attack, to overthrow, and finally to expel chofe haughty Eng- 
li(h ; but it is abfolutely neceflary, that the Alliance ihould be foundt*d on gooid 
faith, and that it ihould be ikilfully formed, in order that the Princes, whofe forces 
are inconfiderable^ may not find themfelves overpowered, in confequence of a want of 
concert btween the parties , but when the plan (hall have been properly arranged, and 
when the Englilh ihall find themfelves alTailed from every quarter of Afia, their deftruc- 
tion muft be inevitable. You have been at war with all the Princes ot Afia, you 
mufl now become their friend, and prove to them, by the propofals you make, that 
you are really willing to become^ fuch. One Prince muft not aggrandize himfelf at 
the expenfe of another; but it is proper that thofe who groan under the bondage of 
the Engli(h ihould be emancipated, and that each individual ihould participate in 
their fpoiis, in proportion to the aid he ihall furniih, as well as to his local pofition. 
I will repeat, that if the Alliance be made with good faith, if each of the contraft- 
ing parties ihall find his intereft in ir, the engagements will be obferved ; but ihould 
it prove otherwife, fliould any one of the contracting parties be injured, he will 
obferve his engagements no longer, than until fome circumftances or favorable event 
ihall give him an opportunity of infringing them. If fortunately, we ihould receive 
troops from Europe, which we can difpofe of in your favor ; if the Commifiion 
with which the naval and military Generals of the Colony have entrufted Citizens. 
Magot and Seguin, the former the commander of the frigate which carries your 
difpatcbes to the French Government, and the latter Aid de Camp to Major Ge- 
neral Malartic, fent to give greater efficacy to the application which he has made 
for as largt a reinforcement as poiSble. I fay, if this deputation be fortunate, what 
will not be yoi^r advantage in having prepared beforehand, the means t>f avenging 
yourfelf, by puniihing thofe who have caufed you to be betrayed by your own fub- 
jefts J and of^ recovering that inheritance, of which you have been in part deprived, 
.becaufe the Princes of Alia, who took up arms ajgainil you, were not fenfible, that ia 
proportion as the Englifli became powerful, they would furniih the Powers of the 
Eaft with arms againft each other. 

The difference of religion has often prevented Alliances, which would have 
proved advantageous to divers Nations i but thefe falfe principles have difappcared, 
philofophy and rcafon have iilenced prejudice, and the lame State in Europe tolerates 
the Roman Catholic, the Calvinift, and the Lutheran Churches. The man who 
adores the Creator, and offers up vows whrch are fincere and proceed from the heart, 
is regarded by his God with an eye of benignity and forgivenefs* 

The difpofitions of the Soubah of i^ie Decan are known to you, m are aifo thofe 
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of the Mahratta and Tartar States. I think I may venture to afltire you, that the 

food Prioce, Ram Rajah of Travencore, is tired of the oppreffion of the Englilh. 
Laman Kefvin, his prime Minifier, would, I conceive, be well difpoTed to adt againft 
tbefe defpots, had he the means: I know that it was with great relu^ance he con- 
fcnted to fend away Migot de la Combe, who commanded his troops at Parour, as 
well as rhe other French Officers who commanded his battalions. The interefts of 
this Rajah, if I am not deceived, require, equally with your owa, that you ^all 
propofe to htm an Alliance, that all refentment fliould ceafe, and that your ancient 
feiids Ihogld be extinguilbed and forgotten for ever: but above all. Great Prince^ 
condud the negotiation in fuch a manner, that the Englifli may not fufped it ; for 
otherwife this Prince will be totally crufhed, and the Englifh, in defpoiling him, will 
encreafe their means of adting againft you. Believe me. Great Prince, one of the 
brighceft days of my life will be that on which I fliall hear that, by re-uniting with 
the Princes of Afia, you have acquired the means of annihilating the power of the 
Englifli in India. 

I know nor, . Great Prince, whether my franknefs will be pleafing to you, or 
whether you may not confider my obfervations as officious ; but of this I am certain^ 
that my anxious wifli is, that you may make great conquefts from the Englifli; and 
that by this fuccefs, you may be enabled to render your people and yourfelf happy. 
This is the fincere prayer of a true Frenchman, who is with efieem and refpeft.

I received, on the loth January laft, (old ftyle) your Letter under date the pth 

Oftober, 
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October, 17979 wUcb anoounced to nie that you bad dqputed Captaio Rtpaud, 
whom you had engaged ia your fervice, and two Ambafladors, to confer wkh me 
refpe(fting the ftace of your affairs, and that I might place the greatefl: confidence id 
whatever they might communicate. Your Ambafladors afterwards delivered co me 
your memorandum of propofals to the Executive Dire£tory« cendiog to form an Al- 
liance, offenfive and defenfive, with the French, and by iwhich you dEFer to entertain, 
at your own expenfe, as long as the war in India ihall laft, the troops they may be 
able to lend you. 

Not thinking myfelf authorized by my powers to conclude this Alliance with 
you, I immediately difpatched two frigates to France, with your, propofitions to 
the Executive Diredory. I have not the fmalleft doubt, but that they will take 
your propofal into their mod ferious confideration ; and I am perfuaded, that they 
will fend you, as ipeedily as poflible, the fuccours of men which you demand, and 
which you require for the purpofe of attacking your enemies, who arc alfo the ene* 
mies of the French Republic. 

In the mean-time^ and whilft waiting the arrival of thefe fuccours, I difpatch 
the Preneufe frigate, commanded by Captain L'Hermite, to convey back your 
Ambafladors and their Suite, with the Officers, Surgeons, and Volunteers, whom I 
have recruited in the two Iflands for your fervice. 

I have annexed to this Letter, 

I. The roll of the Officers compofing the Marine Eftabliftiment, whom yOM 
were defirous of having to cotnmand your ftiips, and to form Seamen for you. 

z. The roll of the land Officers, of the Surgeons, and of the Volunteers. 

Thefe lifts exhibit the refpedlive ranks of the Officers. 

You will alfo receive with this Letter the monthly pay-tables of the allow- 
ances to be given, independently of the appointments and provifionsfor each rank, 
and for every perfon who (hall enter your territories. 

It would have been more regular, had a treaty been entered into between yo«r 
Ambafladors and myfelf, and fignedby both parties, which you might have ratified 
on the return of your Ambafladors; but I could not perfuadc them to undertake to 
fign the treaty. They affured me, that you would moft unqueftionably agree to my 
demand, and that the appointments and pay of the troops, as well as ihe eflablifh- 
ment and provifions, which 1 had requelled, would be exaftly and regularly paid 
at tb<; end of every month. Should it prove othcrwife, I authorife all the Officer's, 
Volunteers, and others, Co avail themfelvea of the return of the frigate, or of any 
dther opportunity which may offisr, to return to thefe iflands* 

I muft alfo premife, that it is my intention that they fliall, at all times, be at 

liberty 
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liberty to quit* your territories ^ and I therefore requefl: you will give orders^ that 
tbey may be furniihed with the neceflary means^ that every afliftance and proteftion 
be granted to them, and that they n)ay not be fubjeded to any biadrance or molef- 
tation on the part of your fubjcSs. 

The aftabiiihmem of the fadory which you are anxious to hav^ in this lihind, 
in order to facilitate the means of cooneding yourfclf more clofely with the French, 
prefenting reciprocal advancagesy you are at liberty to eftabliQi it whenever you may 
think proper. The two Muffulmans and the Frenchman, whom you propofe to fend 
for that pUrpofe, will eafily &nd a commodious houfe for fhdr recepctbA. Tbey (hall 
^ under the proteftion of Government, and they (ball enjoy all the privileges ^b^ 
ally granted co fuch eftablilhments^

I muft now mention to you the good condud: of your Ambafladors^ and the 
anxiety they have always ftiewn to execute pundually, the commiffion with which 
you had entrufted them i I am happy to render them this juftice, which they on 
every account deferve. * , 

Immediately on their arrival in this Colony, they delivered all the Lettcrsr with 
which they were entrufted, for the Reprefentatives and for the Naval aad Military 
Generals. They urged entreaty upon entreaty, and ftrenuoufly folicitcd the difpatcfar 
of a'coo&krable force t<> their Prince^ according, to the teoof of their ittftni&ions, 
founded on the reports which had bem made to you»

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They will inform you, likewife,' that a general embargo has been laid on all the 
veflels in this Fdrc, iTl order that none might fail to India or for the ScraitSi until after 
the departure of the Preneufe Frigate^ which, conveys your AmbaflTadors back to 
your territories. 

I thought it neceflar^ to adopt this laft-mcntioned meafure, left the EngH/h, 
our common enemy, (hould be apprized of the part which you fecm determined to 
adopt with regard to them^ and of the lupply of men which I have fent to you. 

In confequence of the requeft made to me by your Atnbafladors^ I fend fix 
cafes, numbered i* if 39 4> <» & 6, containing garden-trees, plants of the lile of 
France, and drawings of different flowers, with two flafks, each containing a nut- 
Oieg full blown, an objeft of .much curiofity in Natural Hiftory. I hope you will 
receive them all in good order *, the account of thefe articles, under my fignature, 
has been delivered to your AmbafTadors. 

I conclude my Letter by requeftiog you to place confidence in me, and in every 
thing that I (hall write to you. 

Believe not fo readily thofe who deceive you. 

Endeavour, by every means in your power, to point out to the Marattas their 
true interefts^ by fatisfying them^ that your enemies are in reality theirs# 

Write to all the Princes of Hindoftan, and to all the Nabobs of Bengal ; tell 
them that your enemies are alfo theirs, and that the time is come to rid yourfelves oi 
your common enemy. 

Make facrifices of money, pay your army well ) and give money to the 
Marattas. 

Of what ufe to you is money ? A great reputation » fuperior to every thing. 

Your .courage, and the refburces of your genius, are known to me ; both will 
every where attend the Sonnof the great Hyder Ally Khan ; you are deftined to fur- 
pafs even his fame.

Having been difpatchtd from the Ifle of France, by Admiral Sercey, Commander 
of the Naval iForces of the ^ French Republic, on iervice in the Indian &eas, to bring 
back tO0fle of younPortsyour AmbaiTadors, Aflcn^Alli Khan, and iM^hom^d Ibra- 
Bim, whom you had deputed by Citizen Ripaud, to the Government of the IQc pf 
France, I have the honor to announce to you my arrival this day, the 25th of 
April, in the Roads of Mangalore, with your Ambaffadors and the Frenchmen, whom 
General Malartic has feot to you, luider the orders ofM. Chapuis, commanding the 
•land, and Al. Dubuc, commandingthe naval forces. 

I (hould felicitate myfelf the more on havii^g ^een feleAed for this honorable 
commifTion, did not the approach of the (torn^y feafon. obUge me to haflen my de- 
parture, and deprives me of the honor of prefenting to you, in perfon, the aflurances 
of my refpeft and attachment. ^ 

I have requeued A(ren-Alli-Khan, whd is about to approach his Sovereign with 
an account of his embafly, to exprcfs to you my zeal for your frevice, and at the fame 
time the lively regret which I feel 3t being obliged fo foon to depart. 

With as inuch juftice as pleafqre I can aflure your Majefty, that your Ambafla- 
dors, during the fifty days they have been on board my fliip, have rendered them- 
felvts confpicuous for all the good qualitie&JAd victnes required in the ftation with 
which you have inverted them, and that their quitting my (hip, as well as their de- 
parture from the lile of France, has been the caufe of regret to thofe friends whom 
their irreproachable conduct has gained them ; nor can I wifh you greater happinefs, 
than to poffefs many fubjefls as faithful and as much attached to you as^hey are.

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I will deliver the receipt for whatever quaoticy I may (hip, at your Government 
of Mangalore^ to whomfoever you may pleafe to order Co make over to me the quan- 
tity required, if that be poffible. 

What I receive will become a debt, due by my Government to you, of which 
they will acquit themfelvcs in' any mode you may think proper. 

As I have already had the honor to obfcrve to you, and as you without doubt 
know, that in 15 or 20 days at the furtheft, your coaft will no longer be fafe, I offer 
my fervices, and confine my requeft to that period ; for when it is pafled, I fliall be 
under the abfolutc neceflity of quitting Mangalore, with che regret of no longer 
having it in my power to be ferviceable to you with my Government, and without 
being able to give them any intelligence from you, which could prove advantageous 
to you, as well as to the Generals Malartic and Sercey^ who are anxious to ferve 
you. 

As for the reft, rely on my zeal and good wiibes for your fervic^, and accept, 
with the fentiments of my lively refpe£l and attachment.to your interefts, the ardeot

employed with advantage in the Artillery. * f 

You will there obfcrve the Chief of a Legion, poffefling e^ery military qualification 
for filling with diftinftion the ftation of Commander in Chiefs and two Officers of 
'Artillery, with whom I hope you will be fatisfied, 

I flatter myfelf, that your Majefty will afFord an opportunity to the Military 
which the French Government already has fent, and may hereafter fend you, of (hewing 
that they never will make any diftindion between the fervice of a Prince whofc alli- 
ance we fo highly ^fteem and appreciate, and the fervice of their Country. 

I have the honor to inform your Majefty, that I have found here almoft all the 
alBftance which I could defire for my troops. 

The zeal and activity ffiewn by the Comniandant of Mangalore, in the difem- 
barkation and reception of the troops, has convinced me of the great attention which 
he has paid to every thing that regarded us. 

I can add nothing to the well deferved commendation which General Malartic 
has exprefled to your Majefty, of your Ambafladors, Aflen-AUi-Khan and Mahomed 
Ibrahim ; their exemplary condud, on every occaGon, at the Ifle of France, on the 
paflage, and particularly during the adion which we had in Tellichery Roads with 
two Englifli (hips * noounting 52 guns, having on board the Officers of a regiment^ a ^ 

battalion of Sepoys, and two ftandards, all which we captured and difpatchcd to the ^^ *^" 
Ifle of France, has merited our general e&cctti. 

I have the honor to exprefs to your Majefty, the extreme defire which I feel

The fame diviGon (hallalfo be 
made of the Enemy's lhips« and of the Portuguefe Colonies, in order to indemnify^ 
the King for the expcnfes of the wart 

Article 5. 

Should any difficulty arife between the allied armies, each fliall obferve juttice, 
according to their own laws and cuftoms > ^nd every difcufSon relating to them IhaU 
be conduced in writing between the two oationa. _ 

Article 9. 

Whatever may be the defire of the Republic, whether to give peace to Eng- 
land, or to continue the war, the King trufts the Republic will always have the 
kindnels to confidcr him as a friend and faithful ally, and accordingly comprehend 
him in all its treaties, and apprize him of ail its intention's.

Article 10. 

AH French whatever, who now are or may hereafter come within tl)e tcrrito* 
ries of the King, fhall be treated as friends and allies ; they (hall have the liberty 
of ptfflTing and repaifing, and of trading, wicfaout an^ moieftation or hindrance ; o» 
the. contrary^ i\^y, IhaU receive every affiftance and fwccour which they may want*

The men are arrived fafe, but their letters^ the articles mofl: eifen^ial, are ftilt 
vranting, having been left on the road : I hope, however, to get them in a few days. 
The men were fo much afraid^ that they have been four months on their journey ; 
you may judge of their diligence and punctuality for your fervice ; for my own 
party I believe they muft have tied their legs for three months and a half. Hircar* 
rahs, M^hich I fent you on the nth of lad month, have returned with your Majefty's 
reply, dated the 29th of the fame month ; I haften to fend them back, as they are 
faithful men, and I fliould wifli them to be liberally recompenfed* The perfon who 
is to furniih the money ^oes not appear,* nor do I hear any thing of him. I appre* 
hend that there will be much trouble in obtaining payment. I confider it as indif- 
penfably neceflary, that you ihould fend me an order to take up immediately all the 
money in the hands of Mercier, and accompany it with a letter of credit on the 
Republic, as requefled by me. The importance of my million is fuch, and the refult 
promifes to be fo advantageous to your Majefty, that I cannot too often repeat^ that 
money ought to be confideted as. nothing, when matters of fuch confequence are in 
agitation. I mud fet off; but to do this, money is neceflary. In all countries, 
money is the finew of intrigue and of war •, if your Majefty does not wiih to be 

U u ruined 
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ruined by the Englilh, and to lofe the affiftance of your good and faithful friVncfs 
the Frencht (hew me a fufficient mark of your confidence, in fupplying m^ wir/r 
the means; they will not ftop Soucars on the road with fpecie, efpecially if it be in 
Aar pagodas. Send me a fupply with all expedition, and I will kt off immediately.. 
The cloths are not arrived, and I am about to fend perfona in fearcb of them. 1' • 
ftqueft your Majefty will authorise me to take up a year's advance of pay, according 
to your promife, to enable me to fccure to my family the metins of fubMcnce during 
my abfence j as the fix months for which I received an advance, wiJl expire on the 
8th of next month. I have been obliged to expend all 1 had, and have now nothing 
remaining, the Englilh having taken both my veflcl and money ; j'ou will fintf my 
requeft reafonable, when you confider ttiat my family is in a Itrange country, and 
dcHitute of rcfources. I again folicit from your Majefty full powers to that eflFed, 
and that the means may be immediately furni(hed me. As the Hircarrahs afiTure me 
of their return in thirty days, I can get away in forty. It will be advifabie, that 
ycM ihould ftation here with your Vakeel eight Hircarrahs, that you may receive 
intelligence eyery eight dajs, whi^ I have the means of arranging. I recommend 
the Vakeel to you, his pay is inTufficient, and it is now eight months that the 
I Cuchcry has given him nothing ; he tbould have befides a Palankeen : The Am- 
balTador of fo noble and generous a Prince as yourfeif, ought not to go on foot like 
a Cooly. Are you fattsfied with me ? Tell cne in a word ; you know my attaicbment 
to yourperfon, and you (hall havefincere proofs of my fidelity. I beg your Majefty 
to continue your goodnefs and friendihip to my true friend and colleague, General 
Chapuis ; fee him often ; the more yoii know him the more you will be fatisfied 
that he merits your confidence : he is a man of the pureft honor, faithful, and a found 
advifer. * , 

I have been informed, that your Majefty has written to the Government of 
Madras, and to Lord Mornington. What will be the iflue of their reply ? Be on 
your guard againft them; be ready to defend or to. attack. The preparations for 
war continue to be carried on with great rapidity; the Nizam's troops rauft by this 
time be on their march; they muft be checked. The Engliib attempted to carry 
off your Vakeclat Sada Chidevaran, but I difcovered the plot, and it has not fuc- 
ceeded. 

Your Majefty flK>uld write inftantly to the Government of Tranqnebar, by a 
Gamel Courier, requeflangits immediate proteftion for your General in Chief Dubuc, 
your Major Fillietaz, the interpreter Dcbay, and your Vakeel. Lord Mornmgron, the 
Governor General of Bengal, and General Clarke, are expedled on the Coaft at the 
end of this month, for. the purpofe of entering upon a negotiation with your Majefty^ * 
which ftwold it not be fuccefsful, will be followed by a Declaration of War ; the 
objeft of which, will be, to take away your country, and to dethrone you -, fubftitut- 
ing in your place, and that of the Allies of your Crown, a Natob of their own 
c;rcationi — your Majefty muft> perceive, that nothing Icfs.than your kingdom is at 
liake. You muft exert yourfeif, and in particular eWeavour to preferve it by nego- 

tiacion^ 
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tiation, till the momenjt when I flatter myfrif I (hall fccurt it to yoii, and to your 
auguft childrca for ever.. 

By means of the intrigues carried on by the Englifh in all the Durbars of India, 
it is cafy for them to excice commotions, and they may detach from you perhaps 
all your Allies. It is very probable, that by divifion and negotiation, in the event 
of their fuccecdtng in a new. War againft your Majeity, they may accomplifh the 
dcftrujftion of the Mahratta Power, and feize with impunity every thing which may 
have been ceded to them under a new treaty of peace; it is evidently then their 
intercft, %o enter into a joint treaty with you, that by the means of a powerful league, 
you may eftabliih a firm (ecurity for each other; and in this league each ought to 
co-operate, in defending the acquifitions or ceflions that either may have made at 
the peace concluded at your ^apM^ wkb- the feveral contracting Parties. The 
Englifh threaten you; the Mahrattas ought to fupport you, and not allow you to 
be expofed to deftruftion ; the barrier chat feparates you from the former ought to 
be preferved, fo that nothing may be ablt to break 9r deftroy It. You may place 
a dependence op your Allies while your interefts are the fame; but you will be 
abandoned, if thofe Interefts fhoukV ceafc td Be Mutual, or more certainly ftill, if 
they ihould be abfolutely at variance, or if your Allies (hould begin to f^ar you. 
Your time is ftiOFt and precious, jrou nnuft convince them of your good intentions: 
anticipate the £Agl>(b by your adivity, and throw impediments in their way, which 
ihall retard their nifgotiatk>rkS at Poonah, or render them ineffedual. Under fuch 
circumftances^ the Mahratus ought to infift on the faith of treaties; to remind the 
£ngti(h of the affiftance they afforded them againft your Majefty ; and to urge the 
gratitude which they have a right to exped: They may reconcile the different 
interefts of the parties with the delicate lituation in which they are placed, and avoid 
the reproach of a breach of faith, either in regard to the execution of the treaty of 
peace generally, or any particular article of it. If thefe means of conciliation fail^ 
they muft immediately arm and menace the Nation which (hall have infringed the 
treaty; the mere outcry will perhaps put a ftop to all the military and hoftile pro- 
ceedings ag^nft your Majefty; ifotherwife, the fword muft be drawn, the fcabbard 
muft be caft away where it may never again be found, and the fortune of war muft 
decide the event.

We have not yet received aHy infercffmg news from Europe; the Republic 
continues victorious over all her enemies, and refufts peace to England. Scindia 
lias already taken Delhi, and I think he muft have compTeted the conqueft of Agra. 
Your Majefty will do well to difpatch couriers to infotm him immediately of the 
fituation you arc in. 

I beg. your Majefty will read attentively my Letter, which has been foldy dic- 
tated by candor, truth, and a regard for your real interefts.

The cloths which you mention as not being arrived, have been brought back 
without orders. I have caufed them to be returned again without delay; bucfhould 
they not arrive immediately, let not this prevent your departure. The letter o£ 
credit for France, which you deiire, is in the packet. I hope that you will find the 
perfonwho ought to pay you the money: we confider him as entirely to be depended 
upon; but if he (hould fail, you will endeavour, by means of your letter of credit, 
to arrange matters, and depart as foon as poffible. You need not doubt that you 
poffefs my entire confidence, and that I confider you as one of my very good fricndSi 
^ We have fettled together every thing which you have to do, It is ufelefs, and even 
dangerous, to wri^ again; becaufe letters may be loft, and what I am moft anxious 
^bout^ is, that you Ihould depart as quickly as poffible. Your difpatches have already 
been once intercepted, and have furniihed information of your deilination, whicii 
js much to be regretted. If you fhould write again, mention no names; we fhall 
always undcrfland each other : I have always written to you in that manner. 

You afk me to fend money from hence : how can this be done, when Icttcn 
pafs with fo much difficulty ? 1 authorize you to take up, by mean's of the letter 
of credit upon Europe, whatever you may require for yourfelf, as well as for other 
purpofes. After the departure of this difpatch, 1 will fend the neceflary pcrfons v^ 
4Wrry^ on the correfpondcnce, I rely folcly on Providence expcding that I Ihall be

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alone and unfupported ; but God and my courage will accompHfii every thing, I have 
fent to Poonah, but it is your departure which moft interefts me, and which is moft 
prefling.

With refpeft of that which relates to Monfieur Raymond; I have read the 
Letter written by him to Citizen Dompars: — M. Raymond, morefubtle than him, 
has the air of a man, who would be a Frenchman, or whoAVould.at leaft wiih to be 
thought fo s and this with a view to dtfcover your intentions, and thofe of the Republic, 
your Sifter;— he expreflcs a wifli, to be informed of our means, and of our force, 
alleging that he has Sacrificed the greater part of his property, to prove his attach* 
ment to the French, and to fupport the French, and their name in India; that his 
party is called the French, and that he has always borne the French colours. 

He is known to you, excellent Prince, and ftill better to France.^— He has made 
war,— on whom ?— on you, the Ally of my Nation : it is thus, that he would prove 
to you his fincerity. He has ereded the ancient ftandard of France : this was only- to 
difengage you from the French, who a&ed under your orders— he is in the fcrvice of 
a Prince, who is both your enemy and ours, and has formed an unworthy alliance 
with the Engli(h, with whom he is in conftant habits of intercourfe. But, my Prince, 
in dealing with traitors, we muft make ufe of their own arms. You muft not let 
him perceive that you have unmafked him.^-If you will permit me to write to him, 
I will manage matters in fuch a manner as to draw him overj and induce him to 
enter entirely into your wifties. In politics, we Ihould avail ourfelves of the arms of 
thofe whofe hands we Ihould be glad to fee cut off, and put it out of the power of our 
enemy to hurt us, either by word or deed. 

I repeat 
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I repeal; to you, that your interefts are as doav to me as thofo of my own Nation, 
90d yow may r^ly pn. th^ fr^pkn^fs of my heart; but Rayi^on4 appears to make 
advances to you : do you appear ^ accept and return thia coofideoce, ai>d aUoir mc 
to aft a part with bim. , Be affured that he mil fubnjit himfclf to your pfcafurcj 
fubtle as he is, I will outwit him, and you (hall be Satisfied. 

With refpeft to the men who are in irons, bad they deferved death, be pcr- 
fuaded that they fhould have received no mercy : I do not love cither cowards or 
traitors, and you may reft affured that your Camp fhall be ordered with ail the 
dignity and refpcft which is due to you^ I dp ijot command it, but I am a Repub- 
lican, and I will make them know that-you do not pay them either for their debauchery 
or their vices, and that they muft earn the money which you giye.them ; tb»l every 
where, and at alt times, they muflr be ready to maintain your precious name and 
glory. They begin to liften to me. I will render them worthy of this honor, and 
tbi3 is no trifling, attempt, after their late diforderly behaviour. An order frona you 
to Citizen Dompars, conceived in the terms of the writing enclofed, would have the 
beft effedt- Your will (hall be complied with ; on Monday afternoon I will take 
Qut, with your p<;rmii|ion, the ciliwii gi^flMfs to your place of exercife, that they 
jn^Y ftre.ap the a>afk^ I make iWo: pfa^^iji* daily firing at the m^k- fiui as it is 
the cuftooi among^ the Republicans to s^ttach a^fmall piece of artillery to each Com- 
pany of Infantry, for the purpofe of manoeuvering, ?nd to favor attacks or retreats, 
or the fkirmiihes of Cavalry, Trequeft of you merely to lend me one of your fj^aHeft 
fiQld pieces ; ih^ft pieces, in time of action, are drawn with trac.cs. Your wilhes 
4re laws, I wiib-you all the bappmofs you deferve.

tbtrd claffes! thofe of the fecond clafs (hall cxcrcife three times a 'week; thofe of the 
third daily, until all your Citizens become qualified for the firft clafs, both with 
refped to the management ofnhe mufquet and of the artillery j they muft all be 
equally, expert at the mufquet and the artillery..

Not a fingle Mamaluke oppreilbr 
remains in the country, and the inhabitants, without dread or fes^r, employ tbem- 
felves in weaving, cultivating the ground, and in other trades, as formerly ; and by 
tHe blefling of God, this will be daily encreafing, and the duties on mercfaandize 
and the taxes will be leffened. The duties on merchandize are now the fame as they 
were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes ; the merchants have every affift- 
ance granted them, and the road between Suez and Cairo is open and fafe ; therefore 
do you alTure the merchants of your country, that they may bring their goods to 
Suez, and fell them, without dread or appreheniion, and may purchafc in exchange 
for them fuch articles as they may wifli. 

I now fend you a Letter for our. friend Tippoo Sultaun ; oblige me by forwarding

Honorable Sirs^ 

!• The rapid fucceffion of aftivc meafurea in which I have been engaged, has 
not admitted of my recording, in ft conncfted fliape, for the information of your 
Honorable Court, the feveral opinions which I have entertained, at different periods 
of time fince the month of June 1798, relative to the terms of an adjuftment with 
the late Tippoo Sultaun. The knowledge of my progreffive fentiments on this im- 
ponant fqbjedt may appear neceffary to yoyr Honorable Court, in forming your 
judgment of the meaAires which I have purfued ; it is therefore my intention, in 
this Letter, to review my original plan for a iettlement with Tippoo Sultaun, and 
the variations which it has undergone, accor^iing to the change of circumfiances and of 
the general afpeft of affairs, fince the firft difclofure of the nature of the embaffy dif- 
patched by the Sultaun to the French Government. 

2. In my Letter of the 20th March 1799, 1 have declared to your Honorable 
Court, that as foon as I had afcertained the views of Tippoo Sultaun to be fuch as 
they are reprefented in the Proclamation of Monl. Malartic of the 30th January 
1798, I determined to make an immediate effort for the redudlion of that Prince's 
refources and power ; but the defedt of the requifite means had precluded the pof- 
iibility of the attenipt at that time. 

3. In this date of things, my intention was to have endeavoured to detach 
Tippoo Sultaun from his connexion with the French Nation ; and I fliould then have 
been contented with any adjuftment, which appeared to offer a reafonable profpcd: 
of fecuring that objeft. The arrangement which occurred to me at this period of 

time was dated ii> a Minute recorded in the Secret Department on the 12th Auguu Vide N? LI, 
1798. My views were then limittcd to the eftablifliment of permanent Refidents, on 
the part of the Company and of the Allies, at Seringapatam •, to the difmilSion of all 
the French, then in the Sultaun's fervice; and to^ the perpetual exclufion of the 
French from bis armies and dominions, 

4. But before I could fafcly attempt to propofe even this moderate arrange* 
ment to> Tippoo' Sultaun, it was neceffary that the vigor of the triple alliance ihould 
be reftorcd, and that our armies ihould be placed in a pofture, not only of defence^ 

. Yy , but 
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but . fufficicntly refpedabl^ to enforce the juft and moderate demands at that time in, 
my contemplation, or any augmentation of thofc demands, which the obftiaacy, 
treachery, or violence of the Sultaun, might ultimately compel me' to make : for ai* 
though my views were then limitted to the obieds ftated in the precedbg paragraph, 
it appeared prudent to provide for every poffible contingency. 

5. The meafures which I purfued for the purpofe of reftoring our alliances, 
and of affembling our armies, are already known to your Honorable Court : you are 
alfo apprized of my feveral unfucccfsful attempts to open a pacific negotiatioo with 
Tippoo Sultaun. 

6. In the month of November 1798 (at the period of my firft attempt 10 open 
fuch a negotiation with him) my opinion^ with rpfpedl: to the nature of the terms 
ncccflary for our'fecurity againft the defigns of the Sultaun, had undergone fome 
change. 1 had received the intelligence of the French invafion of Egypt; and it 
could not be doubted, that this expedition, if it had not been originally planned with a 
view to the afliftancc of Tippoo Sultauft, might be converted to that purpofe. On 
the other hand, our ftrength was confiderably increafed ; we had fubverted the 
French party at Hyderabad, and by that fucceisful blow, had fecured the effedual 
co-operation of the Nizam's Government : our jmilitary forces and preparations 
were alfo in a ftate of forwardnefs. Under thefe combined circumftances, my 
opinion was, that Tippoo Sultaun (hould not only be compelled to renounce his con* 
flexion with France, to difmifs all the French in his fervicc or dominions^ and to 
receive refident Ambaffadors from the Allies, but alfo to cede, as an additional fecurity 
againlt a renewal of his hoflile tntercourfe with the French, the maritime province of 
Canara to the Company, for an equivalent to be given to him at a distance from 
the coaft. It would not have been difficult for the Company to have made the 
xieceiTary exchanges, for the purpofe of obtaining the equivalent, if circumftances 
had favored fuch an adjuftment with the Sultaun, , 

'7. This plan, without any material variation, formed my views of the fettle- 
ment neceffary to be concluded with Tippoo Sultaun, until the period of my arrival 
at Fort St. George, on the 31ft of December, 1798. ' 

8, With this plan in contemplation, I addrefled to the Sultaun my Letter, 
Vide dated on the 9th January; but I was induced, towards the clofe of the month of 

Page 46. January, to extend my views beyond the limits by which they had hitherto been 

circumfcribed. ^ 

9. Tippoo SultaunVneglcdl of my Letter of the date above-mentioned, ma- 
nifefted a ftrong indifpofition to any amicable adjuftment of our differences, and 
appeared to indicate a determination to purfue his projeft of inftigating the French 
to invade India. His obftinacy had already induced a very heavy expence. upon the 
finances of the Company, and threatened to augment, aad eveB to perpetuate, the 

charge 
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cfaarge of our defcnfive fyftem. On the other handy the armies of the Allies were 

now fo concentrated, as to warrant the expe£tation of our being able to enforce any 

demands, which, we might think it juft and prudent to make. On thefe grounds, 

towards the clofe of the month of January, I799» my intention was to have required 

ffom Tippoo Sultaun, in addition to the terms already ftat^d, the payment of a 

confiderable fum of money, as an indemnification for the ezpenfe to which his 

hofiile and treacherous condud had fubje£ted the Allies* 

- •■ . 

10. The next change in my view of the fubjeft, took place at the Commence- 
ment of ' the month of February 1799, after I had obtained' the intelligence that 
Tippoo Sultaun, white he declined the amicable advances of the Allies, had'aftually 
difpatched another Embafly to the French, under the conduft of M. Dubuc, The 
infidious co'ndudt of Tippoo Sultaun no.w determined me to fufpehd all negotiation 
with him, until the advance of our armies into Myfore fliould feriouily menace bis 
capiraJ. It was reafonable, that the indemnification to be demanded Ihould keep 
pace with the burthens which the progrefs of his unjuftifiable proceedings impofed' 
on the Allies. The French, at this period of time, being to all appearances efta- 
biiftied in Egypt, the neceffity of reducing the power of Tippoo Sultaun was greatly 
increafed; and as our means of effeding this important object were proportionably 
augmented, I now determined to raife my demands, to the extent ftated in the En- 
clofure marked (A.) of my Letter of the 22d of January, 1799, ^^ the Gomman- (^<Jt' 
der in Chief, already fubmitted to your Honorable Court. 1 refolved^ at the fame^ received.) 
time, in the event of our obtaining any deci five advantage in the field, and of our . 
being compelled, by the obftinacy of the Sultaun,^ to open our batteries upon Se- 
ringapatam, to infift on greater conceflions from him; and I therefore provifionally 
direAed the Commander in Chief to demand the terms ftated in the Enclofure (B.) 
of the fame Letter to his Excellency* 

11. Towards the end of April, frefli circumllances arofe, which difpofed me. 
to think, that if the eourfe of the war fhould favor the attempt, it would be pro-* 
dent andjuftifiable entirely to overthrow the power of Tippoo: accordingly on the 
23d of April, I fignified to Lieutenant General Harris, my wiftj. that the power and 
refources of Tippoo Sultaun Ihould be reduced to the loweft ftate, and even utterlyy 
deftroycd, if the events of the war fhould furniih the opportunity. 

12. The Commander in Chief in the interval, however* (as ftated in my Let- - Vi3e • 
ter of the 16th of May to your Honorable Court) had bf en induced to offer to Tip- ^'*S^ '^4:* 
poo Sultaun the terms marked (B), contained in the Enclofure of my inftru&ons • -, 

of the aid February; and for the pow^^rful reafons detailed in his Letter of the iSth Vide ^ 
April, his Excellency, with great propriety, had- not offered thefe, .or . any other ^^i^^^^»' 
propofals, to Tippoo Sultaun, previoufly to opening the batteries on the fort of 
Seringapatam. After the batteries had been opened, Lieutenant General Harris was 
not authorized, by my inftru6lions, to offjr or accept any terms, lefs advantageous to 
the Allies than thofe contained in the paper (B), to which I have already referred. . 
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13. Accordingly, his Excellency, on the azd day of April, propafed the 
terms contained 10 that paper, with fuch a modi6cation of the fecurities, as the ac- 
tual ftate of circumftances appeared to require. Tippoo ^Sultaun not having agreed 
to Lieutenant General Harris's propolitiohs, and his Excellency poflefling no autho* 
rity to depart from them, the ncceflary confequence was the profecution of the fiege^ 
,which terminated in the reduftion of the place. 

14. I have already informed your Honorable Court, that the condu6t of Lieu- 
tenant General Harris, in this refpeft, as well as in every part of the campaign and 
ficge, has met with my entire approbation.. I (hall expcd, with anxiety, chejudg- 
menc of your Honorable Court on the important queftions fubmitted to it in cbii 
letter ; requefting you to confider every aft of Lieutenant General Harris, in the 
management of the negotiations with Tippoo Sultaun, ta be founded in the fpirit of 
my orders, and to be ftridly conformable to my views of my duty towards you, and 
of the exigencies of your fcr vice.

Extract froin the Right Honorable the Governor General's Minvte 
in the Secret Department, dated the 12th of Auguft, 1798. 

The frrft regular authentication of the Proclamation, which I received^ was 
contained in the Letter from Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sir 
Hugh Cbriftian of the fame date, received on the i8th of June. It could now no 
longer be doubted, that the Proclamation aAually had been iflued by the Governor 
General of the Ifle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monfieur 
Malartic in this tranfadtion^ the objed of Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, 
although fortunately for our interefts, his fuccefs has not yec been anfwerable to 
the extent of his defign. Of the objeA of that defign, I foon pofTefled ample proof, 
ariiing from the bed evidence which the nature ot the cafe could admit. In the 
firfl: place, it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the Cape, as well as 
by every public account which had been given of the tranfa&ion, to be an undif^ 
puted fad, that Tippoo difpatched two AmbafTadors to thelile of France^ and that 
.3 the 



fiht Proclamation in quefiion was publi(hed fubfequent- to tKeIr atrival, and duriog^ 
their reddence in tbac ifland. Thefe fa6ka would perhaps have been fufficietit, with* 
out further inquiry, to warrant a ftrong prefumption^ that this proclamation » pur- 
pprting to declare the objeft of the EmbafTy) muft have been framqd with the 
confent and knowledge of the Ambafladors of Tippoo, then on the fpot, and nnift 
iave correfporK^ed with their inAruftions from their Sovereign, whole orders they 
would fcarcely have ventured to exceed in a matter of fuch ferious confequence as 
thtf conclufion of an alliance offenfive and defenfive with the French. In order, 
however, to obtain the moft accurate information, with refpecft to the circumftances^ 
attending the reception of the Embafly, the publication of the Proclamation, and 
the condoft of the AmbafT^dors, I examined upon oath (bme refpedable perfons, 
who were prefent in the Ifle of France during the refidence of the Ambafladors at 
Port North Oueft ; from the concurrent teftimony of thefe perfons, fince corrobor- 
ated by intelligence from various quarters^ I obtained a Gonneded account of the 
whole tranfadtion^ 

Tippoo difpatcbed two Ambafladors .who embarked at Mangalofe for the Iflc 
ef France, and arrived there at the clofe of the month of January, 1798* They 
hoifled Tippoo*8 colours upon entering" the harbour of Port Nord Oueft, were re- 
ceived publicly and formally by tJie French Government, with every circumftance 
#f di'ftinflion and refped, and were entertained, during their continuance on the 
Mand, at the public expence. Previouify to their arrival, ^ no idea or rumour exifl-ed 
in the Ifland of any aid to be furniflicd to Tippoo by the French, or of any pro-» 
fpcftof a war between him and the Company, The fecond day after the arrival 
df the Ambafladors, an advertifen^ent was publifiied of the fame purport as the 
Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclaihation was fixed up in the 
moft public places, and circulated through the town. The Ambafladors (far from 
protcfting againft the matter or ftylc of the Proclamation) held without referve, 
in the moft * public manner, the fame language which it contains with refpeft to the 
liffenfive war to be commenced againft the Britifli pofleflions in India ; they evei^ 
foffered the Proclamation to be publicly diftributed at the place of their refidence* 
In confequence of thefe circumftances, an univerfal belief prevailed in the Ifland, 
that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon the Bntifli pofleffions in India^. 
which opinion had gained fo*mucb force, that the perfons who gave this evidence, 
and all tbofe who arrived at that period in India from the Ifle of France, expeded 
to find us at war with Tippoo, The Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland, wt^eii' 
the French Government proceeded to a«5t under the Proclamation in queftion, and 
they aided and afiifled the execution of it, by making promifcs, in thfi name of

* Although the Ambaifadors, on their iirft arrival at the Mauritius, were very follcltous, according' 
to the tenor of their inftru6tions, to keep the objed of their miifion iecret, yet when the Government- 
Begloded this precaution, and gave them a public reception, the condu^of the Ambafladors bccamer 
•qually public, and the objed of their miffion equally undifguifed.^ 
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TJppoOl for .the purpofe of iactucing the recruits to enlift : they propoled to levy m< 
to any prafticable extent, ftating their powers to be uolimited with refpeA to tl 
numbers of the force to be raifcd. The AmbaQadors sided and alHded ia the let 
of 15D Officers and J'nvates for the fervice of Tippoo> under the terms and for tl 
purpofes ftated in the Proclamation. Few of the Officers are of any experience 1 
Ikill, and the Privates are the rcfufe of the democratic rabbte of the IQand : Son 
of them are Volunteers, others were taken from the pnfons and compelled toembarli 
Severalof them are Caffrees, and people of half caft. With fuch of thofe troop% ; 
were Volunteers* the AmbaQadors entered into feveral ftlputations add engagement 
in the name of Tippoo, 

On the 7th of March 1798, the Ambafladors embarked on board the Freni 
ftigate LaPreneufe, together with the force thus raifed, and they publicly declan 
an intention of proceeding to the lAe of Bourbon, with the hope (rf obtaining mo 
recruits for the fame fervice. 

The Proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the AmbaCadors at tl 
He of France, was diftributed by their Agents, was avowed iq every part by the 
own public declaration, and finally was executed, according to its tenor, by the 
perfonal affiftance and co-operation. 

The Proclamation itfclf fumilhes the moft powerful internal evidence of tl 
concurrence of the Ambaffiidors in all its eflential parts, the principal fafts ftan 

therein are : 

Vide Page J9 •* That Tippoo Sultaun, through two Ambafladors, difpatched for the purpo 

" to the Ifle of France, had addrefied letters to the Colonial Aflembly of the Ifle < 
•' France, to all the Generals employed there, and to the Executive Diredory < 
** Prance, and had made the following propofitions : 

ill. " That he delired to form an alliance, ofienGve and defenQve, with t\ 
** French, and offered to maint^n, at his expence, during the continuance of th 
" war in India, whatever troops fhould be furnifhcd by the French, and to fuppi 
^ (with the exception of certain flores) every neceffary for carrying on the war." 

id. ** That he had given aflurances, that all his preparations were atread 
" completed, and that the Generals and Officers would find every thing necelTii 
** for carrying on a fpecies of war, to which Europeans have not been accuflome 
** in their contefts with the Native Powers in India. 

3d. '* That he only waited for the fuccour of France to declare war againft t\

Upon the ground of thefe fafts, the Proclamation reco.ntnends a general lei 

of iBen for the fervice of Tippoo, and ic concludes by aflliring 1* all the citizci 
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«* who. IhaU enlifty that Tippoo will give them an advantageous rate of fdry and VUcPkgej^ 
^ {illowances, which will be fixed by his Ambafladors, who will alfo engage, in the 
" name of their Sovereign,, that rhc Frenchmen who (hall haveenlifled in his armjr, 
'< fball never be detained there, after ahey (hall have eicprefied a defire of retmnhig tb 
** their native country.** 

' The avowed purpofe of this proclamation is to acquaint the inhabttatrts of the 
Ifland with the propofition made by Tippoo Sultaun, through his Ambpfladors, ofi 
the fpot* It enumerates thofe propofitions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been hazarded in the prefence of the Ambafladors, if the fa£ls ftated had 
not been correfkly true, or if the propofitions enumerated had varied in fubftance 
ftom thofe communicated by the Ambafladors, under the order of their Sovereign : 
But the lad paragraph of the Proclamation, i^nneAed with the condudt of the Am« 
balTadors, as already defcribed, eftablifhes, irf the cleared manner, their participation 
in thc^ whole tranfadion. That paragraph contains a direft reference to the power 
of the AmbaiTadors, and engages on their behalf, that they (hall enter into ceruin 
ftipulations, in the name of their Sovereign, wirh refped to the pay and final dif- 
charge of fuch French fubjefts as (hall enlift in his army, under the conditions of the 
Proclamation., The accounts which* I have received from the Ifleof France, concur 
in ftating, that the AmbafTadors openly afted underthis part of the Proclamation ; 
and in the name of Tippoo entered inta engagements and ftipuIaiion$ with the 
recruits according to the amirances fpecified in the proclamation. Monfieur Oubuc, 
now Matter Attendant at Mangalore, ftated to one of the witnefTes whom I examined, 
the whole fubftance of the engagements wMch had pafTed perfonally between him and 
.the AmbafTadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo's inten- 
tion of commencing war upon the Company, with the aid of the French force then 
about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have coUeAed, that the 
Amba(radors bad not brought to the Ifle of France a fupply of treafure fufficient for 
advancing bounty-money to the recruits. It was ftated that an apprehenfion of the 
Eoglilh cruizers had prevented the embarkation of treafure for this purpofe ; and 
no doubt was entertained, that if the Ambaflfadors bad been better provided with 
money, they might have raifed a much greater number of men, who refufed to en* 
gage on the mere fecurity of promifes in the name of Tippoo. 

The Ambafladors, together with the force thus coUefted during the time of 
their miffion in the Ifle of France, landed with the frigate La Preneu^, at Manga- 
lore, on the 26th of April 1798* Accounts vary with refpeft to the exa£t number 
of the force landed : the molt probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred per-- 
foi^s. Tippoo (far from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the 
conduft of his Amba(radors, in any part of the tran(adion) formally received them, 
and the Officers and leading pcrfons \o landed, with public marks of honor and drf-- 
cindlion. One of his AmbafTadors refidtd for fome time with the French Recruits in 
a fortrefs near Mangalore^ and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of Officers and 
juen into his fervice« .< 

Referring, 
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Rcferriogy therefore^ to the condiMEt of the Ambafladors in tlie I(Ie of Francc^^ 
IQ their arrival at Mangalore with the force levied tn ^confequence of their miffion^ 
and finally to the reception of the Ambafladors and of the French Recruits by Tippdor 
Suhaun, the following conclufions appeared to me to be incontro^ertibly efta- 
bliflied : 

Firft That the Ambafladors. difpatchcd by Tippoo Suitaxui to the Government 
of the Ifle of France, propofed to that Goyernment an alliance offirnfive and defeat 
five, againft the Britifti Poflcffions in India, which alliance was* accepted by that 
Government, and its acceptance form^ly notified by a public Pracianntion^ 

Secondly. Thar the Ambafladors were charged ^^ith letters Frooi Tippoo SuhmsH' 
Xo the Executive Diredlory of France •, which letters were dated to contain the fame 
propofitions ; and that the Ambafladors delivered thofe letters to the Governor Gc^ 
neral of the Ifle of France, for the purpofe of tranfoaiflipn to France. 

Thirdly. That the Ambafladors,. in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, ga-ve public 
afiurances, that he had adually compleated the neeeflary preparations for commencing 
immediate hoftilities, and that he only waited the arrival of fuccour from the French^ 
to declare war a'gainft the Company, for che exprefs purpofe of expelling, the Britifli 
Nation from India. 

Fourthly. That the Ambafladors demanded unlinwted military fuccour from 
the French, and levied a military force in the Ifle of France, with the declared obje& 
of commencing immediate war againft the Britifli Nation in^ Iadia» 

Fifthly. That this force has been adually landed in Tippoo'i country, an4 
publicly admitted into his fervice, with fignaV marks of approbation; and char the- 
Ambafladors have been received with fimilar diflinftion." 

Sixthly.^ That Tippoo Sultaun'(by receiving wifib public marks of approbadoa 
his Ambafladors^ who had concluded, in his name, aaoffenflve and defenfive alliance 
with the French, and by admitting into his fervice the miiitaFy force raifed -for effed* 
irig theobjeds of that aljiance) has perfonally ratified tt]e engagements contained ia 
the Proclamation of the Governor General of the Ifle of France, and has proceeded 
to aft under thofe engagements, conformably to the tenor of that Proclamatiom 

Seventhly. That although the fuccour adlually received by Tippoo Sultaua, 

vndcr bis oflenfive alliance with the French^ is incpnfuierable, yet the tenor of che

* Akhougk It appeal's the Government of the lile of Fi-ance did not vJ^yyaWy enter into a formal 
Treaty of dcfentivq and pffenfive AUiaqce.with ihe Ambafladoiv, by executing regular en gagements^ y«r 
they adopted the more decided meafure of fending all thetroopi they could^raiiiiy and of promifing mom 
for the aid of Tippo<5 Slihaun^, with a view to exprefs the obje6l of that Alliance, apd with, the fame 
view they difpatched his Letters to France^ aiid aiTured him that the Alliance ^o\ild't1iere be formally

Proclamation, the propofuion tnade to the French Government for nnlimitcd military 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambafr4dors prove, that it was theintention of Tippoo 
Sultaun to recceive into his fervice the largell force which he could obtain^ for the 
purpofe of commencing a war of aggreflion againft the Company in India. 

Having thus entered intooffenfive and dcfenfive engagements with the enemy* 
having proceeded to colleft, in conjunftion with the enemy, a force openly deftined 
to'-aAagainft the pofTeflions of the Company, having avowed, through his public 
AmbafTadors, that he has'compleated his preparations of war, for the exprefs purpofe 
of attempting the entire fubverfion of the Britilh Empire in India, and having de- 
clared, that he only waits the cife&ual fuccour of the French, to profecute offenfive 
operations, Tippoo Sultaun has violated the treaties of peace and friendfhip fubfifting 
between him and the Company, and has committed an a£t of dire<fl hoftility againft 
(he Britilh Government in India. 

Before I proceed to apply the principles of the law of nations to the condu£l of 
Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire, what had been the conduct of the 
Company towards hipi for fome years paft, and whether he had received any provo- 
cation, to juflify or to palliate his late proceedings. 

Since the conclufion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the Britifh Govemmcftts 
in India have uniformly conducted themfelvcs towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only 
with the xnoH exaA attention to the principles of moderation, juftice, and good 
faith, but have endeavoured, by every pradticable means, to conciliate his confi- 
dence, and to niitigate his vindidlive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally 
arifen, with refpeft td the boundaries of bis territory bordering upon the confines of 
our pioflcifions on the Coaft of Malabar; but the records of all the Britifh Govern- 
ments in India will (hew, that they have always manifefied the utmoft anxiety to 
promote the amicable adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that 
Tippoo Sultaun has received the moft unequivocal proofs of the constant difpofition 
of the Companjr to acknowledge and confiim all his jull rights, and to remove every 
caufe of jeaioufy which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. 

The fervants of the Company in India have not, however, been ignorant of 
the implacable fentimcnts of revenge which he has preferved, without abatement^ 
fince the hour of his laft defeat. It has always been well underflood, that Tippoo 
Sulraun's refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our 
parr, nor by any other means than the recovery of his lofl power, the diigrace of the 
Britiih ari*ns, and the ruin of the Briiifh inrerefts in India. With fuch views, it 
was expe&ed that he would eagerly embrace the firil favorable occafion of ftriking 
a blow againft our puffeffions ^ and his intrigues at the Court of Hyderabad and 
Poonab, together with his embalTy to Zema Shah (although managed with fuch 
a degree ot caution as to avoid the appearance of direi£t a£ts of aggrefS.on) were 
fufficient indications of an hoftilc mind. But none of thefe ctrcumftances have, 
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in any drgree affcdled the condoft of the Company^s fcrvants tdwards him. The 
correfpondcncc between him and the late Governor General^ and the letters from 
Bombay on the fubjeA of the diftrift of Wynaad, furnifti ample proofs of a jincere 
defire to bring that queftion to a fair iffue, ^* with the conjent and knowledge of ^oib- 
parties/' according to the tenor of the 7th article of the Treaty of Scringapatam. 

I appeal to the Letter which I difpatchcd to him, foon after my arrival in Ben- 
gal, propofing an amicable adjuftment of the fame queftion, as well as of his recent 
claims upon certain parts of the diftridt of Coorga, for a teftimooy of the pacific 
fpirit, which has marked my firft communication with him^ although, perhaps, a lefs 
mild reprefentation iDight have been juftificd, by his unwarrantable precipitation in 
ftationing a military force on the frontier of Coorga, before be had made any trial of 
the prefcrib^d and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore 
allege even the pretext of a grievance, to palliate the character of his recent a£ts« 
He has indeed alleged none, but has continually profefled the moft fincere deGre 
to maintain the relations of .amity and peace with the Company. In his letters to 
Sir John Shore (written a (hort time before the return of the Myforean Ambafla- 
dors from the Iflc of France, and received in Fort William on the a6th of Aprit 
1798, the day on which the French force landed at Mangalorc) Tippoo declares, 
*' That his friendly heart is difpofed.to pay every regard to truth andjuftice, 
^^ and to flrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eftabli(hed between 
** the-two States ;" and he' Hsnifies his defire^ that ^' Sir John Shore would imprefs 
*^ Lord Mornington with a ^nfe of the friendfhip and unaninnity fo firmly fubfift- 
•* ing between the two States.'' 

This is not the language of hoftility, nor even of difcontent. From what dif- 
pofition in the friendly heart of Tippoo thefc amicable profeffions have proceeded,* 
how they are connected with a regard to truth and judice, or calculated to ftrengthen 
the foundations of harmony and concord^ and to imprefs me* with a fenfe of the 
Sultaun's friendihip^ can now admit of no queftion, fince it is now proved, that 
thefe letters were written at the very moment when Tippoo was in anxious expeda- 
tton of the hdurly arrival of that military fuccour which he had folicited from the £lne- 
my, for the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggreffion^ againft the Company's 
poiTcinons. 

The motive^ therefore, of Tippoo Sultaun, was no other than that avowed in 
his correfpondence with the Enemy, and publiihed under the eyes of his own Ambaf- 
fadors, — ** an ardent defire to expel the Britijh Nation from India*' 

It appears highly probable, that he was inftigated by the promifes and exhor- 
tations of the Government of France (whofe emiSaries have reached his councils) 
to haften the execution of a projed, in which every confideration of intereft, and 
every fentiment of paffion, which would induce the French to embark with a degree 
ofzeaL ardor, and rancour, not inferior to his own. 

The 
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The importance of thefc {>oire(fions to alt the mod valuable interefis of Great* 
Britain^ has pointed the particular attention of the Government of France to the 
deftrudion of our empire in India. The profperiiy of our fettlemients in India has 
long been the primary and undifguifed objeft of the jealoufy of France, avowed by 
all her mtnifters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers, in every (tage of her 
innumerable rfvolutiops : Tippoo, therefore, might reafonably hope, that if the 
ceflation of hoftilities on the continent of Europe ihould, at any titne, enable the 
French Diredory to turn their views to the dillurbance of the peace of India, fuck 
an adventure would be amongft the e^rlieft of their operations. 

The conclilrfion of a peace upon the Continent of Europe may have appeared,, 
both to Tippoo and to *he French, to offer a favorable opportunity for the profccu*- 
tioD of their joint defign. The premature difclofure of this defign mray perhaps be 
iniputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the imprudence of Tippoa. 
Whether the fcope of that/ policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to 
expofe his treachery to our view, is yet a matter of doubt : but whatever circum- 
ftanpes occaQoned the premature difclofure of the defign, whether the defign was 
wifely or rafhly conceived, whether it has partially fucceeded or entirely failed, are 
queftionS) the iblution of which, in no degree affeds the offenfive nature of an 
aggrefiion fo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith fo flagrant and unqualified* 
The hiftory of the world fcarcely furnifhesus with an infbince, in which any two Powers 
have united in confederacy or alliance precifety with the fame motives. The party 
propofrng an offeniive alliance againf! the Company cannot be abfoived from the 
confequences of fuch an a£t, by any apparent or real indifference in the party accept- 
ing fuch a propofal : the conduA of Tippoo Sultau^, therefore, cannnot be corredly 
efiimated by reference to the fuppofed motives of Monlieur Malartic. 

From the application of the acknowledged principles of the Taw of nations to 
the fadls of this cafe, I formed my judgment of the rights of the Company, and 
of my own duties. With reference to the aggreffion of Tippoo* the courfe of reafon-^ 
ing which I purfued may be ftated in the following manner i. 

» ■ » 

The rights of States, applicable to every cafe of contefl with Foreign Powers,, 
are created and limited by the neceffity of prcferving the public fafety.. This neqef- 
fity is the foundation of the reciprocal claim of all nations to explanation of fufpi- 
cious or ambiguous condud, to reparation for injuries done, and to fecurity againft 
injuries intended. 

« 

In any of thefe cafes, when juft fatisfadlion has been dented,, or from the evi- 
dent nature of circumftances, cannot otherwife be obtained, it is the undoubted right 
of the « injured party to refort to arms, for the vindication of the public fafety ; and 
in fuch a conjuncture, the right of the ftate becomes the duty of the Govern- 
ment ; unlefs fome material confideration of the public intered (hould forbid the 
attempt.

If tlic condoA of Tippoo SuUaun had bef n of a nature which could be termed 
2imbiguous or furpicious ; if be had merely iocreafed his force beyond his ordinary 
eltabliflimenc, or had ftationed ic in (bme poiicion on our confines^ or ou thofe of our 
Allies, which might juftify jealoufy or alarm ; if he had renewed his fecret intrigues^ 
at the G>urts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and Cabuly or even if he had entered into any 
negotiation with France, of which the objed was at all obfcure, it might be our doty 
to refort, tn the iirft inftance, to his conftrudtion of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful character, might admit of a fatisfadory explanation. But where there is no 
doubt, there can be no matter for explanation. The ad: of Tippoo's Amba/ntdors, 
ratified by bimfelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French force in his country, 
is a public, unqualified, and ambiguous declaration of war, aggravated by an avowal, 
that ibeobjcft of the war is neither explanation, reparation, norfecurity, but the to- 
tal deilrudion of the Britifh Government in India. 

To alTedtto mifunderftand an injury or infult of fuch a complexion, would arg^c 
a eonfcioufnefs, either of weaknefs or fear ; no State in India can mifconftrue tbc 
condiidt of Tippoo ; the correfpondence of our Refidents at Hyderabad and Poonah 
fufliciently manifefts the conftrudion which it bears at both thofe Courts; and in fb 
clear and plain a cafe, our demand of explanation would be juftly attributed^ either to 
a defeat of fpirit or of power. The refult of fuch a demand would therefore be, the 
difgrace of our character, and the diminution of our influence and confideration in 
the eyes of our Allies, and of every Power in India. If the moment fhould appear 
favorable to the execution of Tippoo> declared defign, he would anfwer fuch a de- 
mand by an immediate attack. If, on the other hand, his preparations Ihould not 
be fufEciently advanced, he would deny the exiilence of his engagements with 
France, would perfii! in his denial until be had reaped the full benefit of them, and 
finally, after having completed the improvement of his own army, and received the 
acceifion of an additional French force, he would turn the combined ftrength of both 
againft our pofleffions, with an alacrity and confidence inljpiied by our inadtion, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the prcfent cafe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation mud be reje<fted, as being difgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its objed:. The demand of reparation, in the . firi6l fenfe of the term, 
cannot properly be applied to cafes of intended injury, excepting in thofe inflanccs 
where the nature of the reparation demanded may be elFcntially conncdfccd with fc- 
curity againft the injurious intention. 

Where a State has unjuftly feizcd the property, or invaded the territory, or vio- 
lated the rtghra of another, reparation may be made, by refloring what has been un- 
juilly taken, or by a fubfequent acknowledgjnent of the right which has been infringed ; 
but the caufe of our complaint again Tippoo Sultaun, is not that be has feizcd a 
portion of bur property which he might reilore, or invaded a part of our territory 
whith be might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter acknow- 
ledge } we complain that, profefTing the moft amicable difpofition, bound by fubfifl- 
ing treaties of peace and friendfhip^ and unprgvoked by any offence on our part, he 
7 ha$ 
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has manifeiled a dcfign to efFed our total deftruSion, he has pret>ared the means and 
inftruments of a war of ezeerminatioa againft us ; be has folicked and received the aid 
of our inveterate . eaemy, fiar the declared purpofe of annthiiatkig our eoipire ; and 
jie only waits the arrival of a moce^ffedual fuccour to ftrike a blow againft our 
ezi{teoce« 

That he has not yet received the efieAual fuccour which he has folicited, niay be 
afcribed cither to the weaknefs of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of 
zeal in his caufe, or to the raflinefs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither 
the meafure of bis boftility, not of pur right to reftrain it^ nor of our danger from it, are 
to be eftimated by the koiount of the force which he has adually obtained : for we 
know that his demands of military afliftance were unlimitedt we know that they were 
addrefled, not merely to the Governoicnt of Mauritius, but to that of France, and we 
cannot afceruin how foon they may be fatisBed, to the full extent of his acknow- 
ledged expedations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury to be repaired^ 
but of the public (afety to be (ecured againft the prefent and future defigns of an 
irreconcileable, defperate, and treacherous enemy» Againft an enemy of this de- 
fcription, no effedual fecurity can be obtained otherwife, than by fuch a redudion of 
his power, as ihall not only defeat his aAual preparations, but efiabliih a permwent 
reftraim upon his future means of offence.

Letter from the Right Honorable the Oovsrnoe General to the 

Court of Directors ; dated 3d Auguft, i 



To the Honorable Court of Diredors for Affairs of the United Company of Mer«i^ 

chants of England trading to the Eaft-Indies. 

> 

Hpnotrable. Sirs, 

1. My laft feparate letter to your Honorable Court was dated 00 the 6th o^' 
June, at which period I informed you, that I was occupied in framitsg a general 
fettlement of the conquered Territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun. In this difpatch^ 
I (hall fubmit to your Honorable Court a fummjiry abftraft of the principles by 
which my condud has been governed in framing the feitlement« and of the means 
which I have employed for carrying it into effedt. 

2. From the juftice and fucccfs of the late war with Tippoo S|iltaua, the 
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Company, s^ the Nizam derived an undoubted right to the dKpofal of the domi*^ 
ntons conquered by their united arms. This right of conqucft entitled the Company 
and the Nizam to retain the whole territory in their own hands : the ceffion of any 
portion of it to any other party might be a confideration of policy or. humanity,- but 
could not be claimed on any ground of juftice or right. 

3. The Mahrattas (whatever might have been their difpofition) having taken 
no ihafe in the war, had forfeited every pretention to the advantages of the peace. 
The numerous progeny of Tippoo Sultaun (even if it had been pof&ble. to adjuft 
their feparate pretenfions to the fucccffion) could plead no title, which had not been 
fuperfeded by theconquefl of the kingdom ; nor was it poffible, in eftimating their 
claims, to forget the ufurpacion of Hyder Ally, and the fufferings of the unfortunate 
family, expelled by his crimes from the Throne of Myfore. A lineal defcendant of 
the ancient houfe of the Rajahs of Myfore ftill remained at Seringapatam ; but what-- 
ever might be the hopes of his family, from the moderation and humanity of the 
conquerors, this young Prince could a&rt no right to any fliare of the conquered 

territory. 

« 

4. To th e free and uncontrolled exercife of the right of conqueft, thus vefted 
in the Company and the Nizam, no obftacle exifted in the internal fiate of the king- 
dom of Myfore. The whole body of the people had manifefted the moft favourable 
difpofition to fubmit to our authority : the Commanders of moft of the principal for- 
trcflcs had furrendcred, or expreflfed their readinefs to furrender to our arms ; and 
within a few days after the fall of Seringapatam, I was fatisfied that no difficulty 
would arife, from the influence of the Mahomedans introduced into Myfore under 
the reigns of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun. It had been the uniform poJicy of 
the latter, to deftroy every veftige of hereditary right, eftabliflied office, or territorial 
poffcffion among his fubjefts, and to concenter, not only the whole authority of the 
State, but the whole conduft of the Government, in his own pcrfon; during his 
reign, therefore, his numerous Mahomedan Chiefs poflTcffed neither individual 
weight nor colledive force ; many of them had fallen at Malavelly, Sedafere, and 
Seringapatam, during the courfc of the war, and moft of the furvivors, together with 
their families, were aftually in the fprtrcfs of Seringapatam, fubjeftcd to our difcre- 
tion» and confiding in the clemency of the Britifli Government, without union, fpirit, 
or ftrcngth to refift its power. The inclination and temper, both of the furviving 
Chiefs, and of the people, were alfo moft happily difpofcd to receive any new fcttlc- 
menr, which might promife to fecure them againft the revival of a dcfpotifm, the 
barbarity and caprice of which has never been furpafled, even by any of the Maho- 
medan Conquerors of India. 

5. In regulating the exercife of our right of conqueft, it appeared to me that 
no principle could more juftly be aflumed, than that the original objects of the war 
Ihould conftitute the f)a6^ of the peace, and of the.gencral fettlement of our territorial 
acquifitions, Thcfeobjcfts had been repeatedly declared by the Allies to be a rea- 
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fonable indemnification fof our expence in the war, and an adequate fecurity againft 
the return of that danger, which originally provoked us to arms. 

6. With a view to each of thefe juft and ncceflary objefls, it was requificc 
that the Company and the Nizam Ihould retain a large portion of the conquered ter- 
ritory ; but it required much confideration to determine the precife extent of that 
portion,, as well as the juft rule of partition. The war had not been undertaken in 
purfuit of fchemes of conqueft, aggrandizement of territory, or augmenution of 
revenue. In proportion to the magnitude and luftre of our fuccefs, it became a more 
lucent duty to remember, that a peace, founded in the gratification of any ambitious 

or inordinate view, could neither be advantageous, honorable, nor fecure. 

. * 

7. The approved policy, interefts, and honor of the Britifli Nation, therefore, 
required that the fettlemenc of the extenfivc kingdom, fubjeftcd to our difpofal, 
fliould be formed on principles acceptable to the inhabitants of the conquered terri- 
tories, juft and conciliatory towards the contiguous Native States, and indulgent to 
every party, in any degree affefted by the confequences of our fuccefs. 

8. To have divided the whole territory equally between the Company and the 
Nizam, to the exclufion of any other State, would have afTorded ftrong grounds of 
jealoufy to the Mahrattas, and aggrandized Nizam Ally's power, beyond all bounds* 
of difcretion. Under whatever formfuch a partition could have been made, it muft 
have placed in the hands of the Nizam many of the ftrong fortrefles on the northern 
frontiers of Myfore, and expofed our frontier, in that quarter, to every predatory 
incurlion. Such a partition would have laid the foundation of perpetual differences, 
not only between the Mahrattas and the Nizam, but between the Company and both; 
thofe Powers. 

i 

9. To have divided the country into three equal portions, allowing the Mah- 
rattas (who had borne no part in the expence or hazard of the war) an equal fliare' 
with the other two branches of the Triple Alliance, in the advantages of the peace, 
would have been unjuft towards the Nizam and towards the Company; impolitic, as 
furniflijng an evil example to our other Allies in India, and dangerous, as affeding a 
cbnfiderable aggrandizement of the Mahratta Empire, at the expence of the Com- 
pany and the Nizam. This mode of partition, alfo, mull have placed Chittledroog, 
and fome of the moft important northern fortrefTes, 'in the hands of the Mahrattas, 
while the remainder of the fortrefles, in' the fame line, would have beerr occupied by 
the Nizam, and our unfortified and open frontier in Myfore would have been expofed 
to the excefles ot the undifciplined troops of both Powers. 

10. The Mahrattas, unqueftionably, had no claim to any portion of the con- 
quered territory ; and any confiderable extenfion of their empire was objedHonable, 
efpccially when accompanied by the pofleffion of ftrong fortrefles, bordering on the 
hne of our frontier ; it was, however, deiirable, to conciliate their good Will, and 
to oflfer to chem fuch a portion of territory, as might give ihem an intereft in the 
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new fettlement^ without ofienice or injury to the Nizam, and without danger to the 
frontier of the Com()any'$ polTeffions* On the other hand, it was prudent to limit 
the territory retained io-the bands of the Company and of the Nizana, within fuch 
bounds of moderation, as (hould bear a due proportion to their refpedive expences 
in the conteft, and to the neceflary means of ftcuring the future iafety of their 
lefpeftive dominions. 

II. For the information of your Honorable Court, I hare annexed to this 
Not received difpatch a comparative ftatement of feveral plans for the partition of Tippoo Sul- 

taun's dominions, drawn up under my inftrudlions, with a view to the relative in* 
terefts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and the Company; to the nature 
produce, and geographical boundaries of the country ^ and to the pofuion and 
ftrcngth of the feveral fortrelTes and pafies. An attentive inveftigation gf every 
comparative view of thcfe important qucftions, terminated in my decifion, that the 
cftablilhment of a central and feparate Government in Myfore, under the proteftioo 
of the Company, and the admiffion of the Mahrattas to a certain participation iq 
the divifion of the conquered territory, were the expedients beft calculated to recon* 
cile the interefts of all parties, to fecure to the Company a Icfs invidious and moi« 
efficient Ihare of revenue, refource, commercial advantage^ and military fireniEtL 
Chan could be obtained under any other deftribution of territory or power, and to 
afford the moft favorable profpcft of general and permanent tranquillity in India. 

12. Having decided thefe leading principles of the new fettlemcnt, I proceeded 
to determine the rule of diftribution for the refpcftive (hares of the Company the 
Nizam, and the Mahrattas, to fix the moft eligible pofition £or the ceffions to be 
made to each party, and to define the limits of the new Government of Myfore* 

13. To the Company's (hare naturally fell the province of Canara, and the dif. 
trift of Coimbatoor and Deramporam, with all the territory lying between ypur 
poffeffions an the Carnatic and thofe in the Malabar. Thefe acquifitions appeared 
the moft eligible, not only on account of their intrinfic value, in point of produce, 
but as fecurmg an uninterrupted track of territory, from the Coaft of Coromandd 
to that of Malabar, together with the entire fea coaft of the kingdom of Myibre, 
and the bafc of all the eaftern, weftern, and fouthcrn Ghauts. To thefe, I thought 
it neceffary to add the forts and pofts forming the heads of all the paffes above the 
Ghauts, and the Table Land. The poffcffion of the bafc of the Ghauts alone, 
formed no cffedual barrier for the inhabitants of the low-lands againft an enemy pof- 
feffing the fummits of chofe mountains^ and I therefore confidcred the acquifiiion of 
all the entrances of the paffes, fituated above the Ghauts, to be an cffchtial objca 
of fccurity againft every puffible approach of danger from the Table Land, This 
acquiBtion derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means which k 
appeared to afford, of curbing the refraftory fpirit of the Poligars, and of a}l other 
turbulent and difaffeiSted fubjcds in the Carnatic, and on the Coaft of Malabar ; I 
alfo confidcred the diftrids of Wynaad to be an ufcfol poflcffion, with a view to the 
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tranquillity of your territories on the Utter Coait The lall addition which I deensed 
it neceflary to make to your ihare of the conquered dominions, confided of the 
fortrefs, city, and ifland of Seringapatam^ the pofleffion of which would effedually 
fecure the communication between your territories on both Cbafts, and conlbiidate 
all your lines of defence, in every diredion. 



i4« To the Nizam it appeared moft expedient to allot the diftrifts^ of Gooty, 
of Gurrumcondah, bordering on the ceffions which he acquired by the Peace of 
1792, together with a traft of country, the frontier of which Ihould be drawn 
nearly along the line of Chittledhroog, Sera, Nundidroog, and Kolar, leaving how- 
ever thofe fortrellbs to the fouthward, to form the frontier of the new Governn^ent 
of My fore. Nizam Ally certainly could not affcrt any juft claim to an equal parti- 
cipation with the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operation of the 
6th article of the Treaty of Pangul, refpedting an equal divifion of conquefts, was 
iimited to the war, which terminated in 1792. Since the Peace of Seringapataoi, 
the loth is the only article of the Treaty of Pangul, which can be coDfidered to 
continue in force; and no fubfequent engagements had been contra£):ed with Nizam 
Ally, which could entitle him to any advantage in the prefent peace, exceedmg his 
relative proportion in the expences and exertions of the allied Force during the 
late war. It was, .however, defirable, that the territorial revenue i*etained in fove- 
reignty by the Coniipany (after deduifting whatever charges might be annexed to the 
tenure) Ihould not exceed Nizam AUy^s proportion, and accordingly I determined 
that this principle fhould be obferved in the partition, relerving however to the 
Company, as a juft indemnification for .their fuperior (hare in the expences and ex- 
ertions of the war, the principal benefit of whatever advantages might flow from 
any engagements to be contraded with the new Government of Myfore. 

15. For the Mahrattas, I refolved to referve a portion of territory, the reve- 
nues ot which (hould not exceed two-thirds, nor fall (hort of one-half of the portions 
retained in fovereignty by the Nizam and the Company refpedively. Confidering 
that any ceffion to the Fefhwa mufl be viewed as a matter of favor, it appeared to 
me, that the fliare to be allotted to him was amply fufRcient : it would comain 
Harponel)]^, Soonda above the Ghauts, Annagoody, part of the dillri£t of Chittl^- 
dro(^, part of Bednore above the Ghauts, and other difirifts; but the frontier fot- 

'trefifesof Chictletiroog and Bednore would remain for the protedion of the new 
Government of Myfore. I alfo deterniined, that no portion of terriiory (hould be 
ceded to the Pcfbwa, unconditionally, and that the cefilon ihould form the bafis of 
a new treaty with the Mahratta Empire. 

16. The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan of partition, would be 
bounded to'the northward by a ftrong line of hill forts and pofts, formiivg a power- 
ful barrier towards the fouthern frontiers of' Nizam Ally and of the Mahratias, from 
Punganbor, on the line of the eaftern, to Bednore, on the line of the weftcrn Ghautt, 
and would be entirely furroundcd to the ea{l« weft, and fouth> by the territories of 
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the pompany, above and below the Gtiauts ; thf Company alfo holding the fort 

of Seringapatam, in the centre of the Table Land. 

• • 

17. The neceffity now occurred of determining in what hands the new Go- 
vernment of Myfore fhould be placed ; and although no pofitiye right or title to 
the throne exifted in any party, it feemed expedient that my choice (hould be made, 
between the prctcnfions of the family of Tippoo Sultaun, and thofe of the ancient 
houfe of the Rajahs of Myfore. 

1 8. The claims of humanity on both fides^ rendered the decifion ^ painful 
and ungracious talk. No alternative remained, but to depofe the Dyoafty which I 
found upon the throne, or to confirm the Mahommedan Ufurpation, anid wjth it 
the perpetual exclufion and d^radation of the leekiaiate Hindoo Sovereigns of the 
countries. The ufurj>ation, although not (anoioned by remote antiquity, had 
fubfifted for fuch a length of time, as to have nearly extioguifhed the hopes of the 
Hindoo family, and accuftomed them to the humility of their fortune, while the 
fons of Tippoo Sultaun, born in the ftate of royalty, and educated with the proudeft 
and moft exalted expedations of fovereigoty and power, would be proportiooably 
lenfible to the fudden qhange of their condition, apd to the unexpe^d difappoint- 
ment of their fplendid pro4)eds« In this view of the fubjed, it would have been 
more grateful to my mind (fecuring a munificent proyiQon fpr the ancient family 
of Myfore) to have refiored that of Tippoo Sultaim to the throne, if fuch a re- 
ftoration could have been accompliflied, without expofing Myfore to the perpetual 
hazard of internal commotion and foreign war, and without endangering the ftabiltty 
of the intended fettlement of your interefts^ and thofe of your Allies, in this qoartcr 
of India. 

19. Since the Peitce of Strihgapatam, and more efpecially fince the year 
1796, the dcftrudion of the Britiih Power in India has formed the favorite and 
unremitting objed of Tippoo Sultaun's hopes and exenions. . His haughty mind 
never could be reconciled to the fairrifices which he was compelled to make, for 
the purchafe of peace in 1792, and his increafing ea^erneis to. recover the extenfi^ 
portion of his dominions, then ceded to the Allies, urged him to purfue a fyftematid 
courfe of intrigue againft the Britiih Power among all the Native States, and to 
revert to his ancient and hereditary connexion with France, as the only tF-^ — * 
means of gratifying either his ambition or revenge. 

20. The proofs which I had obtained, previous to the war, of the natdfe and 
objefts of bis machinations, were fuificient to fatisfy my judgment : they have fince 
been corroborated, by the voluminous records difcovered in the Palace at Seringa- 
patam. It is now inconteftible, that Tippoo Sultaun's thoughts wer^ perpecuallf 
intent upon the ruin of the Britiih Power, that he trufted to have accompliflied 
ourexpulfion, by ioftigating^the French to invade India, and that he proiecuted 
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■ thb unaheFftble purpof«, with all the zeal and ardor of paffionate refcntmcw and 
yindiaive hate, as well as with the fteadtneis of a deliberate maxim of ftate.

ai. Pethaps the mod wife fK>licy which Tippoo Sultaun could have purfued, 
would have been to have retted iatisfied with the dominions rccnaining^ in his hands^ 
after the peace of 17^; but a policy of ib moderate and pacific a fpirit, being 
utterly incompatible with the impetuofity of his temper, and with the military 
charafter of his Government, it might be at leaft a matter of rational Tpeculation^ 
whether a clofe alliance with France (however dangerous in its renrjote confequenccs) 
wais not his true intereft, in the adual ftate of bis immediate views and purfuits» 
The poflcffion of his loft dignity, wealth, and power, could not be recovered, with- 
out the conqueft of a great part of the Company's territories, nor effedually fecured, 
without the total fubverfion of the Britifti interefts in India. A French army wa» 
the only inftrumentt by which fuch an enterprize could be attempted* Aa alliance 
with France was therefore the neceflary confequence of Tippoa Sultaun'is reftlels,. 
but natural defire> to reftare his £mpire to its former fplendor and ftrength* I[> 
addition to his conefpotidence with the French at Tranquebar, with thofe at the 
Ifle of France, and with the Executive Diredory at Paris, his enribafly to Zeman 
Shah, his intrigues at Poonah and Hyderabad, and hb correfpondence with Mr» 
Raymond, (z\\ which tranfaftions appear diftinftly in the records difcovered ae 
Seringapatam), f urni(h abundant . evidence,, that his antipathy to the Englilh was 
the rulmg paffion of his heart, the main fpring of his policy, and the fixed and 
fundan^ental principle of his councils and government. 

22. The heir of Tippoo Sultaun muft have been educated in the fame princi- 
ples, encouraged to indulge the fame prejudices and paflions, and inftru&ed ta forn% 
the fame views of the interefts and honor of the Throne of Myfore. Thefe ienti- 
menta would neceflarily acquire additional force in his mind, from the iflue of the 
late war. Our unexampled fuccefs had fubverted the foundations of his Father> 
empire, and transferred to our pofleflion, every fource of the civil or military power 
of Myfore; and placed on the Throne by our favoF, and limittcd by our control, he 
mvift have felt bimfislf degraded to a ftate of humiliation and weaknefs lb abjed:, a» 
no Prince of fpirit would brook» Under fuch an arrangement, our fafety would 
kave required us to retain, at leaft, all the territory which we now hold by the Par- 
tition Treaty of Myfore. Whatever we retained, muft have been confidered by this^ 
Prince as a new ulurpation upon his royal inheritance, and an additional pledge of 
his degradation and difgrace. In proportion to the reduftion of his territory and 
lefources, he would have had left tolofe, and more to regain, in any ftruggle for 
the recovery of his Father^s empire; nordoeait feem unreafonable to fuppofe, that 
the heir of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, animated by the implacable fpirit and 
bold example of his parents, ani^ accuftomed to the commanding profpeA of inde- 
pendent ibvereignty, and to tlie fplendour of military gtory^ might deliberately 
hazard the remnant of his hereditaiy poflcffions^ in purfuit 0/ fo proud an objeft,, 
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as the recovery of that vaft and powerful empire^ which for Many yeart Bad ren« 
dered his anceftors the fcourge of the Carnatic^ and the terror of this quarter ef 
India. 

23. In the moft nSirrow view of the fubjed, it muft be admitted^ that thA 
Son of Tippoo Sultaun muft have felt a perpetual intereft in the fubvedicm of any 
fettlement of Myforey founded on a partition of his Father's dominions, and a limita- 
tion of his own independence. If, therefore, a Prince of this race had been piaced 
on the Throne of Myfore, the foundation of the new fettlement woo/d hsivc been 
laid in the very principle of its own diflblution. With fuch a Prince, no fincerq 
alliance, no concord of fentiment, or union of views^ could ever have been cfb- 
bliihed: the appearance of amity or attachment muft have been delufiic; even his 
fubmiffion muft have been reludant, if not treacherous; while* ail his intereftk, hi^ 
habits, prejudices, and paflions, his vices, add even his virtues^ muft have coni 
curred to cherifti an irreconcileable averfion to our name and power, and an e^^ 
defire to abet the caufe, and to exafperate the ahimofity, and to receive the aid of 
every enemy of the Britiih Nation. Whatever degree of influence or ftrength might 
have been left to the Native Government of Mylore, in fuch hand^ would dways 
have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to their interefts. Tht hoftile power of 
Myfore would have bt en weakened, but not deftroyed: an Enemy would have ftilt 
remained in the centre of your pofleflions^ watchinjg every occafion to repair the mif- 
fortunes of his family, at their expence, and forming a point of Union, for the 
machinations of every difcontented fa^ion in India, and for the intrigues of every 
emiflary of the French. 

2:4. Under thefe circumftances, the fame anxiety for the fecdrity tuA repaf^ 
of your pofleffions, which originally compelled me to reduce the power of Tippoo 
Sultaun, now appeared to require, that I ifaould provide eSe^oaily agaiffft the revi4 
val, in any degree, of a fimilar danger in the peffon of his Son*

25. On the other hand, the reftcration of the defcendalit of die MdMt Rajaka 
of Myfore Was recommended, by the fame cOurfe df reafoniag w^di aiduded flM 
heir of the Ufurpation. ^ ^ 

26« The indignities which the depofed family ef 'Myfore had fiifl^redt ^fpeaV 
ally during the cruel and tyrannical reign of Tipppo Sultaun, and the ftaie of 4egrlh 
dation and mifery to which they had bcra reduced, muft Mturally excite a fendmeiit 
of gratitude and actachment in their minds, towards- that Power which il^ld tec 
only deliver them from oppreffion, but raife them to a ftKte Of eonfiderable afioencc 
and didindion. Between the Britiih Govervfmtnt and this family,. «n iiitercotufe itf 
friendihip and kindnefs had fubfifted; in the BK)ft dtfperate crii» of their ad^erft 
fortutte, they had formed no connexion with your eotmies. Their elevation wouU 
be the f pontaneous aft of your generofity, and from your fupport aiooe,. could thcjr 
ever hope to be maintained upon the Throne, either againft the family of Tippt o 

Sultaun^ 



"Sukatini or againft any other claimafit. They muft Daturallf view, with M eye of 
jcaloufyy all the friends of the ufurping family, and confequeocly be adverfe to the 
French, or to any State conoe^ed with that family, in its hereditary barred of the 
Britifli Government. The heir of the Rajah of Myfore, if placed on the Throne, 
inuft feel that his continuance in that flation depended on the (lability of the new 
fettlement in all its parts *, it mufl; therefore be his intereft co unite, with cordiality 
and zeal, in every effort ncceiTary to its harmony, efficiency, and vigour. The effeft 
of fuch an arrangement of the affairs of Myfore would not be limited to the mere 
deflrudion of the hoftUe power which manaced our fafety : in the place of that 
power, would be fubfti tuted one whofe interefts and refources might be abfolutely 
identified with our own ; and the kingdom of Myfore, fo long the fource of cala- 
mity or alarm to the Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
mi ht fupply frefh means of wealth and firength to the Company, their fubjeAs, and 
Allies. 

27. In addition to thefe, motives of poHcy, moral coniiderations, and fenti-> . ^ 
cnents of generofity and humanity, favoured the reftoralion of the ancient family of 
Myfore. Their high birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long; . 1 

-and unmerited fofl^ings^ rendered them peculiar objefts of compalfion and refped ; nor 
could it be doubted, that their Government would be both more acceptable and more 
indulgent than that of the Mahomedan Ufurpers, to the mafs of the inhabitants of 
the country, compofed almoft entirely of Hindoos.

28. Thefe confiderations induced me to adopt the refolution of preferring the 
defcendant of the Rajahs of Myfore to the Heir of Tippoo Sultaun. 

zg. I determined, at the fame time, to grant to the families of Hyder Aly and 
Tippoo Sultaun, a more munificent maintenance than either bad enjoyed during; the 
late reign, and to provide with the fame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officers 
and Chiefs of the State, who had furvived the Sultaun, and for the families of all 
thofe who had fallen in the courfe of the war. 

30. For the accompli(bment of a fettlement founded- on the principles which 
I have bad the honor to detail to your Honorable Court in the preceding paragraphs^ , 
I ifiucd a fpecial commiffion, on the 4th of June, appointing Lieutenant Oeneral yWe Enclo^ 
Harris, the Honorable Colonel Wcllciley,'the Honorable Henry Wellefley, Lieutenant furc,N? x. 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, a:nd Lieutenant Colonel Barry Clofe, Coknmiflioners for 
affairs of Myfore, with the ample powers fpecified in the commiffion ; and I named 
Captains Malcolm and Munro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles PaQey, Affiltant Secretaries.to the Commiffion. As the favorable ftate of the 
country had rendered my prefence at Seringapatam unnecefiary, I accompanied the 
Commiffion with snftrudions, direding the Commiffioners to proceed, without delay, yjj^ Eado- 
to lay the foundations of the new arrangement ; and for the purpofe of precluding fure, Nf a; 
the intrigues of the Natives, and. of all the great interefts which were in fufpence, 
I esjoiaed the Commiffioners and their Secretaries to take an oath of fecrecy, in 
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^d^f t\fat, oo part of my pho inigl>t tranfplre, until the arrangements for its accom- 

pJdlbmeoc bjtd been completed.

31. The Commiffioners aflfembled at Serm^apatam on the 8th June, and 
pnder ray inftruiftions, the firft ftep taken by them was to make provifion for the 
farviving Officers and Chiefs of the late Sultaun, and for the families of cbofe ilain 
during the campaign, the particulars of this arrangement will appear hi the. letter of 

Vide Enclo- the Commiffioncrs of the 12th June, an extraft of which is annexed to this dtf- 
fure, N. J. ^jjxch. I am happv to inform your Honorable Court, that this meafure produced 
the mod falutary efTed:, in trai)quillizing the minds of the principal Mabonaedans 
remaining in Myfore, and in placing the clentency and generofity of the BHttfli Go- 
vernment in the moll confptcuous and honorable^ Hght. It was determined, thac 
Meer Kummer ud Deen fhould be fettled at Gurrumcoodah, with a Jahgire froi& the 
Nizam, and another from the Company. This arrangement having been concluded^ 
Kummer ud Deen departed from Seringapatam on the 19th June, with mahy.cxprcf- 
fions, o^ gratitude towards the Company's Government, The Brahmin, Pumcah, 
w.bo h^d been the principal ^financial minifter of the late Sultaun, having givea 
latisfadiory proofs of his readinefs to ferve the new Government in the fame capacity, 
it wai^ determined that he fhould be appointed Dewan to the young Rajah of Myfore^ 

32. The next proceeding of the Commifiloners, in purfuance of my dirwStions, 
was to undertake the painful, but neceifary taik, of removing die families of Hyder 
Ally and Tippoo Sultaun from Seringapatam to the Carnatic. The dewib of rhis 

T'^* ^o^^ proceeding will appear in the letter from the Commiffioners of the ipih of June. I had 
lure, JJ?6* previoully given orders that the fortrefs of Vellore (hould be prepared for the recep- 
tion of the families 5 and I had appointed Lieutenant Colonel Doveton to the com- 
riiaitd of that fortrefs, and had alfo entrufted him with the payment of the flipipod^ 
allotted to both families, directing him to fpare.no reafonablc expeifcc in providing 
for their accommodation, on a fcale fuitable to their former rank and expedaiions. 
The four Princes, Fiitteh Hyder, Abdul Kawlik, Moyen-o-Deen, and Mohu-o-Decn, 
with their families, arrived at Vellore on the 12th of July :. They exprcffed their 
fatisfaftion in the accommodations provided for them. The remainder of the families 
of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, will be removed as foon.as may be prac-; 
licable. 

* . 33* Prcvioufly to the departure of the Princes from Seringapatam, the Com- 

ipiffioncrs had cautioufly abftained from all intercourfe with the family of the Rajah 

of Myfore ; but as foon as the four elder Sons of the late Sultaun had left the capital.

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34. On the 5th of Jun<;^^I had furnifhed the Commlffiooers wUh the firfl: 
draft of a treaty between the Company and his Highnefs the Nizam, for the partition 
of My fore; and having received the fuileft communication of their fentiments, and 
qf thofe of Meer Allum, on the fubjt^, I made (uch alterations as appeared to be 
advifable. On the 22d June^ this treaty was executed by the Commiffioners and 
Mcer AUum, at Seringapatami^ and ratified by me^ in Council, at Fort St. George, on 
tJie 26th of the fame month, an4. W ^^ Highnefs the Niiam, at Hyderabad, on 
the 13th July. It is annexed to this difpatch, under the title of " The Partition Treaty 
of Myfore/^ and is- accompanied by a Memorial, explanatory of its feveral provifions, 
the fubftanceof which, however, I have already had the honor tofubmit to you, in 
the preceding paragraphs of this letter. I have ajfo added, for the information of 
your Honorable Court, a map of the Partition of the iid of June 1799^ fonftruded 
by Captain Mackenzie, and feveral* documents relating to the revenues of Myfore, 
furniihed by Captain Macleod from the records at Seringapatam, together with a^ 
nrap conftruftcd by Capuin Marriott, containing a view of the new divifion of the f^^^ n? lo^ 
country lately introduced by Tippoo Sultaun. toN?

37, In framing this engagement^ it.wa? my determination to eftablifli the moft 
unqualified community of interefts between the Government of Myfore and the Com- 
pany, and to render the Rajah's northern frontier, in cffcdt, a powerful link of our 
fence. With this view, I havfc engaged to undertake the protcdtion of his country 
in confideration of an annual fubfidy of feven lacks of ftar pagodas ; .but recoUc&ing 
the inconveniencies and embarraffments which have arifcn to all parties poncerned, 
under the doisble Governments and conflicting authorities, unfortunately cftabliihed 
10 Oude, the Carnatic, and Tanjore, I refolvcd to rcfcrvc to the Company the moft 
extenfive and indifputable powers of interpofiiion in the internal affairs of Myfore, 
as well as as unlimited right of aOuming thedirc^ management of the country, and 
^ of 
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rf requiring extraordinary aid, beyoDd the amouat^f the .fixed fubfidy, either ia 
lime of wari or of preparation for hoftirity. i 

38. Under this arraogeilaent, I tmft that I (hall be enabled tocoihtnand the 
whole rcfourccs of the Rajah's territory, to improve its cultivation, 10 extend its 
commerce, and to (ecure the welfare of its inhabitants. It appeared to me a more 
candid and liberal, as well as a more wife policy, to apprize the Rajah diflinftly, at 
the moment of his acceflSoo, of the exaft nature of his dependence on the Company, 
than to leave any matter for future <)oubt or difcuffion. The right of the Company 
to eiUbliih fuch an arrangement, either as aifefting the Rajah or the Allies, has 
already been ftated in this difpatch. 

39. I entertain a fanguiae expeAatton, that the Rajah and his Minifters, being 
fully apprized of the extenfive powers rcfcrved to the Company, will chearfuUy adopr 
iiich regulations, as (hall render the adual exercife of thofe Powers unneceflary^ 
Much indulgence will be required at the commencement of the new Government ; 
smd it is my intention. to abftain from any ptyflure uoon the Rajah's finances, which 
by embarraffing them, might tend to the impoveriihment of the country, and to the 
difbris of ^e people, 

4o« Soon after the enthronement of the Rajah, the Brahmin, Ptirneah was 
appointed by the Commiffioners to be His Highnefs' Dewan. 

41 • The eminent talents and integrity of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe, added to 
his extraordinary (kill in the countl^y languages, and to his expeiience in the manners, 
cuftoms,'and habits of the Natives of India, induced me to fe]e& him, for the im- 
portant charge of Refident with the jS.ajah of My fore ; he was accordingly appointed 
C9 that office, immediately after the Subfidiary Treaty of Serineapatam had been 
figned i and the Commiflion was then diflblved, on the of July» 

47.. Although your Honorable Court will perceive, in the Commiflion, the names 
of two perfons of wbofe merits it may be difficult for me to form an impartial judg* 
ment, I. feel it to be iny dut^ to recommend the cohdud of the Commiffioners to 
jour moft public and diftinguiibed approbation.

^f% The concluGon, within one month, of two treaties, fo extenfive in tbetr 
. confequences and complicated in their details, together with all the fubordinate ar- 
tangements conne£ted with this important fettlemenc, will appear a more extraor- 
dinary effort of diligence and ability, when it is remarked, that reference was neceffii- 
Tily made to me at Fort St. George, in every flage of the bufinefs. It will alfo be 
fatisfadory to your Honorable Court to obferve, that the whole arrangeor.ent has been 
condu&ed , at Seringapatam, with a fpirit of humanity and liberality, which cannot 
fail to conciliate the good-will of the inhabitants of Myfore.

leiky* It IS a trail <yf great delicacy and imporrancet which it is my duty to re- 
pofe in a perfon of a{)proved military talents and integrity, and to fuperintend with 
peculiar vigilance and care. 

4j. Although I (hall deem it prudent to detain the army in the field for a ibort 
period of time, I have the fatisfaftion to aflure your Honorable Court, that far the 
greater part of the dominions of the late Ttppoo Sultaun is now in a ftate of perfed 
tranquillity. 

46. A detachment of the army of Bombay took pofleflTion of Mangalore on 
the 4th of June ; and the Province of Canara, with the exception of the fortrefs of 
Jcmaulabad, appeared difpofed to fubmit chearfully to our authority. I have little 
doubt, that the cSmmanding officer of Jemaulabad will foon be induced to furrender 
to the Company's arms : in any event, however, he will be reduced, without diffi- 
culty : in this confidence^ a CoUedor has been appointed for the province of Canara. 

47« The remainder of the Territory allotted to the Company in Coimbatoor 
has pafled into our bands without any difficulty, and Colledors have been appointed 
for the adnuniftration of the revenue. The fort of Gurumcondah is in the po£^on of > 
his Highnefs the Nizam, and thole of Sera and Chittledroog are now garrifoned by 
the Britifh troops. Some difturbances have taken place in Bednore, in which province 
an adventurer had aflembled a banditti, which had diftreiTed the inhabitants of the 
country. A divifion of the army being now on its progrefs towards Bednore, I have 
every reafon to exped that the commotions in that quarter wilf fpeedily be quelled.

Nation in India, to coDdud and order the incerefta of his Highnefs in the faid paf- 
fciSons, and to conclude fuch an arrangement thereof, as (ball appear to his Lordfhip 
to be moft expedient for the fecurity and welfare of the country, and for the common 
benefit of the Allies ; now know ye, that for the more fpccdy conclufion of fuch a

And I 
nominate and appoint Captain Malcolm and Captain Munro to be Secretaries,^ and 
Mr. Edward Golding to be Affiflant Secretary to the faid Commiffion, during my 
pleafure. . And before the faid Cq^miflloners, or any of them, (hall proceed to 
• a£l in the execution of any of the powers or trufts veiled in chem by this Com- 

miflSon, fave only the power of adminiftering the oath herein-after mentioned, he or 
they (ball feverally take and fubfcribe the following oath 1 that is to fay : 

I, A* B. do faithfully promife and fwear, that as aCommiffioner for the Affairs 
of Myfore, I will execute the feveral powers and trufts repofed ia me, according to 
the beftof my fkill and judgment, without favor or affeftion, prejudice or malice, 
to any perfon whatever. I will not difclofe or make known any of the orders or 
inftrudions which fliall be tranfmitted to me, or to the faid Commiffioner s, by the 
Governor GeneYal, or by his order, or any of the proceedings of the feid Commif- 
fioners> fave only to the other Members of this Commiffion, or to the perfon or. 
pcrfons who fliall be duly nominated and employed in tranfcribing or preparing the 
fame, refpedlively, or in recording the proceedings of the faid Commiflioners, or 
ualcfs I (hall be authorized by the (jovernor General to diihlofe or make known tho 
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fame. I do further protnife and fwear, that I will not demaiKly take, or Mcept^ Enclofure m 
diredly or iodircftly, by myfclf or by any other perfon, for my 'ufc or on my be- N?ur. 
half, or on the behalf or for the ufe of any other perfon, any fum of- money, or» 
other valuable thing, by way of gift, prefent, or oiherwifc ; and that to the Go- 
vernor General in Council I will juflly and truly account for, anfwer, and pay, all 
the rents, duties, and other revenues, and fums of money, which (hall come to my 
hands, or to the hands of any perfon or perfon s in truft for, or employed by'mc» 
in execution of the powers and auiborittes vefled in the faid CommiiBoners by the 
faid Governor General. * 

So help me God» 

Which oath, any two of the faid Commiffioners (hall, and are hereby cm- 
powered to adminiftcr to the others of them. And the faid oath (hall be entered 
by one of the Secretaries to the Commiflion amongft the afts of the Board, ancf 
be'duly fubfcribed and attcfted by the faid CommifEoners, at'^the time of their 
taking and adminiftering the fame to each other, refpeftively : and the feveral Sc- 
cretanes, and other Officers of the faid Board of Commi(Goners, (hall aHb take and 
fubfcribe, before the faid Board, fuch oath of fccrecy, and for the execution of the 
duties of their refpedtive ftations, and the integrity of their conduft therein, as the 
faid Board fliall diredt. And when any three of the faid CommKfioner^ fliall have 
taken the oath, they ihall immediately conditute a Board, and proceed to a(3l under 
the Commilfion. And I do hereby empower and direft the faid Commi(fioners to ^ 

take charge and render an exad account to me, of all fuch public property as has 
been, or fliall be found, within the territories of the late Tippdo Sultaun, and alfd 
to collect and bring to account, all fuch arrears of revenue^ and all fucb fums of 
money, as were due to the Sircar on the 4th of May 17999 or have, or (hall become* 
due to the Government of the Allies, from and after that day. Provided always, 
that this order (hall not be conftrued to prevent or impede the diftribuiion among 
the Allied Army, of the prize taken in the fort of Seringapatam on the 4th May,. 
according to tlie general order iffued by the Governor General in Council, under date 
the : and provided alfo, that nothing contained in this 

Commiffion (hall be deemeid to preclude the right of the captors of any fort or place,, 
taken on or before the faid 4th day of May 1799, to obtain from the Commiflioners 
an atteited account of the public property conuined therein; in order that the claims , 

of all fuch captors may be heard and determined by the Governor General ia 
Council, or by the Honorable the Court of Directors, or by His Majefly in Council^ 
according to the nature of the cafe. And I do hereby authorize and direct the 
faid Commi(rioners, immediately upon entering on their duties under this Com- 
mi(fion, to i(rue a proclathation, notifying the reftoration of tranquillity, and pro-- 
mi(ing to all the inhabitants of the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun,. fecurity 
of perfon and of private property, encouraging them to refume their ordinary oc- 
cupations^ under the protection of the Allies^ Ahd I further dxxQ&^ that the faid

Gentlemeiv 

The Commifllon which accompanies this letter, will apprize you of die

nature and extent of the powers which I 'have deemed it advifable to entruft to you. 
Thefe powers. neceflarily fupercede thofe which I had delegated, during the cam- 
paign, to the Commiflion appointed to aflift Lieutenant General Harris, in all mat- 
ters relating to political negotiation/ The favorable fituation of affairs in My fore, 
appearing to render my prefence^at Seringapatam quite uAneceffary, I have again 
taken the rcfolution of remaininglat Madras ; and I therefore propofe to confide to 
you fuch a portion of my authority,' as may enable you, under my orders, to effed: 
a fettlcraent of the country without my prefence. Whatever three members of the 
Commiflion Ihall be prefent at Seringapatam, on the arrival of this difpatch, will 
proceed immediately to a£t under the Commifiion, and to execute the inftru&iQns 
-contained in this lett^« 

1. • The reftoration of the rcprefentative of the ancient family of the Rajahs of 
Myibre, accompanied by a partition of territory between the Allies, in which the 
interefts of the Mahrattas mould be conciliated, appearing to me, under all cir- 
cumflances of the cafe,- to be the moft advifable bafis on which any new fettlement 
of the country can be refted, I have refolved to frame, without delay, a plan found- 
ed on ihcfe principles, and I hope in the courfe of to-morrow, to be able to forward 
to you the articles of a treaty, with proper inftrudions annexed, for the purpofe of 
carrying the above-mentioned plan into effedt* 

3, In the mean while, it is abfolutely neceflary that certain meafures of pre- 
caution (hould be immediately adopted, in order to facilitate^he intended arrange- 
ment. Thefe meafures relate, Firft, to the fatisiadion of the principal Muffulman 
Sirdars, and of the Kelledars of the fcveral fons; Secondly, to the mode of rennoving 
the family of Tippoo Sultaun from Myfore, with the Icaft pra&icable injury to their 
feelings. With regard to the firft objeft, I have already forwarded to the Honora- 
ble Mr. Henry Wcllell^y, a letter to Mcer Allum, and a copy of a letter from the 
Nizam to me, which I truft will enable you lo^ive complete fatisfadtion to Kum- 
Ineer ud Deen; and unlcfs you expedt any coufiderable advantage from his infliience 
at Seringapatam, in conciliating others of his religion, I defire that you will take 
5 the 
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the earlicft meafurcs to induce him to repair to Gurrumconclah. With the other Enclofurc m 
leading Mufiblmans, you ihould immediately enter into fuch fpecific engagements, ^° ^^^' 
as (hall preclude the poflibility of any alarm in their minds, with refpedt to their 
fituation and profpcds, under any new arrangement of the country. 

4. I rely on your difcretion to conclude fuch an arrangement, with as little 
burthen to the finances of the Company as circumftances will admit. The whole 
body of Tippoo's Sirdars ought not to become an exclufive charge upon the Com- 
pany. They muft be employed and provided for by the Allies, and by the Rajah 
of Myfore, colleftively : the families of the Sirdars (lain during the campaign, muft 
alfo be provided for in the fame manner. 

5. The Kelledarsy who have furrendered, and thofe who ilill hold for^s in thcjf 
poflefijon, ^otild be paid their arrears for the month of April at leaft, with their 
pay for the month pf May, and for as long a time as we may leave them in charge 
of their forts. On difmiiling any of them, liberal gratuities ihould be given them^ 
for the purpofe of conciliation^ All thefc charges may hereafter be adjufted be« 
tween the Allies. 

6. As foon as you (hall judge that your arrangements with the remnant of the 
MufTuIman intereft are in fufiicient forwardnefs, you will proceed to take the necef- 
fary meafures for removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this painful, 
but tndifpoofable meafure, cannot be entrufted to any perfon more likely to combine 
every office of humanity with the prudential precautions required by the occafion, 
Chan Colonel Wellefley; and I therefore commit to his difcretion, activity, and hu; 
manity, the whole arrangement, fubjed always to fuch fuggeftions, as may be of- 
fered by the other members of the Commifiion. I have appointed Lieutenant CoIo-» 
nel Doveton to take the command of the fortrefs of Vellore, which is deitined for 
the future refidence of the Sultaun's family. Colonel Doveton is alfo appointed 
Pay-mafter of Stipends to the family; and he has been direded to make every pof- 
fible preparation for th^r accommodation at Vellore. After their arrival, no reafon- 
able expenfe will be fpared, to render their habitation fuitable to their former rank 
and expeftations; and it is my intention to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance. 
Colonel Wellefley will judge, whether it may be neceffary to give either to the whole 
or to any branch of the family, any fpecific aflurance of the exaft amount of the 
fums to be allotted to them, refpediively. If any fuch particular explanation (hould 
appear neceflary for their fatisfa&ion, I authorize you to make the allotment of (ti- 
pcnd to each of them, as well for the eftablifhment of the Zenana, provided that 
the total fum for the maintenance of the whole family be not ftated at more tbaa 
three, or at the utmoft four lacs of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun may 
be accompanied by fuch attendants as they may feled, provided the number be not 
fo great as to endanger the public tranquillity, or to form a point of union for the 
adherents of the late Sultaun. It might be delirable, that Ali Reza fliould accom- 
pany the Princes, as he appears io be attached to the interefts of the Company, aa4 
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Enctbfiife in at the femc time to entertain confiderablc afiFcftion for the Princes, The females and 
Nf LIL children of the feveral families muft follow the Princes, as fpecdily as poffible, Co- 
lonel Wellefley, in my name, will give the moft unerquivocal affurances of protec- 
tion and indulgence to every branch of the family; and at a proper time, be will 
deliver the letters for the four eldell Sons of Tippoo, forwarded by the Ferfiaa 
TranQator to Mr. Henry Wcllefley. If General Harris fhould be at Scringapatam^ 
or within reach of it, lam perfuadcd that his humanity will induce him to exert 
every effort to mitigate all the rigorous pans of this revolution in Myforc, which 1 
feel myfelf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britilh intcrcfts in Jadiaj^to 
accompliih without delay. 

7. I have learned, with the utmoft degree of furprize and concern, that the 
Zenana in the Palace of the Sultaun was fearched for treafure, fomc ^yii^c after the 
capture of the place: I could have wifhed, for the honour of the Britifti name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been difiurbed. In the hcu and coafu&oa 
of an affault, fuch cxceflcs are frequently unavoidable; but I (hall for ever lament, 
that this Icene fhould have been aded long after the conteft had fubfided, and wbecv 
the whole place had fubmitted to the fuperiority of our viftorious arms. If any per- 
fonal ornaments, or other articles of value, were taken from the women in that un- 
fortunate moment, I truft that the Commander in Chief will make it his bufinefs ta 
vindicate the humanity of the Britiih Charader, by ufiog the moft zealous cxertioDS 
to obtain a full reftitution of the propierty in queftion. 

8. After this obfervation, it is fuperBuous to add my moft anxiows expeda^ 
lion, that the utmoft degree of care will be taken to fecure the perfonal property of 
the Princes and of the women, when the period of their removal ihall arrive. 

9. You will of courfe apply to the Commander in Chief, for fucfa an efcort a» 
may be neceflary to convey the family of Tippoo to the place of their dc(tin^tioD^ 
afid you will arrange the time and mode of their departure, fo as to preclude the 
poffibilrty of any commotion or efcape. It is defirable, that fome Officer, converfant 
in the language, manners, and cuftoms of the Natives, and of approved humanity, 
ftould accompany the Princes, until Lieutenant Colonel Doveton can meet them* 
His qualifications for the truft which I have repofed in him^ are too well known to 
require any illuftration« 

10. In exercifing the general powers vetted in you by the accompanying Conr- 
mifTipn, I defire that you will not interfere in the management of the province of 
Canara, until you (hall receive further inftruftions from me. I have diredted Gene- 
ral Stuart to make a temporary arrangement for the Government of that province; 
and until I (hail bave received his report, I cannot decide the fyftem of meafures^ 
tnoft eligible to be adopted in that quarter. You will apprize the Commiflioners^ 
whofe power is fuperceded by this new Commiffion, of my entire approbation of 
iheir fervices; and you will return them my thanks accordingly*

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II* The prcfent regulation is founded on ao opinion, tfiat the CommznicT in Endofarc la 
Chief may not always be at liberty to ad in a poHcical capacity, and that he may N?LII» 
iiot be able to iparc more than one of his confidential ftaff from about his perfon. 
My fclcdion of Lieutenant Colonel Clofc has been direfted, not only by my know- 
ledge of his extraordinary talents, proficiency in tlie native languages, and expe- 
rience in the native manners and cuftoms, but my determination to eftabliOi him in 
the important ofEcc of Refident with the Rajah of Myfore, as foon as that PVince 
ihall be placed on the Mufnud. You will obfcrve, that the CommiQipn enjoins alt 
the Commiffioners, and perfon s employed under them, to take an oath of fecrecy, 
previouily to their entering upon their fonftions; you will therefore communicate a 
copy of the Commiflion to any member, who may happen to be abfcnt from Sc- 
ringapatam when the dtfpatch (hall arrive: but the contents of this difpatcb mud 
not be communicated by the perfon to whom it is addreifed, to any perfon wht> 
ihall not have taken the oath of fecrecy prefcribed in the Commiflionj excepting. 
Meet AUum.

12. It has occurred to me, thut tKc removal of your meetings to Bangalore 
might have an ufeful ei&ft, in drawing the multitude of Muflulmanafrom Serin- 
gapatam. This would enable the Commandant of the fort to commence the repair 
or improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed in clearing the place, and 
making it ftridtly a military ftation. I recommend the earlieft poffible attention to 
this meafure, as being of efiential importance to our fecurity in Myfore.

In oar feleftion of the three firft of the Sirdars, named under the firft head, we 
were guided by considerations, referring partly to the ferviccs which they had 
rendered, or the good difpofitions which they had manifefted towards the Bricifh 
Government, and partly, to the high refpeft entertained for their charader, and to 
the weight and authority which they are univerially acknowledged to poflefs amongft 
the Mahomedans of this country. 

With refped to the two laft, we were influenced foiely by a regard to the latter 
of the preceding confiderations. 

All the perfons named under the fecond head (with ^hc exception of Bankur 
Sahib and Huffin Sahib, who are fons of Budnoy Zemaun Khan) were Mcer Mec- 
rans under the late Government, and have been reported to us as men of the mod 
refpeftable chancers in that rank.

In fixing the amount of the peilGons to be granted to the Sirdars, already cu 
merated, our attention was not fo much direded to the amount of their refpedtivc; 
Claries under the late Tippoo Sultaun, as to the policy of fecuring, by a liberal 
provifion, the attachment of fo many perfons of rank and influence, to the interefts 
and welfare of the Britifli Government in India. 

It did not appear advifable to us, to fetter the provifion to be made for the 
foregoing perfons^ by any conditions which might be thought to derogate from the 
liberality and munificence of the Company : we determined, therefore, to be fatif- 
fied with fignifying to them, that we had no doubt their condu6t would be fuch, as 
to fecure a continuance of the favor and proteftion of the Britifli Government. 

The perfons included in the laft lift, had alfo held the rank of Meer Meerans^ 
under the late Government, but did not appear to us ta poflefs fuch weight of cha- 
raAer, as to entitle them to equal confideration with tbofe ot the fame rank, enu- 
merated under our fecond refolution. 

All the Sirdars mentioned under the foregoing heads, attended us this morning, 

by appointment, and were received by us, according to the clafles into which we 

& had 
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had previoufly arranged them. We then proceeded to ftate to each clafs, fcparatety, Enclofurc \n 
the powers with which we were entrufted by your Lordihip, and the refolutiona N? Lll* 
which, under thofe powers, we had adopted with refpe£t to them. 

We have great fatisfaftion in informing your Lordlhip, that this communica- 
tion was received by every individaul with very lively fenfaiions of gratitude, and 
in feveral inftances, of wonder ; many of them exprefling the greateft aftoniflimcnt 
at the unparalleled condefcenfion and generofity of the Company's Government, in 
nanifefting fo much confidcration for peribns who had {o recently borne arms againft 
them, and who could not aflert any claims to their favor and protedion. 

From the manner in which the bounty of your Lordfhip to ihefe perfons has 
been received, we entertain a confident expectation, that the meafure will produce 
the happiefi effed, in tranquillizing and conciliating all clafTes of people, and in 
preparing their minds for the -new order of things, about to be eftablilhed under 
your Lordlhip's inftrudtions. 

Tour Lordlhip will obferve, that the total amount of the allowances which we 
have hitherto agreed to grant to the Sirdars of the late Tippoo Sultaun, does not 
exceed the annual fum of Star Pagodas 20,907. 2. 6. 

We ihall, ho doubt, find it neceflary to augment the prefent lift of penfioners, 
and to make provifion for the families of certain Sirdars deceafed, whole preten- 
fions wc have not yet taken into our confidcration, excepting in the inftance of Syed ^ 
Sahib's family (confifting of eighteen perfons, male and female) for. the mainten- 
ance of which we have affigned a monthly penfion of two hundred Star Pagodas. 
We are perfuaded, however, that the fum allotted by your Lordihip, as a fund for 
providing fuitably for thefe various perfons, will be more than adequate to the pur- 
pofe of enabling us to extend the Company's liberality to every individual whom i-c 
may be neceflary to.admit to a participation of ix, ekher on the fcore of humAnity 
or policy. 

Having judged it of the utmoft importance, to lofe no time in carrying into yi^^ N? 4. 
effed: your Lordfhlp's inftruftions, with refpe£t to the removal of the family of the Page 2P4. 
late Tippoo Sultaun, we this morning addrelTed a letter to the Commandef in Chief, 
a copy of which we havq the honor to enclofe for your .Lordlhip's information. 
The deficiency in draft and carriage cattle, which at prefent exifts both here and at 
Camp, has compelled Colonel Wellefley to, confine hunfelfita the removal, in the 
firft inftance, of the four elder Princes, with their refpeftive families. The remain- 
ing parts of the family inhabit the Zenana ; and no danger is to be vpprehended 
from their continuing in Seringapatan, until it ftiall be pradrcablc to remove them*

In confequencc of thefe communications itf appeared to us proper, that the Enclofur^m 
members of the Commiffion fbouhkivait upon the 'Rajih, without delay: we ac- N?L1L 
cordingly yefterday fignified, through Purac^^ to His Highnefs, and to his family, 

our intention of paying our perfonalrefpcfts to fhem in the courfc of the evening. 

3. We proceeded to His Highnefs's refidence, accompanied by Purnefh, 
whom we thought it proper (houtd be prefent at this firft interview. Although every 
preparation was made for our reception, k is not eafy to defcribe to your Lerdfhip 
^he ftate of mifery in which we found this perfe(;uted fami(y. 

, 4* A portion of the apartment in which we were received was concealecl from 
our view by a curtain, behind which the Rana, and the other female members of 

the family, were ftationed, 

» 

5: We were received by the male part of the family, with expreflions of 
gjraiitudie and joy, proportioned to the magnitude of the benefits conferred on 
tliem, and to the ftate of indigence and obfcurity from which they were relieved. ' 
We again communicated, as we had done before, through Purneah, the general 
outline of your Lordfhip's propofed arrangement, and your inteptiops with refpeft 
to the Rajah. The Rana, in reply, exprefTed, through one of her attendants, the 
lively fcnfe which Ihe entertained of your LordQiip's <;lemency, which had raifcd her 
and her family from the lowed pitch of human milery, to that ftation of which they ^ 
had been deprived by tyranny and ufurpation. Sfic dwelt particularly on the per- 
secution to which ihe and her faniiily had been expofec], from the cruel, favage, and 
relentlefs difpofition of the late Tippoo Sultaun; but ihe added, that the generofity 
of the Company, having reilored the ancient rights of her houfe in the perlon of het 
Grandfon, had opened to her a profpedl of pai£ng the remnant of her days in peace. 

6. The Rajah, who is laid ro be five years old, is of a delicate habit; his com- 
plexion is rather fair than otherwife, and his countenance is very cxpreffive. He 
betr^yed^ fome fymptoms of alarm on our firft arrival, but thefe foon difappcared. 
He feems to be of a timid difpofition, and to have fuffered confiderably from reftraint. 

7. We have the honor to inform your Lordihip, that the partition of the 
>€0untry, and the elevation of the Rajah to the Mufnud, was this day proclaimed*

Whereas the deceafed Tippoo Sultaiin, unprovoked by any aft of aggrefCon on 
the part of the Allies, entered into an offcnfive and defenfive Alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army, for the purpofc of commencing 
war againi^ the Honorable EogliQi Company Behauder, and its Allies, Nizam ud 
Dowlah Afoph Jah Behaudei;,. and the Pefiiwa Row Pundit Purdhan Behauder ; and 
the faid Tippoo Sultaun having attempted to evade the juft demands of fatisfadion 
and Security made by the Honorable £ngli(h Company Behauder and its Allies, for 
their defence and protection againfl the joint defigns of the faid Sultaun and of the 
French, the Allied Armies of the Honorable Engli(h Company Behauder, and of His 
Highnefs Nizam ud Dowlah Afoph Jah Behander, proceeded to hoftilities, in vin- 
dication of their rights, and for the prefervation of their relpedttve dominions, froni» 
the perils of foreign invafion, and from the ravages of a cruel and relentlefa enemy.. .

pofe of obtaining reafonable compeniation for the ezpences of the war, and of eftab- 
liihing permanent fecurity, and genuine tranquillity^ for themfelves and their fubjedts, 
as well as for all the Powers contiguous to their refpeftive dominions : wherefore a.

far all Affairs^. Civil and Military, of the Britifli Nation in India ; and by the Nabobv 
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Enclofure In Mccr Allum Bchaudcr, on the part and in the name of His Highnefs the Nabob 
Nf UL Nizam ud Dowlah Aiopb Jah Behaoder« accoidiiig ta the undrr-mentioned articles, 
which by the blcffing of God fhall be binding on the heirs and fucceflbrs of the con- 
trafting parties^ as long as the fun aod moon ihall endure, and of which the condi- 
tions (ball be reciprocally obferved by the faid contrading parties.

iituated (including the fmall trad of land or ifland lying to the weftward of the main 
iilandi and bounded on the weft by a Nullah called the Myfore NuUab, which falls 
into the Cavery near Chun^l Ghaut) ihall become part of the dominions of the faid 
Company, in tuli right and fovereignty for ever.

In compliance with the defire of the Right Honorable the Governor General* 

conveyed in his letter to you dated the 21ft June, extradk of which was forwarded to 

Vid£ K? II. UK ^y your diredtionsj I have the honor to tranfmit.to you a ftatement of the revenues 

of the territories lately acquired for the Honorable Company, in which you will 
pleafe to obferve the grounds, on which I am led to believe ^hat thofe aequifitions 
are capable to yield a grofs revenue, equal to the fums in Column 4. 

* — - 

The late Tippoo Sultaun raifed his Junimabundy, in the year 1 756^ by augmenting 
his land^rent three Cantaria Fanams on each Pagoda (ten Faftams) fuppofing the 
country to be icapable of beariog this augmentation. He sdfo charged his Jumma- 
bundy with half a Fanam, as a tax on Shroffs, and a quarter of a Fanam, as a duty 
on Tobacco. The two laft arcicles were abfurdly added to the land-rent, as well » 
tbejfiril, the whole amounting to 3^ Fanams on every ten Fanams i f6 that by this 
incrcafc, every ten by the preceding Juaunabundy. bccam< X3I for the new ftanmtr 
j}iindy, or 40 was raifed to 55. * . .* 1 . -

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There were, however/fome inconfiderable articles of the revenue excluded from Enclofurc ia 
contributing towards this augmentation ; fuch as the rents of land farmed for portions ^* ^^^* 
of the produce^ and alfo the road-duties : buc as I could not procure an exa£i account 
of the amount of items left out in forming the increafe^ I have fuppofed, for the con- 
venience of calculation, that the increafe of 1796 extended to the whole grofs reve- 
nue, and by following this mode, 1 have eftimated the increafe in Column 2 of the 
ftatement greater than it really was ; confequently Column 3 or 4 is eftimated lower 
than it othervvife fhould be, if the detail of the whole increafe had been accurately 
afcertained. 

The fums in Canteria Pagodas in the third Column, or in Star Pagodas in the 
fourth,^ mayy in my opinion, be confidered as nearly the fair Jummabundy which 
may hereafter be expected ; though I cannot take upon myfelf to aflert, that the 
fevcral diftri£):s ought to yield revenue equal to this valuation of them. 

If fome of the diftrifts fhould be over-rated in this eMmate, it is probable that 
others are under-valued. I think it is not unreafonable to expedt, that in the aggre- 
gate, the whole may, in the courfe of three or four years, produce a revenue equal 
to the amount of Column 4 $ and if from this fum one-fifth be dedu£ted, for the 
feveral heads of Inaums to Pagodas, &c. and for defraying all charges of coUedion^ 
there would remain to the Company a clear revenue of near twelve lacs of Star 
Pagodas annually. 

Should this eftimate of the new acquifitions be hereafter found, through better in- 
formation, to be materially erroneous, I hope it will be remembered, that I followed 
the truefl fcale which can at prefent be procured. Much will always depend on the 
/kill and talents of perfons employed in the management of revenue. 

I have an account of the amount of the rent of each Aumildarrie compofing the 
Jumma in the firft Column ; and I have materials and information fufficient to prove, 
that the fchedule of the My fore revenue, given to the Confederates in 1792, was a 
falfe ftatement of the Jummabundy.

Sir, 

1 have the pleafureto lay before you an abftradt of the Jummabundy, and a Lift 
of the feveral Forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun, As he had given new names to all 
Forts, and ihe refidence of his Afiphs, the proper, or former name, is affixed to each 
Divifion and Fort, for the convenience of geographical information* 

The Sultaun^s miftaken fyftem of Revenue CoUedtion, operated in a great degree 
towards reducing his receipts, by his having increafed the number of Aumildarries to 
ten times as many as had ufuaily been the proportion under all former GovernnGkehts 
of the Myfore Dominions. 

The Sultaun raifed his Jummabundy, in the year 1795, by adding about nineteen 
Lacks of Canteria Pagodas to his former Jumma : But this increafe was only ideal ; 
as I am informed by men, of whofe veracity I have a high opinion, that fince the 
year 1792, his receipts were annually from twenty-five to thirty-five Lacks of Can- 
teria Pogodas. His adual annual Difburfements are eftimated at forty Lacks of Can- 
teria Pagodas, fince the Treaty of 1792 j fo that it appears, a confiderable portion of 
his expences muA have been taken from the treafure colleded by bis Father. 

All the Afiphs and Aumildars under his Government were Moormen, who were 
feldom chofen for any other reafon than their being Mahomedans ; and although 
the whole of them had an oath of fidelity adminiftered to them, the embezzlement of 
Public Revenue, by the feveral claflcs of Servants, is fuppofed to have amounted 
annually to fifteen or twenty Lacs of Canteria Pagodas. The jagbeers for the fup- 
port of Troops, which amount to about five Flacks of Canteria Pagodas, do doc ap- 
pear in the ftatemcnt : The valuation of them is included in the Revenue.

This Prince 
lived till the year 1796, when he 
died of the fmall-pox ; upon his 
death, Tippoo did not nominate 
or acknowledge a fuccefibr. 

Kifna Raige, who was placed on the 
Thrdne in June 1799, was the only 
child of Chiaum Raise, the fourth^ 
who was married to teven wives, of 
whom five are ftill.alive« The mo- 
ther of the prefent Kifna Raige died 
in about a fortnight after his birth. 

One of the wives of Chick Kifna Raige

2k The pofleffipn of Tippoo Sultaun's whole treafure9 even on the fall of 
""Seringapatamj was an event, which the Governor General in Council could not rea-, 
fonably have anticipated i and it was a cafe, therefore, for which no rule could be 
provided^ until the obftinacy of Tippoo Suliaun^ and the rapid progreis of the liege^.

3* Under thefe circumftances, and the uncertainty of the amount of the Sul*' 
taun*s treafure, which comnion rumour had eittremely exaggerated^ the difpofal of it 
became a queftion of confiderable delicacy an.d importance. 



4* The right of the Crown to the whole of the captured property appeared to 




referving for his Royal Prerogative, the difpofal of all property captured in fuch ope- 
rations, fecmed to apply with full force to the cafe. 

g. The orders, alfo, of your Honorable Court, dated 8th March 1758, direft 
that, in all hoftilides or expeditions, in which any of His Majefty's forces fliall be 
« appointed and commanded to z& in conjunction with thofe of the Company,, fuch 
plunder or booty as may be taken, or the produce thereof, (ball be kept entire, and 
reported to your Honorable Court, in order that the nece^ary application may be 
made to His Majefty, for a divifion thereof, in fuch maimer and proportion as the 
King ihall think fit. 

6. On the other hand, it remained for us to weigh the prevailing opinion, in 
favor of the right of captors to all property found in places taken by afiault, the in- 
variable 
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variable praAice of His Majefty in cafes of a fimilar nature, and the unqueftionable 
claims or this gallant army to every reaibnable indulgence. 

7. The difficulty of this queftion (if indeed the doubt had ever been entertained 
in the minds of the army) would have been folved by the decifion and authority of 
the Marquis Cornwallis ; for during the courfc of the former war in Myfore, his 

Vide Enclo- ^ordfhip declared, in general orders, " That he confidered all property in places, 
ftrc N? I, '* taken by affault, or deferred, to belong to the captors/' 

8. This order, as well as the uniform praftice fandioned by the fame great 
authority, during the whole of the former war, being recent in the memory of the 
whole army, was confidered as an unqueftionable confirmation of (beir^right to* the 
property taken in S^ringapatam ; and although the law of nations, appHcab)e to the 
cafe,' juRified tlie Governor General in Council in diffenting from the authority of the 
Marquis Cornwallis, yet a deciAon, founded on abftraA grounds of public law, might 
have appeared rigorous and illiberal, when oppofed to the prevailing opinions refpeft- 
ing the right of captors, confirmed by fo formal and juftly revered a fanftion. 

• . . ■. • • • ^ 

9. Under thefe circumftances, tlie difficulty appeared to refolve itfelf Into a 
queftion of expediency, arifing from confiderations of the amount of the treafure cap- 
tured in Seringapatam, and in this view of the fubjeA, the Governor General in 
Council deemed it adviiable to permit the captors to proceed to a difiribution of the 
prize, to fuch an extent as Ihould not incur the hazard of producing any relaxation m 
the difcipline of the army. 

10. The report tranfmitted to his Lordfiiip by the Commander in Chief on this 
fubjeft, ftates the amount of fpecie at about fizteen lacks of pagodas^ and the amount 
of jewels at about nine lacks more. 

11. Although this fum is very confiderable, yet comparing it with the donations 
vhich have been granted to the army by the Marquis Cornwallis and by your Honor- 
able Court in the year 1792, the Governor General in Council did not judge the dif- 
ference to be difproportioned to the adual cafe, under all the circumftances of the 
aflault. 

12. With an anxious deiire to pay the moft rcfpeftful obedience to your orders 
of the 8th of March 1758, as well as to purfue the fpirit of His Majcfty's Letters Pa- 
tent, by which the prerogative royal to deftribute all plunder and booty is referved, 
in all cafes in which His Majcfty's troops may have been employed, the Governor 
General in Council was alfo fenlible of the utter inexpediency of disappointing the 
fanguine expeAations of the whole army, founded on fuch rational grounds as the 
uniform practice of the late war, and the public orders of the Marquis Cornwallis. 

13. Being accordingly fati^fied, that the ampunt of treafure and jewels, fiated to 
his Lordftiip, was not fo great as 'to produce any dangerous irregularity among the

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troaps, and being urged by th(^ Commander io Chiefs for the reaforis ftated In hti 
Excellency's letter of the 23d May> to an early diftribution of fuch part of the prize 
property as might be granted to the arnjy, the Governor General in Council entertained Vcl Encb- 
no doubt, that ihe gracious bounty of His Majefty, and the liberality of your Honor- ^^"N* li- 
able Court, would be' proportioned to the effort which had produced fo large an addi- 
tion to the revenues and rcfources of the Company, and ellablifii the fecurity of joui 
poiTeiSons in the Pcninfula of india on fuch folid and permanent foundations. 

*I4, HisLordihip, therefore, charged himfelf with the refponfibility of anticipa- 
ting the Royal {an(ftion and your determination 9 and accordingly authorized the Com- 
mander inChief 10 make an immediate diftribution of the treafure and jewels to the troops 
of the Allies, in fuch proportions as might be conformable to the ufage of the Britilh 
fervice, in cafes of a fimiiar nature ; and his Lordfliip in Council took this oppor- 
tunity of expreffing his fatisfa£tion, that the final fuccefs of this brilliant campaign y^^^j'** 
had enabled him to afford a fubftantial proof of the public gratitude towards the army, ^liy '^'* 
by beftowing a reward, proportioned to the magnitude and importance of their fer«> 
vices, and earned not more by their labor, courage, and perfeverance^ than by their 
exad difcipline^ uniform regularity, and exemplary fubordination* 

15. In your letter, dated 8th March 1758, you are pleafed to dired:, that ^' to 
^ land operations, all cannon, ammunition, and military fiores, of all kinds, arepQC 

" to come into the divifion, but are to belong entirely to the Company/*

16. On a full confideration of this injunftion, the Governor General 10 Coun-^ 
oil thought it advifable to referve fhe whole of the ordnance, ammunition, and 
military (lores, (including grain,) for the ultimate decifion of His Majefty, on 
fuch application as (hall be made to him by your Honorable Court. 

17. For this purpofe, his Lordlhip in Council directed, that a proper Board 
of Officers (hould be felefted and appointed by the Cdmmander in Chief, to vidueand 
take an exa£l inventory of all that part of the captured property which is included uo- 
derihe denomination of ordnance, ammunition, and military (lores.

18. The Governor General in Council is concerned, that the irregularity and a>n- 
fufion which was found to prevail in the arltnal of Tippoo Sokaun, together with the 
extent and variety of his military equipments, render it impoffible totranfmit, by the 
prefent difpatch, a correft eflimate of the value of the ftores, &c- referved under this 
order ; but bis Lo?d(bip trufts, that the lifts which are now forwarded, will enable your 
Honorable Court to lay fufiicient information before his Majefty, and to* obtain his 
royal fanfHiion tor the difpofalof the ordnance, ammunition, and military ftores. 

19. HU Lordlhip in Council directed, that the proportion of pri^.e-money to

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be allotted to the Contingent of his Highnefs the Nizam, fhould be determined by the 
number of his Highnefs's regular troops, adually cni}ploycd in the field with the artoy 
before Seringapatam, at the time of the capture of that place.

20. This principle has accordingly been applied to the Infantry, of whicb 
Cfgutar returns had been made to the Adjutant General of the Army \ but 
the irregular eftabli(hment of his Highnefs's Cavalry having rendered this mode of 
calculation mipradlicable wich regard to them, a compromife was effcded between the 
Commander in Chief and Meer Allum Slabaudcr, for one lac of pagodas, ialieu of all 
farther demands on account of the Nizam's Cavalry. 

a I. Having judged it probable, that Meer Allum might not be tncVmed to diC- 
penfe wich the right of his Sovereign over that part of the captured property which 
was allotted to his Highnefs, the Governor General in Council dircfted the Comman- 
der in Chief to confult Meer Allum on this point, and to give orders for the appropri-^ 
ation of the Nizam's fhare, in fuch manner as (hall be moft agreeable to him. 

22, It is fcarcely neceflary to obferve to your Honorable Court, that whatever 
determination may be taken, with refped to the appropriation of the ordnance and 
military (lores, .captured in Seringapatam, it will be proper to conOder the title of his 
Highnefs the Nizam to (hare in this part of the prize. Perhaps his Highnefs's pro- 
portion of this part of the prize cannot be determined by a more equitable ilandard 
than that afiumed in the firft dividend to the army. Conformably to this rule, his 
Highnefs would be entitled to about one fourth part of the ordnance and military 
ftores, to be applied to his Highnefs's own ufe, or divided among his troops,^ ax;cord- 

ing to the pleafure of his Highnefs.

23, With a view to render the diftribution of prize-money an available refburce 
for the immediate fupply of fpecie to the army, and to afford individuals io camp the 
means of difpoiing of their refpeftive proportions with fecurity, the Governor Genetal 
in Council authorized the Commander in Chief to open a loan for bonds of this Go- 
vernment, bearing intereft at 8 per cent, per annum ; and we arc happy to add, that a • 
material fupply of money has, by this means, been obtained for the ufe of the army, 
which has relieved us from the neceffity of fending fpecie for that purpofe from the 
Prefidency, and which will ultimately, we truft, have a confiderable efiea, in reducing 
the rate of intereft on your papcn

The Commander in Chief is. alfo pleafed to declare^ that he conBders aU pro- 
perty, in places taken by aflfault or deferced, to belong to the captors ; and in confe- 
quence of the recommendation of the Committee^ is pleafed to order, that when 
petfons fliall apply to the Ofiker commanding at fuch places, for leave to dig up 
treafure, jewel's, or other valuable effi;dls, i^ (hall be granted, under the exprcfs condi-, 
tion of one*half being retained as falvage, and delivered to the prize Agents, on account 
of the Army; and they, or the perfons afting for them, are to be informed, whenever 
fuch applications are made, that they may be prefent, when the treafure or eflfeds are 
dug up. Perfons not claiming as proprietors, but giving information of fecret pro- 
perty, are to be allowed one-fourth of the treafure, or value of the effefts, difcovere4 
in confequence of this information. This order to be fent to the places tak^n from 
the enemy, and made public, by beat of torn torn, in the Bazars and Pettahs, and ia 
Camp*

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The Officeft I had named to make inventories of property captured have not yet 
Cdmpieted this duty, and have informed me, that a coniiderable time m\t be rcquiiire 
to enable them to do fo : they have, however, afcerraitied the amount of the moft 
valuable articles, of which I enclofe an abftradt ftatemcnc, formed from the reporu 
which they have made to me.

I am not without hope, that the report I am now enabled to make, may be fuffi- 
cient for your Lordlhip in Council to conlider as a ground for fuch refolutton as you 
may deem proper, in fegard to the proportion of prize which fhould be granted to 
the Army, as a reward for their recent ferviccs. The ufage of the fcrvicc on former 
occaiions will lead the troops to expedt an exertion of the bounty of Government; and 
it is particularly defirable, that whatever amount of property your Lord&ip in Council 
may be pleafed to allot to the Army, fhould be granted, befol-e the feparation of the 
troops to various quarters renders the arrangement of its dtflribution diflkuk.

Letter from the Governor General to the Court of Directors, 

dated 3d Auguft, 1798 ; continued from Page 197. 

48. The advantages refulting to your intcrcfts, from the recent fcttlemcnt of 
Mysore, are fufEciently obvious^ as they appear in the preceding parts of this dif- 
patch, and in the papers mfhich accompany it. It may not, however, be nfeleGr to 
fubmit to your Honorable Court, in a conntded form, a general view of the whole 
of this important queftion, together with the refledions which have arifen in my 
mind, from an anxious and alTiduous attention to every branch of the fubje£t« 

49* Since the iirft war with Hyder Ally, the tranquillity of your pofleflions has 
been continually menaced by the power of Myfore. Even in the intervals of peace 
which have fucceeded to the feveral wars in which the Company has been engaged 
with Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, your fccurity in the Carnatic has ever been 
precarious* During the ceflation of a&ual hofliltties, the dcfigns of the Sovereign of 
Mylbre have ftill continued uniformly hoftile, and his means of executing them have 
always remained confiderable, while the degrees of your fafety have fluduated with 
the fiate of your military eflablifhrnems arid preparations, and ' with the diftribution 
of your force. 

. 50. The baneful efTedts of this perpetual (late of uncertainty and folicitude, 
have been felt, not only in the decay of agriculture, and of the arts of peaceful in- 
duftry on the Coaft of Coromandel, and in the rebellious fpirit of certain defcriptions 
of your fubjeds on that Coaft, and on the Coaft of Malabar^ but occafionally," 
throughout all India, in the dtminutioaof the Britifti influence and conlideration at 
fofeign Courts, in the riling hopes of the turbulent and difafTe&ed, and in the decline 
of public and private credit, ihaken by repeated rumours of war, and by the cohftanc 
Mcefficy of guarding . agaiivit iurprize, from the fudden a^greffidn of an enemy,' 
whom no clemency or moderation could conciliate, <md no faith could bind.

» ' 
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51. The redu£lion of Tippoo Sultaun's power and rcfourccs, cffeAed by the 
Treaty of Scringapatam in 1792,- had weakened, but not extinguiihed, the caufec^ 
thefe complicated evils. Soon after the conelufion of peace, this caufe and its ef- 
•ftds appear to have recovered a confiderable degree of adivity and vigour, until, 
•in the year 1796, the intrigues and military movements of Tippoo Sultaun com- 
pelled the Government General to aflVmblc the army on the Coaft of Coromandcl, 
and in Autumn of '1 797, fuch apprchenfions were juftly entertained of his defigns 
and power, as induced the Government of Fort St. George to abandon the profecu- 
.lion of an expedition ably planned, intimately connefted with your intereds, and 
which had already brought a heavy charge on your finances. 

52. Judicious indeed, and provident, was the policy which didated the re- 
linquifhment of that enterprize, fince fubfequent difcoveries and events have mani- 
fefled the great probability f if not the abfolute certainty) that the departure of 
the large force dcflined for Manilla would have proved a iignal to the watchful 
vengeance of Tippoo Sultaun to invade the Carnatic, even without waiting for the 
aid of a French force, the afliftance of which might not, perhaps^ have appeared to 

.him neceflary, during the abfence of a confiderable portion of our army. 

53. But the apprehenfion of the defigns and movements of the power of My- 
'fore had never, perhaps, been more anxiouHy or more juftly entertained, (han be- 
tween the months ot June and September 1798. It cannot be denied, that during 
that period, your jnterefls were menaced by a combination of the moft fertous 
dangers. The anxiety and fears hitherto entertained, with regard to the defigns of 
Tippoo Sultaun, were now confirmed, by a certain knowledge of his having adu- 
.ally propofed to the French, projedts of the moft extenfivc hoftiliry againii youy 
Pofleffions in India. The alarm, as well as the danger, were confiderably aggra- 
vated by the formidable preparations of the French . in the Mediterranean, by the 

. apparently defperate flate of our alliances in the Decan, and by the peculiar fitua- 
tion of the Court of Hyderabad^ fubjeAed to the will of a powerful French army 
and French faftion. 

54* The fituation of our Allies at this period of general defpondency, is now 
well known to your Honorable Court; it will therefore be fufficient, in this plac^ 
to obferve, that the degree of danger, with which the Nizam and Peihwa were 
threatened by the impending ftorm, exceeded that which menaced our pofleffions. 
It is true, that Tippoo Sultaun's views againll the Courts of Poonah and Hyderabad 
were oftenfibly limited to the recovery ofthe ceflTions made by him to thofc Powcn 
in 1792; but it cannot be doubted, that bis ambition and rapacity would have 
augmented with the progrefs of bis victories, and his revenge was not of a temper 
to be mitigated by fuccefs. 

55* Your Honorable Court is apprized of the changes which fucceffively and 

rapidly 
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rapidly took place In the condition of our alliances, and of our afmy, fubflltuting 
at Hyderabad, in place of a French fadion and a French arihy, Britifti influence 
Jind a con fiderable Brit ifli force, and producing, ultimately, the happy reftoration of 
confidence and energy among your fervants at Fort St. George: it is, ihercforet 
wnneceflary to dwell on that part of the fubjcdi but it may be expedient to advert 
to the ftate of the general expeftations, at different periods of time previous to the 
war, and to compare our adual fituation with thofc expedations, as well as with our 
poGtion in the month of June 1798. 

56. At that time, even the moft fanguine difpofitions, and thofe leaft affVfted 
by the prevalent panic, would probably have been content to have detached Tippoo 
Sultaun from bis alliance with the French Nation, in the hope that, without the aid 
of a French force, he would not attempt to difturb the tranquillity of the Car- 
natic. 

57. Even at a later period, when the fubverfion of the French party at Hy^ 
dei^abad, the reftoration of the Nizam to the condition of an efficient Ally, and the 
advanced (late of our military preparations, had infpired a . general fpirit of confi- 
dence and zeal, the moft confident and zealous would have deemed the iflue of the 
approaching conteft profperous, as well as honorable, if it hsid efieded a 'confider- 
able redudlion of the power and refources of Tippoo Sultaun^ and had obtained a- 
reafonable indemnity for the expenfes of the Allies. 

58. The entire deftrudtion of Tippoo Sultaun's power, or the abfolute transfer 
of his refources, to any hand lefs inimical or lefs violent, would have .been deemed 
a glorious termination, even of a long and expenfive conteft. 

59. But the fuccefs of your arms in the ihort period of the late campaign, has 
not merely excluded the French from Myfore, provided an ample indemnity to 
you and to your Ally for the charges of the war, deftroyed the hoftile power of 
Tippoo Sultaun, and effe£bually precluded its revival, but has transferred the fword 
of your implacable enemy into your own hands, and turned to your ufe the main 
Iprings of his wealth and ftrength. 

60. By the Partition-Treaty of Myfore, you have acquired an augmentation 
of direct territorial revenue, to the annual amount of about Star Pagodas 6,47,64 1. lo. 
By tfa^ Subfidiary Treaty of Seringapatam you have fecured an annual fubfidy 
of Star Pagodas 7,00,000, making, together with your new territorial revenue^ the 
jTum of Star Pagodas 13,47,641. lo. and leaving (after deducting the provifion al- 
lotted for the families of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun) an annual increafe 
of your funds in this quarter of India, equal to Star Pagodas 11,47,641. lo. But a 
reafonable expedation is entertained, that the territory acquired by the Company, 
under the Treaty of Myfore, will yield, in the couric of a few years^ a fum not lefs than 
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Star Pagodas 14,78.698. If fuch an advance in the nominal revenue of the 
diflrifts ihould aAuatly be realized, the pofitive augmentation of your availab 
rerources, ioconfequenceof the Utefcttlementof Myfore, will amount nearly 
lacs of Star Pagodai : But in eflioiating the increafe of your annual available 
fince the month of June, 1798, the augmentation which took place in th 
payable by the Nizam is not to be omitted. By the Treaty of Hyderabad, 
ed on the 6r(l of September, 1798, the annual fubfidy was auginenred fi- 
Rupees 6,44,556, to Arcot Rupees 24,17,100, making an increafe annua! 
cot Rupees 17,71,544, or S:ar Pagodas 5,64,982. Thus the total augihei 
your available annual refources, (ince June, 1 798, tn this quarter of your pi 
amounts aftually to Scar Pagodas 17,12,623, and if the revenue of then 
quired territory (hould be realized (according tojuft expedation) will amou: 
Pagodas 25,43,680. 

61. Againfl tbefe acquiritions, muit be pUced the expenfe of what< 
tioni it may be found neceflary to make your military force, either in coi 
of the cktenfion of your territory, or of the fubfidiary engagements which 1 
eontrafted with the Nizam, and with the Rajah of Myfore. 

62. The fubGdtary force at Hyderabad muft be con6dered as a pai 
efficient ftrengtb, prepared for your fervice on any emergency, and rei 
you, in any future war, as it has done in the laft. It does not appear xc 
bable, that it will be neceffary to make any conliderable addition to the 
eftabliftiment of Fort St. George, in confequence of the Treaty of Hydera 
do I apprehend, that the requifite increafe of thate{):abli{hmeni, and of th 
Bombay, in confequence of the two treaties annexed to this difpatch, v/iW 
proportion to the increafe of your revenue and refources : for it muflAievi 
gotten, that while your territory has been extended, your frontier has beei 
ted and ftrengtbened, yoOr principal «nemy utterly diftroyed, and an AH' 
pendant of the Company eflablUhedon bis throne, 

65. I do not yet poirc(i the means of ftating, with fufficient accuracy 
Honorable Court, either the amount of the charges incurred in confequence 
rious meafures of preparation and precaution, which became nccelTary on tbe 
of Tippoo Sultaun's hoftilc defigns in June, 1 798, or the amount of the cxpe 
is to be ^placed to the account of the operations of the late war. The ace 
charges, both of our preparations and of the war, muft be confiicrable; b 
ever aftatementof the expenfes of the late warcan be fubmitted to your I 
Court, your wifdom and juflice will neceffarily diftingoilh the charges incurr 
purpofe of affcmbling an efFeftive army in the Beld, from thofe aiSually i 
to the operations of your armies in Myfore,' and to the fiege of Seringapatai 

64. From the moment that Tippoo Sultaun's negotiation had tran 
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became an indifpenfable duty to place the Carnatic in a pofture of complePt defence. 
The experience of former wars with Myfofe, the nature of the frontier of the 
Carnatic (expofed, in various points^ by its almoft innumerable pafTes, to the incur- 
iion of the enemy,) the adual ftate of affairs in India and in Europe, all concurred ^ 
to convince me, chat the only rational fyflem of defence againft Tippoo Sultaun was, 
to alfemble your armies on rhe 0>afls of Coromandel and Malabar, in fuch force, in 
fuch a date of equipment, and in fucb a ppGcion, as fhould excite in the mind of 
the Sultaun, a juft alarm fof the fafety of his capital. No other plan was calculated 
to fccure the Carnatic againft the ravages of his numerous cavalry ; becaufe no other 
plan would have compelled him to concentrate his forces within his own territories^ 
for the defence of the vital point of his empire. His capital was not only the ob- 
ject of his pride, but the center of his power ; it was the ftrongeft fortification, the 
principal granary of his army, his only arfenal, the repofitoiy of his treafure, and 
the prifon of the legitimate claimant of his throne, as well as of the families of all 
his great chieftains, whofe obedience he fecured by retaining the objed: of their 
reverence and affcAioo, within the walls of the fortrefs of Seringapatam. On the 
prefervation of that fortrefs, therefore, depended the fate of his empire, and (although 
I did not negledt any pradicable precaution againft the contrary courfe of events) my 
judgment was always decided^ that he would never abandon the defence of Seringa- 
patam, but with his life. 

65. The fuccei^ of the plan (founded on this opinion) fully anfwered Its primary 
purpofe, fince no pah of the Sultaun's force ventured to enter the Company's pof- 
feflfions in the Carnatic during the late hoftilities. It alfo fully anfwered the fccon- 
dary purpofe, of enabling your armies (when our fpecific negotiation had failed) to 
a£t offenfively, with promptitude, vigour, and effed:« 

66. Neither the expenfe of the magazines of grain and other ftores, on either 
Coaft, nor of the batterring train,^ with its equipment of cattle, ought therefore to be 
charged to the account of the war ; for every expenfe incurred previous to the 
3d February 1799 (the day on which Lieutenant General Harris received orders to 
march) muft and would have been incurred, if no war had taken place, and ought to 
be charged to the account: of the indifpenfable defence of your poffefiions, according 
xo the only plan which could provide effectually for that objed. 

67. The expenfes of moving the battering train to Seringapatam^ as well 
as. of maintainining the army in Myfore^ cannot have much exceeded the charges 
which muft have been continued, if the whole had remained within your frontier; 
and when it is confidered, that if the army with the battering train had not moved to 
Seringapatam, the expenfive, but neceflary fyftem of defence already explained, 
muft have been protra^ed, until all danger from Tippoo Sultaun's connedioa with 
the French fliould have been averted^ your Honorable Court will probably fan£tion' 
my decided opinion, that the rapid movement of the Britiih forces towards the fcene 
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of their certain triumph, was not only the moft effeAual, but the mod economl 
meafure which could have been adopted, to fruftrate the views orthe enem/, and 
fecure the tranquillity of your poffeflions. 

68. For, on the one hand, no profped appeared of any pradlicable rcduftif>n 
the expenfe of a dcfcnfive fyftem, during the continuance of the war between Gr 
Britain and France, while every hour of delay in the movement of our- army, afford 
to Tippoo Sultaun the means of increafing his ilrength, of receiving fuccours from ' 
French, and confcquently, of aggravating to the Company, both the expenfe i 
hazard of the impending contcft. 

69. On the other hand, the ftate of our army, the arrangements which bad bi 
made for its equipment and fupply in every department, and the period of the feaf 
left no doubt, that the great objed of the war would be attained tn one fhott ca 
paign. Nor did this calculation prove to have been in any dfgree fanguine t fbr 
though an alarm of a deficiency of grain prevailed in the army before Seringapatam 
the i6th of April, it appeared foon after, upon an accurate examination, that at tl 
time, (exciufiveof the immenfe depdt eOtablilhed in the diftrift of Coorga') a quant 
of grain remained in camp, fuHicient to maintain the wbole.of the fighting mep 
the army, at half allowance, until the 20th of May ; and on the 1 5th of that mom 
Major General Floyd returned to Seringapatam, with the large fupplies which h 
been forwarded from the Carnatic, under the care of Lii^utenant Colonels Read a 
Brown. Itmay alfo be ufeful to remark, in this place, that ifany accident had protrat 
ed the operations of the firge, beyond the 4th of May, am{>le time would fi:\\l ba 
remained for the reduftion of the place, previous to the rifing of the Cavery, Gi 
the four eldeft fons of Tippoo Sultaun, with an efcert of 1,500 men, and a cor 
derable train of attendants, croflTed that river on the 1 8th of June, on which day t 
water was nearly as low as on the day of the affault. 

70. Reviewing all thefe circumflances, your Honorable Court will hereafi 
compare the expenfe inc^urrcd by the movement of the army to Seringapatam, wi 
the probable charges <of any other prafticable plan of policy, or of military operatic 
In any view of the fubjeftit will probably appear, that the increafcof yoi«Tevenuca 
pecuniary refourccs, obtained by the iffue of the war, far overbalances the combined t 
penfe of the preparaiions for your defence, and of the operations of the late campaif 

71. But in addition to this pofitive indemnification for your expenfes, yc 
Honorable Court will alfoconGder the augmentation of your commercial and militi 
Kfources fromthe c onqucfl of Myfore, 

72. Hitherto, all traffic between your fubjcAs or dependants and thofe of t 
late Sultaun was nearly prohibited, by the reftrairts to which his hatred ofthcBrtti 
Nation, or his ignorance and prejudice, had fubjeited the communication with yo 
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pofltrflSons. Thefc refiraints being removed, and cver7 proper encouragement to 
commercial intercourfe being fubftituted in their place, u^may reafonably be ex- 
peAed, that the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic and M7- 
forc, will mutually confume a confiderable portion of their refpeftivc produdions and 
manufadlures, and that even a proportion of Briiidi commodities will foon find a market 
in Myfore. My information, with regard to the articles produced, manufiiAured, 
or confumed, in the countries acquired by the Company and by the Rajah of Myfore, 
is at prcfent too imperfeft to enable me to form any accurate calculation of thepoffible 
increafe of the imports from the Coaft of Malabar to Europe ; but it appears probable,- 
that your inveftment in the article of pepper may foon be augmented, to any extent 
which you may deem advifable. 

73 Your military refources may be COnfidcred to have received a great aug- 
mentation, not only from the additional fupplics of grain, provifions, and cattle, 
Tvhich your connexion with Myfore places at 'your difpofal, but from the new chan- 
nels which it opens for recruiting the native force, both of thePrelidencie s of Fort 
St. George and Bombay* Under this head, may alfo be confidered the fiiperioricy of 
the climate of Myfore, to any in this quarter of India, and the means which it affords 
of preferving the health, and confequent efficiency of European troops. 

74* Highly as I eftimate thefe immediate and direft advantages of revenu ' 
and of commercial and military refource, I confider the recent fcttlement of My^ 
fore to be equally important to your interefts, in its tendency to encreafe your politi 
' cal confideration and influence amon^ the Native Powers of India, together with 
your means of maintaining internal tranquillity and order among ypur fubjefts and- 
dependants, and of defending your poiTelllons againft any enemy, either Afiatic or 
European, , • 

75, Thefe are principles of fubftantial and durable fecurity, the operation of 
which mud be feltthroughout every part of your pofTeffions, and in every branch of- 
your affairs both in India and Europe. 

76. The balance which it was the policy of the Treaty of Seringapatam, in- 
1792, to eftablith between the Native Powers of India, was foon deranged by the 
courfe of events : our influence in the general fcale proved infufficient, not only to 
maintain peace between our Allies, but to check either the rapid decline of their 
refpeftive refources and ftrength, or the growing afcendency of the French fadtion at 
Hyderabad, on the fyftematic machinations of Tippoo Sultaun. Experience has 
manifeftcd, that the power preferved to that infatuated and reftlefs Prince, muft al- 
ways have been thrown into the fcale oppofed to our intereffs, and that, in nopoffi* 
blec ombinatioa or conflidl of the politics of Poonah and Hyderabad, could the 
interpofiiion or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun take a bias favourable to our fecurity. If he 
menaced war^ or fought alliance with cither or with both thofe States, his uniform objeft 
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^as our difturbancc : If he remained neuter, either in their dliTentioDS or union; it wal 
to prcfcrve his o\vn ftrength utiiiiipaired for that conteft with ours, which formed the 
favourite fcopc of all his views.* In no cafe, has his powe^ been brought iDto adion, 
or remained at reft, without a hoflilc dcfign, and an injurious efFeft to our influence 
and confideration. The balance is now in our own hands •, we now poflefs the irre- 
fiftiblc power, cither of concentrating the moft efficient part of the refources of 
My fore iii one mafs, for our fingle defence againft any poffible combination ; or of 
throwing the fame weight into that fcale, which (hall appear to require fuch an aid, 
for the prefervation of the general tranquillity, on the folid bads of moderation and 
jufticc* 

77. The connexion between the Nizam and the French is entirely diflblved, 
tinder circumftances which, I truft, will render its renewal imprafticable, at ieafl for 
many years* 

78. The intrigues of Tippoo Sultaun among the Rajahs inhabiting the Coaft 
of Malabar, among the Poligars in the Carnatic, and among ^very other defcription 

' of yourdifaffedled or refradory fubjefks, were the fources of continual comnnotion 
within your territories, while the vicinity of the hoftile frontier of My fore offered 
refuge and impunity to every offender againft your authority, and to every 
difturber of the public peace. It may reafonably be expeded, that the eftabU(hment 
of your influence in My fore, will operate as a powerful check on the fpirit of diforder 
in your own poffeflions, and by removing the caufes of internal weaknefs, may enable 
you, to oppofe every foreign attack with greater confidence and vigour. 

79- Such appear to me to be the confequences of the late fettlcment, as they 
relate more immediately to the interefts of the Honorable Company; but it will be 
proper to coniider them alfo as they affeft our Allies. 

So. The eftabliHiment of a Hindoo State in Myfore, with the reftoration of the 
temples and endowment^ of that religion, muft be grateful to the Government of 
Poonah, independently of the advantages arifing from the fubftitutiori of a power of 
the fame religion and of pacific views, in the place of ^n odious Mahomedan U(ur- 
pation, fcarcely lefs hoftile to the Mahratta than to the Britifti Nation* 

81. With regard to the Nizam, the folid and permanent benefits which have 
refulted to his Highnefs from the recent improvement of his connexion with the 
Company, an4 particularly from the new fettlement of Myfore, are obvious and con- 
fiderable. The exiftence of his throne was faved, by the deftruftion of the French 
party at Hyderabad, in Oftober 1798. The formidable power of Tippoo Sultauo, 
which perpetually menaced his Highnefs's poffeffions, and filled his court and domi- 
jiions with intrigues and treafon, has been annihilated, and a friendly and allied' Sure 
fltablilhed in Myfore. His Highnefs has received a large encrcafc of territory, revc- 
3 nue. 
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nof, and power, together with feveral important fortrefles, tending greatly to fecure 
the tranquillity of his dominions. His expenfes in the war have been inconiiderable ; 
and if a comparifon were to be inftituted, of the advantages accruing to him and to 
the Company from the whole arrangement, thofe obtained by his Highnefs would 
probably be found to preponderate : For the danger from which he has been delivered, 
was even more imminent than that which menaced the Company^s pofleflions ; and 
while his expenfes have borne no proportion to ours, he has attained equal benefits, 
both of indemnification and fec^irity. The collateral benefits derivable by the Com- 
pany from its conne&ion with the Rajah of Myfore, will necefiarily extend to the 
Nizam, and be fcarcely lefs felt by him, than by us, while he (half remain faithful to 
his alliance with the Company. I have the fatisfadion to know, that his mod able 
and experienced counfellors are fully fenfible of the extenfive and folid benefits ac- 
quired by his Highnefs, under the general operation of the late treaties, I am there- 
fore perfuaded, that his Highnefs's juft fenfe of the permanent interefts of his State, 
will cdmmand his cordial co-operatton in the maintenance of the new fettlement. 

82. The interefis of the Rajah of Myfore being identified with thofe of the 
Companjs and the fafety, profperity, and honor of the Pelhwa and of the Nizam 
being amply fecured by the Treaties of Hyderabad and Myfore, and by the Sub* 
fidiary Treaty of Seringapatam, I entertain a confident expedlation, that the recent 
fettlement of the dominions of Tippoo Sukaun will prove not lefs durable than, I 
truft, it will be found equitable in its fundamental principles, beneficial in its general 
operation, and conformable, in every point of view, to the liberal charafter of the 
Engliih Eaft- India Company, and to the juft and moderate policy eftabli&ed by 
Parliament for the Government of the Bsitifli Empire in India*

of the jijfault and Capture of Seringapatam, are taken from the Bombay 
Courier, of the 24th ^ugafi, i799> 



Extract of a LsTXEa from Camp at Seringapatam. 

■* I fend you the following particulars relative to the conduQ: of the Ut? Tippoo 
Sultaua on the 4th May^, coUeded chiefly from the Killadar of Sering^pacain, and 
from accounts given by fome of his own fcrvants. 

** Tho Sultaan went out early in the morning, as was his cuftom dailyi to one of the 
cavaliers of the outer rampart of the north face, whence he could obfcrve what was do- 
ing on both fides: heremained there till about noon, when he took his ufual repaft under 
aPandat. It would appear, ihathe hadat that time no fufptcion of the aflault being 
fo near; for when it was reported to him, that our parallels and approaches wer? 
unufually crouded with Europeans, he did not exprefs the leaft apptehenGon, nor 
take any other precaution, but defiting the meffenger to return to the weft fac& 
with orders to Meer Gofhar, with the troops on duty near the breach^ to keep a 
flri^ guard. 

*' A few minutes afterwards he.wa»informed, that Meer Gofhar had been killed 
by a cannon fhot near the breach, which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly. 
He immediately ordered the troops that were near him under arms, and his perfonaL 
fervants to load the carbines which they carried for his own ufc, and haften alpi^ the 
ramparts towards the breach, accompanied by a feled guard and feveral of his cnie&, 
cill.he met a number of his troops flying before the van of the Europeans, who he 
perceived had already mounted and gained the ramparts. Here he exerted himfelf 
to rally the fugitives, and uniting them with hit own guard, encouraged them by his 
voice and example to make a determined ftand. He repeatedly fired on our troops 
himfelf, and one of his fervants aflerts, that he faw him bring down feveral Europeans 
near the top of the breach. 

^ *' Notwithftanding thefe exertions, when the front of the European flank com- 
panies of the left attack approached the fpot where the Sultaun ftood, he found him- 
felf almoft entirely defened, and was forced to retire to the traverfcs of ihe North 
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Ramparts ; tticfe be defended, one after another, v/ith the braved of his men and 
officers^ and aflifted by the fire of his people on the inner wall, he feveral times ob- 
liged the front of cur troops, who were pufhing on with their ufual ardor, to make a 
flahd* Th^ lofs h^re would have been much greater on our part, bad not the light 
infantry and part of the battalion companies of the twelfth regiment, crofling the 
inner ditch, and mounting the rampart, drircn the enemy froiti them, and taken in 
reverfethofe who, with the Sulcaun, were defending the trayerfes of the outer ram* 
parts. 

•• While any of his troops remained with him, the Sultaun continued to difpute 
the ground, until he approached the paflage acrofs the ditch to the gate of the inner 
fort ; here he complained of paia and wvaknefs in one of his legs, in which he had 
received a bad wound when very young, and ordering his horfe to be brought, be 
fnoudted; but feeing the Europeans Rill advancing on both the ramparts, he made 
iot the gate, followed by bis palanquin and a number of officers, troops, and fer* 
vant8« It was then, probably, his intention either to have entered and (hut the gate, 
in order to attack the fmall body of our troops which had got into the inner fort, 
and if fuecMsfitl in driving them out, to have attempted to have maintained it •gainft 
lis; or to endeavour to make his way to the palace and there make his lad ftaad i but 
As be was erofling to the gate by the communication from the outer rampart, he re* 
ceived a mufquet-ball in the right fide, nearly as high as the breaft : he however ftill 
ptefTed on, till he was flopped, about half way through the arch of the gateway, by 
the fire of the lath light infantry from within, when he received a (econd ball clote 
to the other* The horfe be rode on, being z\Iq wounded, funk under him, and his 
turban fell to the ground* Many c^ his people fell at the fame time, on every fide, by 
mufquetry, both from within and without the gate. 

^' The fallen SoItMn was immediately raifed by fome of his adherents and placed 
upon hts palanquini under the arch, and on one fide the gateway, where he lay or iac 
for fome ofiinUtes faint and exhaufted^ till fome Europeans entered the gateway. A 
fef Vtet, who has furvived, relates that one of the (bldiers fcized the Sultaun^s fword- 
belt (which was very rich; and attempted to pull it off; that the Sultaun^ who ftiU 
held his fword in his band, made a cut at the foldier with all his remaining ftrength^ 
'^nd Wound^ him about the knee, on which he pot his piece to his (boulder, and ihot 
the Stilfauti through the temple^ when he ijiftanijy expured. 

^ N^t left than three hundred n>en were killed and numbers wounded Qoder the 
arch of this gateway, which foon became impadiable, excepting over the bodies of the 
dead and dying.

^ About duik. General Baird, in confequence of itiformation he had received 
M thtf Palace came with lights to the gate, accompanied by the late Kittadar of tftt 
ftrt and ethers, to fcarch for the body of the Sultaiifl, and after mtich labour \t was 
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found and brought from under a hrap o(, flain to the inQde of the ^ate.' The coun- 
tenance was no ways diftorted, but had an exprelTioi) of ftern compofure ; his turban, 
jacket, and fword-belt were gone, but ihe body was recognized by f^me of his people, 
who were there, to be Pad/haw, and an officer who was prefeni, with the leave of 
General Baird, took from off his right arm thcTalifman, which contained, fcwed up 
in jHeces of fine flowered filk, an amulet of a brittle metallic fubftance of the colour 
of fiiver, and fome manulcriprs in IVIagic Arabic and Perfian charafters, the purport 
of which, had ihere been any doubt, would have fufHciently afcertained the identity 
of the Sultaun's body. It was placed on his own palanquin, and, by General Bsird's 
orders, conveyed to the court of the Palace, where it remained during the night, 
furniftiing a remarkable inftancc ro thofe who are given to reflcftion, of the uncer- 
tainty of human afi&trs. He^ who bad left bis Palace in the morning a powerful, 
imperious Suttiun, full of vaft ambitious projeifts, was brought back a lump of clay, 
his kingdom overthrown, his capital taken, and his' Palace occupied by the very man, 
(Major General Baird) who about fifteen years before bad been, with other vi^ims of 
bis cruelty and tyranny, releafed from near four years of rigid confinement in irons, 
fcarce three huitdred yards from the fpot where the corpfe of the Sultaun now lay. 

** Thus ended the life and the power of Tippoo Sultaun. It will require an 
able pen to delineate a character apparently fo inconfiHent, but he who attempts ic 
Moft not decide haftily*" 
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
